This  examination  shall 
consist  of  two  parts:  (1)  Success  in 
the     school     during     the     preceding 
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year;  (2)  professional  and  academic 
study.  Satisfactory  pursuit  of  a  col- 
lege course  or  courses  approved  by 
the  board  of  superintendents,  or  of 
a  course  or  courses  authorized  by 
and  conducted  under  the  direction  of 
the  board  of  superintendents,  or  of 
other  courses  approved  by  the  board 
of  superintendents,  may  be  accepted 
by  said  board  at  its  discretion  as  a 
substitute  for  a  part  of  the  profes- 
sional  and   academic   examination. 

Paragraph  2.  In  the  third  line, 
insert  to  'immediately  follow  the 
word  "staff"  the  words— and  the 
staff  of  The  Teachers  College  of 
the  City  of  Boston — so  that  the 
paragraph   will   read   as   follows: 

2.  All  teachers,  except  principals 
and  members  of  the  supervising- 
staff  and  the  staff  of  The  Teachers. 
College  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 
compensation  is  on  a  sliding  scale 
with  a  fixed  increase  for  each  suc- 
cessive year  of  service,  must  pass 
a  first  promotional  examination  be- 
fore the  second  September  first  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  the  beginning  of 
service.

The  employment  of  teachers  who 
fail  to  pass  successfully  the  first 
promotional  examination  on  two 
successive  occasions,  shall  ter- 
minate on  the  last  day  of  August 
next  following  the  second  examina- 
tion.

sistants, examiner  for  special  classes, 
supervising  school  physicians,  school 
physicians,  supervising  nurse,  school 
nurses  and  supervisor  in  charge  of 
playgrounds. 

Section  176,  paragraph  7.  Strike 
out  the  paragraph  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

7.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  spe- 
cial classes  on  probation  by  the 
teachers  thereof.  Pupils  shall  be 
regularly  admitted  to  soich  classes 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  ex- 
aminer for  such  classes,  and  dis- 
charged therefrom  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  director  of  special 
classes. 

Section  242,  paragraph  1.  Strike 
out  the  paragraph  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

SECT.  242.  1.  School  physicians 
shall  perform  their  duties  under  the 
general  supervision  and  control  of 
the  director  of  school  hygiene. 

Section  245,  paragraph  1.  Strike 
out  the  paragraph  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 
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Sect.  245.  1.  The  examiner  tor 
special  classes  shall  perform  such 
duties  in  connection  with  the  special 
classes  as  may  be  assigned  to  him 
by   the  director  of  special  classes. 

Section  300,  paragraphs  16  and 
20.  Strike  out  the  paragraphs;  re- 
number paragraphs  21  and  22  as 
paragraphs  20  and  21,  respectively; 
substitute  the  following  new  para- 
graph: 

16.  A  director  of  special  classes 
and  an  examiner  for  special  classes. 

Section  307,  paragraph  1.  Strike 
out  the  paragraph  and  substitute 
in    place    thereof    the   following: 

Sect.  307.  1.  The  superintendent 
may  grant,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board,  leaves  of  absences  to 
teachers  and  members  of  the  super- 
visiting  staff,  except  the  supervising 
nurse,  supervising  school  physicians, 
school  physicians,  school  nurses, 
and  examiner  for  special  classes, 
for  study  and  travel  or  for  rest,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  one  year;  pro- 
vided, that  such  leave  shall  take  ef- 
fect only  at  'the  beginning  of  a 
school  year  and  shall  be  continuous 
for  the  full  period  for  which  leave 
is  applied  for.  Any  unexpired  por- 
tion of  a  full  year's  leave  shall  not 
be  credited  for  a  further  leave  of 
absence  to  be  taken  before  the  com- 
pletion of  the  prescribed  period  of 
subsequent  service.  Teachers  and 
members  of  the  supervising  staff  be- 
come eligible  for  a  leave  of  absence 
for  study  and  travel  after  the  com- 
pletion of  seven  years  of  service, 
and  for  leave  of  absence  for  rest 
after  twenty  years  of  service  in  the 
schools  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a  part 
of  which  service  may  have  been 
rendered  in  the  Parental  School; 
provided,  that  leave  of  absence  for 
rest  may  begin  with  any  school  year 
in  the  course  of  which  the  required 
twenty  years  of  service  shall  have 
been  completed.  Teachers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  supervising  staff  may  be 
granted  leave  of  absence  for  study 
and  travel  for  nor  more  than  one 
year  in  any  eight  consecutive  years, 
and  for  rest  for  not  more  than  one 
year  in  any  twenty-one  consecutive 
years;  provided,  that  before  such 
leave  may  be  granted  they  shall  file 
with  the  superintendent  an  applica- 
tion upon  a  form  prescribed  by  him, 
stating  the  definite  purpose  for 
which  the  leave  of  absence  is  de- 
sired. 

The  substitute  order  was  laid  over. 


RESTORATION     OF     OLD     IRON- 
SIDES. 

Mr.  James  T.  Williams,  Boston 
newspaper  man,  asked  for  and  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  discussing 
the  movement  to  restore  Old  Iron- 
sides, his  aim  being  to  assist  the 
organization  which  has  taken  over 
the  work  with  the  permission  and 
encouragement  of  the  Navy  De- 
partment. 


The  plan  is  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  through  the  school  children  of 
America.  Mr,  Williams  was  aware 
of  the  attitude  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee which  has  been  opposed  to 
soliciting  or  permitting  contribu- 
tions from  school  children,  but  felt 
that  this  particular  movement  is 
such  that  no  dangerous  precedent  is 
involved.  Some  half  million  dol- 
lars is  required  to  restore  and 
maintain  the  ship  in  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard  as  a  permanent  shrine. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  has  been  contributed  by 
school  children  of  the  United 
States.  Some  eighty  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth  have  contributed 
their  quota,  and  Mr.  Williams  asked 
that  Boston  school  children  now  he 
privileged    to    participate. 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  in  his 
judgment  there  can  be  no  doubt 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  inviting  school 
children  of  Boston  to  participate  in 
this  patriotic  program.  It  will  be 
an  inspiration  to  the  children  to 
feel  that  they  have  been  instru- 
mental in  resoring  Old  Ironsides. 
Hoped  that  the  project  would  have 
the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
School  Committee  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  When  the  officers  of 
the  Navy  Department  visited  the 
School  Committee  last  year  seeking 
participation  of  school  children  in 
the  movement  to  restore  Old  Iron- 
sides, was  in  favor  of  the  project 
and  his  attitude  is  unchanged.  It 
was  his  privilege  to  be  present  at 
the  re-dedication  of  Old  Ironsides  on 
its  one-hundredth  birthday  and  was 
much  impressed.  Feels  that  no 
dangerous  precedent  is  involved. 
The  object  is  such  that  the  grant- 
ing of  the  permission  will  not  provp 
in  any  sense  an  open  sesame  for 
future  demands  upon  the  schools. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Absolutely  and  un- 
qualifiedly opposed  to  any  en- 
croachment by  federal  government 
on  education,  but  in  this  case  the 
proposition  comes,  not  as  an  order 
but  as  an  invitation — a  suggestion, 
nothing    more. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Matter  was  discussed 
at  the  conference  which  preceded 
this  meeting,  and  on  request,  action 
was  deferred.  At  next  week's  con- 
ference it  will  be  taken  up  and  de- 
cision reached.  Personally  believes 
that  Old  Ironsides  is  as  much  a 
part  of  the  history  of  Boston  as 
Bunker  Hill,  Old  South  Church  or 
Dorchester  Heights.  If  Old  Iron- 
sides is  to  be  restored  for  all  time 
by  school  children  of  the  country, 
then  Boston  should  lead  the  way. 

The  matter  was  taken  under  ad- 
visement. 

ERECTION  OF  STADIUM. 

Mr.  Sullivan  made  the  following 
statement:  The  School-  Committee 
has  gone  on  record  as  unanimously 
in  favor  of  a  stadium  and  proposes 
to  ask  the  Legislature  for  $250,000 
as  a  start.  The  School  Committee 
already   has   amjple   physical   ac'com- 
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modations  for  the  purpose,  if  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  and  the 
School  ■Committee  shall  finally  con- 
sider the  location  advisable. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Do  not  understand 
that  the  Committee  has  gone  on 
record  as  unanimously  in  favor  of  a 
stadium. 

On  question  from  Mr.  Sullivan, 
Chairman  stated  that  the  Board  has 
agreed  to  the  insertion  of  an  item 
in  the  four-year  land  and  building 
program  of  $250,000  for  the  grading 
and  preparation  of  the  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  Dorchester  High  School  for 
Boys  for  an  athletic  field,  and  for 
the  start  of  a  stadium. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Voted  in  favor  of  the 
item,  and  in  so  voting  stated  defi- 
nitely that  while  the  item  was 
there,  if  other  needs  were  found  to 
be  more  important,  then  the  money 
would  be  used  for  these  other  needs. 

Doctor  Bogan:  Discussion  is  out 
of  order,  since  at  the  present  time 
there  is  no  money  available  for  the 
purpose. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Believe  that  it  was 
clearly  understood  that  my  ap- 
proval of  the  $250,000  item  was 
with  the  distinct  understanding 
that  if  other  emergencies  shall  arise, 
such  as  need  for  housing  of  pupils, 
urgent  need  for  additional  yard 
space,  or  other  similar  emergencies', 
then  the  money  will  be  devoted  to 
such  emergencies.  Desire  to  state 
now  that  unless  a  seat  shall  be 
available  for  every  pupil,  and  suf- 
ficient yard  space  for  every  school, 
will  oppose  the  use  of  the  money 
for  a  stadium. 

Doctor  Bogan:  Reiterated  that  the 
discussion  is  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Believe  that  there 
is  now  a  seat  for  every  pupil  and 
better  housing  accommodations'  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  our 
schools.  It  may  be  necessary  to  go 
to  the  Legislature  for  special  action 
for  special  appropriation  tfi(or  the 
special  purpose  of  a  stadium. 

Doctor  Bogan:  Since  there  is  no 
money  available,  the  discussion  is 
to  no  purpose. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  item  in  the  pro 
posed  four-year  building  program 
of  $250,000  is  for  the  purpose  of 
grading  and  preparing  an  athleuc 
field  and  for  the  beginning  of  a  sta- 
dium. Question  of  cost  would  have 
to  be  considered  and  no  definite 
figures   are   yet   available. 

No  action  was  taken. 


Mr.  Sullivan  took  occasion  to 
compliment  the  Superintendent  and 
the  officials  of  the  schools  for  their 
splendid  efforts  in  the  past  educa- 
tionally, but  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  School  Committee  was  not  to  be 
complimented  to  the  same  extent. 
Feels  that  the  School  Committee 
should  now  bend  its  efforts  to  make 
a  real  city,  educationally,  of  Bos- 
ton. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  VOCATIONAL 

COURSE. 

Mr.  Sullivan  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
introduction  of  a  vocational  course 
which  shall  include,  first,  vocation- 
al guidance;  second,  a  survey  oi 
commercial  Boston;  third,  the  teach- 
ing of  "getting  jobs";  fourth,  the 
teaching   of  "holding  jobs.'' 

He  has  interviewed  representa- 
tives of  Boston  business  houses  ana 
they  are  unanimously  in  favor  of 
the  proposition,  and  will  lend  sup- 
port. In  Mr.  Sullivan's  judgment, 
nobody  better  fitted  to  handie  the 
proposition  than  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents, to  whom  he  recom- 
mended the  matter  be  referred  for 
study  and  report.  Upon  receipt  oi 
the  report,  the  Committee  to  invite 
the  committee  of  business  men  to 
co-operate  in  the  introduction  of  a 
course  which  he  believes  and  trusts 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  will 
report. 

Mrs.  Barron  pointed  out  ttiat  there 
has  been  a  Department  of  Vocation- 
al Guidance  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  If  the  work  as  he 
sees  it  is  carried  on  properly  the 
Department  of  Vocational  Guidance 
will  function  because  it  may  tnen 
confine  its  activities  exclusively  ro 
the  care  of  those  who  do  not  readily 
fit  into  the  course  which  he  feeib 
will  be  reported  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents. 

Referred  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents for  consideration  and  re- 
port.

FOUR-TEAR    LAND    AND    BUILD- 
ING PROGRAM. 

Mrs.  Barron  made  the  following 
statement: 

"I  understand  that  the  school 
building  program  and  the  School 
Committee's  petition  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  increased  appropriation 
power  is  based  on  the  amount  of 
money  which  it  was  felt  might  be 
obtained,  rather  than  upon  our 
actual  school  needs.  I  have  visited 
some  of  the  schools  and  have  been 
in  conference  with  members  of  the 
Board  of  Apportionment,  and  I  am 
convinced  that  we  have  a  large 
number  of  pupils  unsatisfactorily 
housed, — some  4,956  over  and  above 
those  which  will  be  provided  for  in 
the  proposed  four-year  building  pro- 
gram— 4,956  pupils  will  still  be 
housed  in  basements,  halls,  port- 
ables, or  rented  quarters. 

"I  believe  the  School  Committee 
should  go  on  record  as  presenting  a 
program  based  upon  our  actual 
school  needs,  rather  than  on  the 
amount  it  is  felt  the  Legislature 
will  grant.  Until  every  child  shall 
be  provided  with  a  seat  in  a  suitable 
school  room,  our  school  needs  will 
not  be  adequately  met.  I  believe 
that  an  intensive  survey  should  be 
made  of  our  school  needs;  that  we 
should  face  the  fact  that  in  Sep- 
tember, 1925,  the  Superintendent 
sent  out  a  circular  letter  to  princi- 
pals notifying  them  that  until  other- 
wise directed,  dancing,  running 
marching  and  jumping  were  to  be 
discontinued  in  many  school  build- 
ings   because    of    a   report    received 
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from,  the  Schoolhouse  Commission. 
No  provision  is  made  in  the  present 
building  program  for  these  build- 
ings, no  provision  for  housing  these 
pupils;  no  provision  for  growth  in 
certain  districts. 

"The  Board  of  Apportionment  has 
felt  compelled  to  include  in  the  bud- 
get provision  for  four-room  schools 
where  it  is  felt  that  eight-room 
schools  will  be  needed  in  the  near 
future.  It  has  "been  proven  fre- 
quently in  the  past  that  by  the  time 
four-room  buildings  are  completed, 
the  school  population  is  such  as1  to 
require  an  eight-room  building." 

In  closing,  Mrs.  Barron  asked  that 
the  building  program  to  be  present- 
ed to  the  Legislature  include  the 
entire  school  building  needs,  and 
that  a  survey  of  the  system  (be  made, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Apportionment,  so  that  the 
School  Committee  may  be  better  in- 
formed as  to  the  actual  needs  of 
the  system. 

Mr.  O'Hare  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  building  program  now  pro- 
posed will  result  in  very  satisfac- 
tory high  school  conditions,  prob- 
ably no  better  in  the  country.  In 
the  intermediate  and  elementary 
schools  the  situation  is  somewhat 
different;  growth  here  is  constant. 
Agreed  with  Mrs.  Barron  that  it 
would  be  well  to  present  to  the  Leg- 
islature the  entire  building  needs  at 
this  time;  that  the  Committee  should 
ask  for  all  that  is  needed  and  that 
the     Schoolhouse     Commission     can 


wisely  exypend.  Pointed  out  that 
there  is  still  four  and  a  half  million 
dollars  appropriated  on  previous 
program  but  not  yet  levied  or  raised 
by  taxation. 

Mrs.  Barron's  statement  and  re- 
quests were  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Apportionment  for  consideration  and 
report.

order  to  impress  upon  the  school 
children  its  historical  significance.

ORDERED,  That  the  sessions  of 
day  schools  other  than  those  in 
South  Boston  be  suspended  on  Wed- 
nesday, Mar.  17,  1926,  at  12  o'clock 
noon,  and  that  the  Superintendent 
is  hereby  requested  to  instruct  the 
principals  of  these  schools  and  dis- 
tricts to  hold  appropriate  patriotic 
exercises  during  the  morning  session 
of  Wednesday,  Mar.  17,  1926,  in 
commemoration  of  Evacuation  Day. 

The  first  and  second  orders  as  sub- 
stituted, and  the  third  order  of  Mr. 
O'Hare  as  originally  presented,  were 
taken   up   and   passed. 

In  this  connection,  Mr.  Sullivan 
made  the  following  statement: 

The  public  school  authorities 
should  be  congratulated  upon  their 
attitude  in  providing  for  the  proper 
observance  in  the  schools  of  this 
truly  inspiring  event.  It  comes  to 
my  attention  more  and  more  that 
there  are  forces  at  work  in  America 
whose  sole  purpose  is  to  undermine 
our  very  ground  and  they  have 
found  that  the  most  fruitful  source 
of  attack  is  through  the  public 
schools.  And  then  we  find  histor- 
ians— hireling'  historians  is  the  prop- 
er term — attempting  to  rewrite  our 
American  histories  to  suit  their  own 
purposes.  This  School  Committee 
has  recently  authorized  and  encour- 
aged the  participation  of  schools  in 
the  drive  to  rehabilitate  "Old  Iron- 
sides," and  tell  its  glorious  story  to 
America.  I  think  that  this  action 
was  particularly  fortunate  because 
only  recently  I  find  that  the  public 
school  authorities  in  the  big  metro- 
polis of  Chicago  placed  a  ban  upon 
the  display  of  the  picture  "The 
Spirit  of  '76,"  and  other  historical 
features  in  its  public  schools. 

Then  the  situation  in  Cleveland 
where,  by  a  vote  of  the  Committee, 
militarv  drill  is  to  be  banned  from 


the  public  schools  on  the  ground 
that  military  drill  tends  to  instill 
into  the  minds  of  the  pupils  jingo- 
istic ideas.  Nothing  further  from 
the  truth.  In  Boston,  for  a  century 
have  had  military  drill,  and  the  re- 
sults have  been  creditable  in  every 
way.  Mr.  Sullivan  then  called  upon 
the  Superintendent  to  make  public 
statement  of  the  methods  of  safe- 
guarding our  children  against  the 
misstatements  of  historical  facts 
contained  in  some  histories. 


Superintendent:  In  the  selection  of 
text  books  and  supplementary  ma- 
terial for  school  use,  great  care  is 
exercised.  The  selection  of  texts  in 
history  has  been  safeguarded.  This 
was  shown  recently  when  it  became 
known  that  several  histories  de- 
nounced as  unpatriotic  were  not  in 
use  in  the  public  schools  of  this 
city,  in  consequence  of  the  vigilance 
of  our  teachers,  who  are  primarily 
responsible  for  the  selection  of  texts. 

"We  are  very  fortunate  in  Boston 
schools  in  having  well  trained  and 
competent  teachers.  Many  of  them 
are  graduates  of  our  best  universi- 
ties and  colleges  or  of  approved 
normal   schools. 

These  teachers  are  organized  into 
councils  interested  in  the  various 
subjects  taught  in  the  schools. 

For  the  examination  of  the  his- 
tory texts  there  are  in  the  high 
schools  councils  made  up  of  the 
various  heads  of  history  depart- 
ments, ana  similar  councils  or  com- 
mittees exist  in  the  intermediate  and 
elementary  schools. 

In  all  cases,  history  texts  are  care- 
fully reviewed  to  determine  their 
suitability  for  use  in  the  classroom 
and  also  to  make  sure  that  the  facts 
related  are  historically  correct.  Any 
book  that  seems  to  be  in  any  way  un- 
patriotic is  rejected.  When  the 
councils  complete  their  review,  they 
make  their  reports,  in  the  high 
schools,  to  the  Head  Masters  Asso- 
ciation, and  in  the  intermediate 
schools  to  the  Intermediate  Princi- 
pals Association.  These  various  as- 
sociations then  review  the  books  sub- 
mitted to  become  satisfied  as  to 
their  suitability.  Then  the  recom- 
mendations go  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents and  this  Board,  in  the 
midst  of  its  multifarious  duties,  re- 
views the  books  recommended  for 
the  purpose  of  approving,  rejecting 
or  substituting.  When  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  completes  its 
labors,  its  recommendations  go  to 
the  Superintendent.  The  Superin- 
tendent is  responsible  under  the  law 
for  the  recommendation  of  text 
books  to  the  School  Committee,  and 
he,  in  making  his  recommendations, 
submits  in  reality  the  combined 
judgment  of  the  entire  teaching 
force,  the  principals  of  schools,  and 
the  Board  of  Superintendents.  This 
is  one  of  the  finest  evidences  of 
teacher-participation  that  I  know  of. 

Finally,  the  School  Committee  acts 
upon  the  recommendations  sub- 
mitted by  the  Superintendent.    Nat- 
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urally,  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  do  not  have  time  or  op- 
portunity to  examine  all  of  the 
books  submitted  for  adoption,  but 
they  are  convinced  that  the  books 
submitted  are  suitable,  desirable  and 
historically  accurate. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  "wish  to  say  that  I 
very  heartily  endorse  the  action  of 
this  Board,  which  was  unanimous, 
in  providing  for  the  proper  observ- 
ance of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  Evacuation  Day,  be- 
cause  the  day  is  dear   to  the  heart 


of  every  citizen.  Also,  because  our 
greatest  generals  boast  of  victories 
which  have  been  won  without  the 
sacrifice  of  life.  The  significance  of 
the  fact  that  this  great  military  vic- 
tory was  achieved  without  bloodshed 
should  be  emphasized.  We  do  well 
to  see  to  it  that  the  day  is  properly 
observed  because  of  its  double  sig- 
nificance.

EVACUATION      DAY      CELEBRA- 
TION. 

Mr.  O'Hare  made  the  following 
statement: 

On  Mar.  1,  1926,  I  presented  an 
order  for  the  closing  of  all  day 
schools  for  the  entire  day  on  Mar. 
17,  1926.  I  fully  realize  that  a  school 
day  should  not  be  taken  away  with- 
out sufficient  cause.  My  reason  for 
entire  suspension,  of  all  day  schools 
for  this  one  year  was  to  make  a 
deep,  lasting  impression  on  the 
school  children  of  Boston  as  to  the 
significance  of  Evacuation  Day.  On 
this  I  stand.  In  these  days  when 
the  human  frailties  qf  the  Founders 
of  our  Country  are  emphasized  and 
their  extraordinary  virtues  are  mini- 
mized, I  think  it  fitting  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  re-stimulate  patri- 
otic idealism  among  our  school  chil- 
dren. A  school  holiday  out  of  the 
ordinary  was  but  part  of  my  order 
and  it  was  introduced  solely  to  serve 
as  a  stimulus  to  patriotic  fervor. 

The  Chairman  read  the  following 
statement  from  Mr.   Sullivan: 

I  regret  that  because  of  illness  I 
cannot  advocate  personally  the  full 
holiday  for  the  school  children  on 
the  150th  anniversary  of  the  evacu- 
ation of  Boston  by  the  British, 
March  17. 

This  event  is  of  inspiring  signifi- 
cance to  Americans.  It  was  a  splen- 
did victory  brilliantly  won  on  the 
hills  of  South  Boston  and  was  pro- 
phetic of  ultimate  Colonial  victory. 

Let  this  be  a  patriotic  holiday  for 
the  school  children  to  impress  upon 
them  the  stirring  scenes  of  '76. 

At  no  time  in  our  history  was 
there  such  need  of  a  patriotic  renais- 
sance. Witness  the  assault  on  our 
history  by  hireling  historians;  on  our 
national  integrity  and  security  by 
pacifists  and  internationalists  with 
their  "peace  at  any  price"  program 
and  their  world  court! 

Only  recently  in  Chicago  the  school 
authorities  banned  the  display  of  the 
"Spirit  of  '76,"  and  in  Cleveland 
ousted  military  drill  from  the  public 
schools. 

Let  our  share  in  this  coming  cele- 
bration serve  as  a  resounding  refuta- 
tion to  the  treasonous  triumvirate 
of  hireling  historians,  palsied  paci- 
fists, intermeddling  internationalists.

To  the  School  Committee: 

In  compliance  with  paragraph  2 
of  Section  100  of  the  Rules,  I  submit 
herewith  the  budget  and  annual  ap- 
propriation order,  with  detailed  es- 
timates, to  provide  for  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools; 
for  the  cost  of  administration  and 
supervision;  and  for  the  cost  of  sun- 
dry other  services  and  expenses  of 
the  public  schools,  for  the  financial 
year  1926,  exclusive  of  the  item  "Al- 
teration and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings and  for  furniture,  fixtures  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
for  fire  protection  for  existing  build- 
ings, and  for  improving  existing 
school  yards,"  for  which  provision 
will  be  made  in  a  separate  appropria- 
tion order. 

The  average  valuation  of  the  city 
for  the  three  years  1923,  1924,  and 
1925,  with  all  abatements  allowed  up 
to  December  31,  1925,  as  certified 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  is  $1,780,945,- 
466.16.  This  is  the  sum  upon  which 
all  appropriations  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  School  Committee  for 
the  financial  year  1926  are  based. 

Under  existing  law  the  School 
Committee  is  authorized  to  appropri- 
ate the  following  sums:

This  increase  of  $2,738,406.53  in 
appropriations'  for  the  financial  year 
1926  over  expenditures  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1925,  immediately  preced- 
ing, is  accounted  for  as  follows: — 

a.  An  amendment  to  the  City 
Charter  changed  the  financial  year 
period  from  (February  1  to  January 
31)  to  (January  1  to  December  31). 
The  consequence  of  this  change  was 
that  the  expenditures  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1925  covered  an  eleven- 
month  period  instead  of  the  usual 
twelve-month  period.  An  increase 
of  over  one  million  of  dollars  in  1926 
is  attributable  to  this  change. 

b.  On  September  1,  1925,  a  general 
increase  in  salaries  was  allowed  all 
teachers  and  members  of  the  super- 
vising staff  under  additional  appro- 
priating power  granted  by  Chapter 
309  of  the  Acts  of  1925.  In  the  past 
it  has  been  found  practically  impos- 
sible to  accurately  compute  the  cost 
of  a  general  increase  in  teachers' 
salary  schedules'  because  of  the  vary- 
ing dates  of  appointments  through 
out  the  school  year.  On  September 
1,  1925,  a  common  anniversary  of 
September  1  was  established  for  all 
teachers  and  members'  of  the  super- 
vising staff,  and  as  a  consequence 
salary  increases  and  adjustments 
may  be  gauged  with  greater  pre- 
cision than  heretofore.  The  cost  for 
the  last  four  months  of  the  financial 
year  1925  was  taken  from  the  bal- 
ance made  available  because  of  the 
eleven-month  period  in  that  year. 
The  full  effect  of  this  increase  will 
not  come  until  1930,  but  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  cost,  approximat- 
ing one  million  of  dollars,  comes  in 
the  financial  year  1926. 

c.  The  usual  growth  and  expan- 
sion of  the  school  system — the  open- 
ing of  new  school  buildings,  the  ap- 
pointment of  additional  teachers  and

I  hope  the 
day  will  never  come  when  this  train- 
ing will  be  abandoned. 


In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
Dr.  Bogan  stated  that  he  believes 
heartily  in  instruction  in  military 
drill  as  conducted  in  the  Boston  pub- 
lic schools  and  its  beneficent  effects 
upon    the  boys   who    participate.

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Trial  Board,  under  date  of 
Apr.  20,  1926,  to  whom  was  referred 
at  the  meeting  of  Apr.  5,  1926,  a 
communication  from  the  School- 
house  Custodian  reporting  that  he 
had  suspended  Frederick  P.  John- 
son, custodian,  Noble  School-house 
and  Annex,  for  violation  of  para- 
graph 3  of  section  3  of  the  regula- 
tions for  custodians  and  matrons, 
reporting  that  a  hearing  was  held 
on  Apr.  7,  1926,  which  was  attended 
by  the  custodian  concerned,  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  and  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  school. 

The  Trial  Board  finds  that  the 
charges  of  the  Schoolhouse  Cus- 
todian are  sustained  on  the  state- 
ments made  by  the  principal  of  the 
school,  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian, 
and  the  custodian. 

The  Trial  Board  does  not  minimize 
the  seriousness  of  the  custodian's 
offense,  but  because  of  the  extenuat- 
ing circumstances,  involving  family 
conditions,  and  because  the  custo- 
dian has  given  assurance  of  inten- 
tion to  avoid  all  cause  for  complaint 
in  the  future,  the  Trial  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  custodian  Ibe  given 
an  opportunity  to  re-establish  him- 
self. 


FINDING— That  the  custodian  is 
gluilty  of  the  charges  preferred 
against  him  in  violating  paragraph 
3  of  section  3  of  the  regulations  'for 
custodians   and  matrons. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  (a)  That 
the  custodian  be  severely  censured 
by  the  School  Committee  for  the  vio- 
lation of  section  3;  Jb)  that  he  be 
notified  that  a  second  offense  will 
cause  the  Trial  Board  to  recotamend 
tio  the  School  Committee  his  im- 
mediate dismissal;  (c)  that  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  be  requested 
to  transfer  the  custodian  at  once  to 
a  building  in  another  section  of  the 
city;  and  (d)  that  he  be  denied  pro- 
motion for  a  period  of  one  year. 

The  Trial  Board  respectfully 
recommends  that  the  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  be  instructed  by  the 
School  Committee  to  report  to  the 
School  Committee  hereafter  any  ana 
all  cases  of  custodians  who  in  his 
judgment  show  evidence  of  intoxi- 
cation while  on  school  premises 
whether  first  offense  or  otherwise 
It  seems  to  the  Trial  Board  that 
drastic  action  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  now  necessary  on  all  cases 
of  reported  violation  of  section  3  of 
the  regulations  for  custodians  and 
matrons.

The  great 
importance  and  the  pressing  need 
of  such  a  survey  for  the  guidance 
of  the  School  Committee  in  its  fu- 
ture action  seems  obvious.  The 
Board  of  Apportionment  makes  the 
following    recommendations. 

1.  That  the  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment be  requested  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  send  him  a  list  of  all 
wooden  buildings  (exclusive  of  port- 
ables and  rented  acc-.mmodations) 
used  for  school  purposes,  with  the 
number  of  rooms  and  the  grades 
of  occupancy. 

2.  That  the  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment be  requested  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  send  him  a  last  of  all 
brick  buildings  (exclusive  of  rented 
accommodations')  used  for  school 
purposes,  over  fifty  years  of  age, 
with  the  number  of  rooms  and  the 
grades  of  occupancy;  together  with 
a  statement  in  connection  with  each 
building  as  to  the  probable  number 
of  years  which  the  building  may  be 
appropriately  used  with  entire  safe- 
ty. In  connection  with  this  list 
should  >be  included  a  list  of  brick 
buildings  less  than  fifty  years  of 
age  which  in  the  estimation  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Department,  should  be 
vacated   within  the   next   ten  years. 

3.  That  the  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment be  requested  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  send  him  a  list  of  vacant 
parcels  of  land  belonging  to  the 
School  Department,  with  a  state- 
ment as  to  their  area  and  possible 
use. 

4.  That  a  circular  be  sent  to  the 
principals,  upon  receipt  of  all  this 
information,  asking  them  to  review 
the  needs  of  their  districts  and  send 
in  their  recommendations  for  a 
building  program  covering  the 
needs  of  the  next  ten  years,  taking 
into  account  the  abandonment  of 
wooden  buildings  and  the  replace- 
ment in  stated  years  of  any  brick 
buildings  to  be  abandoned  within 
ten  years  within  their  district 
limits — the  latter  information  to  be 
based  on  reports  from  the  School- 
house  Department. 


5.  That  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment then  make  a  comprehensive 
study  for  the  School  Committee  of 
the  school  needs  of  the  city,  cover- 
ing the  next  ten  years,  based  upon 
reports  from  the  Schoolhouse  De- 
partment and  from  the  principals, 
and  any  other  information  it  may 
obtain  from  any  and  all  sources.

METHOD  OF  SELECTION  FROxM 
ELIGIBLE  LISTS  FOR  PRINCI- 
PALSHIP,  ELEMENTARY  AND 
INTERMEDIATE    SCHOOLS. 

On  motion,  the  Board  took  up  for 
consideration  the  following  order 
submitted  by  Mr.  O'Hare  at  the 
meeting    of    Oct.    19,    1925: 

ORDERED,  That  the  lists  for 
principalship  of  elementary  and  in- 
termediate schools  shall  remain  as 
they  have  been  established  by  the 
Board  of  Superintendents;  in  other 
words,  there  shall  be  a  separate  list 
for  women  and  a  separate  list  for 
men.  The  Superintendent,  in  mak- 
.ng  nominations  for  appointment 
from  these  lists,  shall  nominate  the 
person  with  the  highest  number  of 
points  for  the  principalship  of  a 
mixed  elementary  or  intermediate 
school.  In  the  nomination  for  ap- 
pointment   as    principal    of     an     all- 


girls'  school,  the  Superintendent 
shall  submit  the  name  of  the 
woman  who  has  the  then  highest 
rating  on  the  women's  list.  In  the 
nomination  for  appointment  as 
principal  of  an  all-boys'  school,  the 
Superintendent  shall  submit  the 
name  of  the  man  who  has  the 
then    highest    rating    on    the    men's 

iibt. 


In  connection  with  the  foregoing. 
Mr.  O'Hare  stated  that  it  is  not  his 
intention  to  play  one  group  of  in- 
dividuals in  Lhe  service  against  an- 
other ;  that  his  purpose  in  offering 
the  order  was  to  establish  a  policy 
whereby  candidates  as  they  ap- 
proach the  time  for  appointment  as 
principal,  shall  have  absolute 
knowledge  in  advance  as  to  who  is 
to  get  the  next  school.  His  proposi- 
tion will  make  the  method  of  ap- 
pointment from  the  eligible  lists  ab- 
solute instead  of  relative,  as  they 
have   been    heretofore. 

Believes  that  the  time  has  come 
for  the  separation  of  sexes  in  the 
intermediate  schools — for  the  estab- 
lishment of  intermediate  schools  for 
girls  and  intermediate  schools  i'or 
boys.  With  this  arrangement,  mas- 
ters' assistants  will  have  a  better 
guarantee  of  opportunity  for  ap- 
pointment than  they  have  had  un- 
der the  arrangement  which  has 
been  in  effect.  Under  the  estab- 
lished system,  selection  of  a  princi- 
pal is  not  predetermined.  Under 
the  present  rating  scheme  men 
who  entered  the  service  as  gradu- 
ates of  normal  school  only,  are 
practically  precluded  from  appoint- 
ment. With  the  separate  lists  the 
normal  school  graduate  on  the 
men's  list  is  not  only  being  check- 
mated by  the  men,  but  by  the  wom- 
en as  well.  His  is  not  a  punitive 
measure,  has  no  thought  of  punish- 
ing anyone.  The  plan  has  been 
carefully  thought  out  and  is  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  candidates 
knowledge  in  advance  as  to  whom 
the  next  position  is  to  go  to.  Has 
no  desire  to  injure  the  women;  as 
is  well  known,  has  always  favored 
the  women  in  that  he  has  stood  and 
still  stands  for  equal  pay.  If  hard- 
ship to  women  will  result  from  the 
plan  suggested  by  him,  then  surely 
the  next  list  will  work  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  women  who  will 
have  greater  opportunity  for  ap- 
pointment to  eight-grade  schools. 
Has  no  intention  of  criticizing  the 
Superintendent;  has  the  highest 
possible  regard  for  him;  is  merely 
attempting  to  advance  the  interests 
of  candidates  for  elementary  school 
principalship. 

Mrs.  Barron  made  the  following 
statement: 

The  plan  for  the  merged  list  as 
outlined  by  Mr.  O'Hare  may  be  a 
splendid  thing  for  the  future,  but 
to    adopt    it    a.t    this    time   would,    in 
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my  opinion,  be  breaking-  faith  with 
the  women.  I  am  strongly  in  favor 
of  the  merit  list,  but  I  am  quite  as 
strongly  in  favor  of  keeping  faith 
with  the  women.  I  have  examined 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents on  the  subject  and  am 
convinced  that  the  present  list  was 
made  possible  because  of  a  joint 
agreement  with  the  representatives 
of  the  two  organizations.  I  find 
that  the  women  made  certain  con- 
cessions which  they  probably  would 
not  have  made  had  it  not  been  that 
separate  lists'  were  assured.  Per- 
sonally I  would  not  object  to  a 
change  in  the  policy  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  period  of  validity 
of  the  current  lists;  or  if  the  Board 
should  see  fit  to  abandon  the  cur- 
rent lists,  I  (might  consent  to  that; 
but  to  merge  the  lists  at  this  time 
would  he  a  breach  of  faith  with  the 
service — a  breach   of  controt. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  do  not  want  to  op- 
pose the  Superintendent  or  to  limit 
his  powers;  merely  to  give  the  pre- 
determined information  to  the  per- 
sons interested.  As  to  breaking- 
faith  with  the  service — I  would 
point  out  that  the  determination  of 
credit  for  the  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  de- 
grees, as  compared  with  normal 
school  graduation,  was  not  brought 
about  by  the  School  Committee.  It 
is  not  a  prerequisite  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of   Superintendents. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  that  he  is  not  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  order, 
as  submitted  by  Mr.  O'Hare,  for  the 
following   reasons: 

Under  the  rules  the  Superintend- 
ent, in  his  sole  discretion,  nominates 
a  teacher  for  appointment,  and  the 
School  Committee  acting  on  that 
nomination,  either  approves  or  dis- 
approves it.  I  believe  this  discre- 
tionary power  which  the  Superin- 
tendent has,  and  always  has  had, 
supplies  a  needed  flexibility  and  is 
of  fundamental  importance  In  the 
wise  and  effective  administration  of 
our  schools. 

The  order  under  discussion  tonight 
which  provides  in  substance  vhat  for 
certain  purposes  the  men's  list  and 
the  women's  list  for  principalship  of 
elementary  and  intermediate  schoois 
shall  be  merged,  contains  the  follow- 
ing provision: — "The  Superintendent 
in  making  nominations  for  appoint- 
ment from  these  lists,  shall  nom- 
inate the  person  with  the  highest 
number  of  points  for  the  principal- 
ship  of  a  mixed  elementary  or  in- 
termediate school."  In  other  words, 
if  this  order  is  passed  the  Superin- 
tendent ceases  to  have  any  discre- 
tion in  nominating  for  the  principal- 
ship  of  those  schools. 

I  do  not  believe  any  of  those  in 
favor  of  this  order  will  deny  that 
occasions  are  bound  to  arise  where 
from  the  existing  circumstances  it 
might  be  far  better  for  the  particu- 
lar   mixed    elementary    or    interme- 


diate school,  and  hence  for  the 
school  system,  if  a  person  other 
than  the  one  with  the  highest  num- 
ber of  points  on  a  merged  list  was 
appointed  to  the  position.  If  this 
order  is  passed  there  would  be  no 
alternative,  for  the  order  requires 
the  Superintendent  to  nominate  the 
person  with  the  highest  number  of 
points.  Believing  as  I  do  that  it  is 
of  fundamental  importance  for  the 
Superintendent  to  continue  to  have 
the  discretionary  power  he  has  had 
in.  the  past,  I  vote  against  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

In  so  doing,  however,  I  wish  to 
state  that  I  believe  sincerely  in  the 
merit  system  and  I  should  not  ex- 
pect those  with  the  hignest  number 
of  points  on  these  lists  to  be  passed 
over  lightly,  but  only  when  tne 
particular  circumstances  conclusive- 
ly justify  such  action.  I  believe  we 
can  rely  on  the  good  judgment  of 
our  Superintendent  to  deal  with 
each  case  as  it  comes  along,  fairly 
and  for  the  best  interests  of  all  con- 
cerned. 

The  Superintendent  made  the  fol- 
lowing  statement: 

On  July  6,  1925,  the  Superintend- 
ent presented  a  statement  justifying 
an  appointment  to  the  princlpaisnip 
of  an  elementary  district  that  was 
submitted  to  the  School  Committee 
at  that  time.  This  statement  of  the 
Superintendent  appears  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  School  Committee 
under  that  date.  The  Supenntena- 
ent  has  very  little  to  add  to  that 
report. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  orders  in- 
troduced by  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee  on  Sept.  14,  1925,  and 
Oct.  19,  1925,  tend  to  minimize  and 
make  mechanical  the  authority  of 
the  Superintendent  in  making  ap- 
pointments to  a  position  of  suco 
magnitude  as  that  of  principal  of 
an  elementary  or  intermediate  dis- 
trict. In  the  opinion  of  the  super- 
intendent, these  orders  contravene 
the  Statute  of  the  Commonwealth 
which  requires  that  appointments 
shall  be  made  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools.  It  furthermore  vio- 
lates the  spirit  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Committee  which  provide 
(Sec.  58,  par.  1)  that  the  initiative 
in  appointments  to  all  teaching  po- 
sitions shall  come  from  the  Super- 
intendent. 

It  is  required  that  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  shall  establish  lists 
of  candidates  for  promotion  but 
these  lists,  like  various  other  promo- 
tional lists,  are  prepared  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Superintendent.  It 
should  be  again  reiterated  that  the 
lists  now  under  consideration — those 
of  candidates  eligible  for  promotion 
to  the  position  of  master  of  elemen- 
tary or  intermediate  districts — are 
constructed  in  conformity  with  the 
plan  evolved  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents after  consultation 
with  the  men  and  women  rated. 
This     particular     plan     in     all     its 
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minute  details  was  approved  prior 
to  the  rating"  by  the  two  groups  of 
men  and  women  concerned.  Mu- 
tuality of  agreement  based  upon 
oomgxromises  was  indispensable  to 
the  development  of  the  plan  of 
rating  and  to  the  preparation  of 
the  lists.  .Moreover,  inherent  with- 
in the  plan  is  the  accepted  prin- 
ciple that  the  names  of  the  men  and 
of  the  women  shall  appear  upon 
separate  lists,  and  that  from  these 
lists  appointments  shall  be  made  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This 
agreement  was  made  and  ratified 
by  the  groups  of  men  and  women, 
and  when  the  lists  were  reported  to 
the  School  Committee  it  was  clear- 
ly understood  by  that  body  that  the 
discretionary  power  of  the  Super- 
intendent in  malting  appointments 
should  not  be  arrogated  or  abridged. 
The  orders  of  Sept.  14,  1925,  and 
Oct.  19,  19-5,  which  limit  the  power 
of  the  Superintendent  in  making- 
appointments  were  referred  by  the 
School  Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  for  consideration 
and  report.  After  dispassionate  de- 
liberation, the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents reports  unanimously  against 
the  adoption  of  the  orders.  The 
Board  is  of  "the  opinion  that  the 
passage  of  either  order  would  break 
faith  with  the  service,  would  vio- 
late the  agreement  upon  which  the 
entire  rating  was  based,  and  would 
deprive  the  Superintendent  of  his 
customary  discretion  in  the  matter 
of  appointments." 

The  Board  of  Superintendents,  to 
whom  Mr.  O'Hare's  order  was  re- 
ferred at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  19, 
1925,  submitted  the  following-  re- 
port: 

The  Board  of  Superintendents 
has  given  careful  consideration  to 
the  following  order  referred  to  it  by 
the  School  Committee  at  the  de- 
ferred regular  meeting  of  September 
14,  1925: 

"ORDERED,  That  the  lists  for 
men  and  women  candidates  for 
principalships  of  elementary  and  in- 
termediate schools  be  merged  forth- 
with on  a  strictly  numerical  basis. 
In  making  appointments  from  this 
merged  list,  the  numercial  point 
rating  shall  be  followed  with  the 
following  exceptions:  In  appoint- 
ment to  an  all-girls'  school  the  high- 
est raited  woman  on  the  list  shall  be 
nominated;  to  all-hoys'  school  the 
highest  rated  man  shall  be  nomin- 
ated." 

Before  the  report  of  the  Board  ol 
Superintendents  on  tthe  foregoing 
order  was  submitted  to  the  School 
Committee,  the  following  order  was 
Kubstituted,  on  October  19,  1925,  for 
the  order  introduced  on  September 
14,  1925,  and  was  referred  to  the 
Board    of    Superintendents: 

"ORDERED,  That  the  lists  for 
principalship  of  elementary  and  in- 
termediate schools  shall  remain  as 
they  have  been  established  by  the 
Hoard    of    Superintendents;    in    other 


words,  there  shall  be  a  separate  list 
for  women  and  a  separate  list  for 
men.  The  Superintendent,  in  mak- 
ing nominations  for  appointment 
from  these  lists,  shall  nominate  the 
person  with  the  highest  number  of 
points  for  the  principalship  of  a 
mixed  elementary  or  intermediate 
school.  In  the  nomination  for  ap- 
pointment as  principal  of  an  all- 
girls'  school,  the  Superintendent 
shall  submit  the  name  of  the  woman 
who  has  the  then  highest  rating  on 
the  women's  list.  In  the  nomination 
for  appointment  as  principal  of  an 
all-boys'  school,  the  Superintendent 
shall  submit  the  name  of  the  man 
who  has  the  then  highest  rating  on 
the  men's  list." 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  has 
carefully  examined  the  substitute  or- 
der and  fails  to  find  any  essential 
difference  between  it  and  the  previ- 
ous order,  for  which  it  was  substi- 
tuted. The  substitute  order,  it  is 
true,  omits  mention  of  merging  the 
lists,  but  its  effect  in  the  matter 
of  appointments  would  be  exactly 
the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  or- 
der. Since  the  two  orders  are  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  practically 
identical,  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents is  of  opinion  that  its  report 
upon  the  original  order  serves  as  its 
report  upon  the  substitute  order, 
and  consequently  submits  its  origi- 
nal report  herewith. 

In  its  consideration,  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  did  not  feel  callecr 
upon  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the 
merits  of  establishing  a  general  pol- 
icy for  the  merging  of  lists  of  can- 
didates for  elementary  school  and 
intermediate  school  principalships, 
and  is  free  to  consider  without  prej- 
udice the  question  of  having  but 
one  list  when  the  next  rating  of  can- 
didates for  principalship  shall  be 
made.  The  question  of  merging 
forthwith  the  present  lists  of  such 
candidates  is  an  entirely  different 
matter. 

From  the  first  time  when  such 
lists  were  established,  up  to  and  in- 
cluding the  present  lists,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, and  likewise  it  has  been 
the  expressed  wish  of  both  groups 
concerned,  that  there  should  be  one 
list  for  men  candidates  and  another 
list  for  women  candidates. 

The  present  lists,  like  preceding 
lists,  are  based  on  a  rating  plan 
which  resulted  from  the  joint  agree- 
ment of  representatives  of  both  the 
men  and  women  candidates,  empow- 
ered to  act  for  their  respective  or- 
ganizations. Such  an  agreement,  es- 
pecially as  regards  particular  items 
of  the  present  rating  plan,  could  not 
have  been  reached  had  there  not 
been  a  distinct  understanding  among 
the  parties  concerned  that  appoint- 
ments, in  the  discretion  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, might  be  made  from 
either  list. 

The  impossibility  of  reaching  a 
joint  agreement  on  any  basis  other 
than  that  of  separate  lists  may 
readily  be  shown  by  an  examination 
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of  the  credits  under  I.  of  the 
rating  plan — Educational  Prepara- 
tion, Teaching,  and  Executive  Ex- 
perience. 

In  the  early  ratings,  most  of  the 
women  listed  were  graduates  of  a 
one  or  two-year  normal  school 
course  and  were  allowed  no  credit 
for  courses  taken  in  preparation  for 
a  baccalaureate  degree,  while  mosr. 
of  the  men  rated  were  college  grad- 
uates with  a  one-year  post-graduate 
course  in  normal  school.  The  men 
received  on  the  average  three  times 
as  much  credit  as  the  women  for 
this   item. 

The  same  disparity  appears  in  the 
later  ratings.  On  the  present  list 
most  of  the  men  have  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts,  or  its  equivalent, 
with  a  correspondingly  larger  credit, 
while  but  three  of  the  women  have 
this  degree.  Among  the  first  eight 
women  on  the  present  list,  only  one 
has  a  college  degree,  while  all  of 
the  first  eight  men  on  the  list  have 
at   least   two   collegiate   degrees. 

To  reach  an  agreement  in  the 
rating  plan  under  the  item  Educa- 
tional Preparation,  the  women  con- 
ceded many  points  because  they 
believed  that  competition  within  the 
respective  groups  would  be  upon  an 
approximately  uniform  basis  and 
that  competition  between  the  groups 
would  be  precluded  by  the  estab- 
lishment   of   separate    lists. 

In  like  fashion  under  the  item 
"Teaching  Experience"  the  women 
yielded  to  the  men  as  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  minimum  number  of 
years  in  which  to  earn  maximum 
credit.  Most  of  the  women  had  from 
twenty  to  thirty  years  of  teaching 
experience  while  most  of  the  men 
had  from  six  to  fifteen  years-  ex- 
perience. Instead  of  insisting  upon 
increased  credit  for  each  year  of 
teaching  experience,  the  women  con- 
ceded that  fifteen  years  or  more 
should  be  considered  as  entitled  to 
maximum  credit. 

Without  an  explicit  understanding 
that  there  would  be  separate  lists, 
no  such  agreement  would  have  been 
possible    under    teaching   experience. 

In  the  early  ratings,  comparative- 
ly few  women  had  had  opportunity 
for  executive  experience  except  in 
their  regular  school  work.  While 
the  opportunities  for  gaining  execu- 
tive experience  at  the  present  time 
are  afforded  to  both  men  and  wom- 
on  on  a  reasonably  equitable  basis, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  In  form- 
er ratings  most  of  the  women  re- 
ceived under  this  item  fifty  points 
less  than  most  of  the  men.  The 
women  agreed  to  what  would  other- 
wise seem  to  them  a  discriminatory 
allotment  of  credit  only  because  of 
the  assurance  that  separate  lists 
would  be  established. 

It  must  be  apparent  that  under 
all  three  items,  "Educational  Prep- 
aration, Teaching,  and  Executive 
Experience,"  an  agreement  wa^ 
made  possible  only  because  the 
women  considered  themselves  a  dis- 
tinct      group,       competing       among 


themselves  but  not  contesting  with 
the  men,  and  because  they  were  as- 
sured that  the  Superintendent  was 
empowered  to  make  appointments 
from  either  list  as  the  needs  of  the 
service   seemed   to    him    to   require. 

The  change  of  procedure  contem- 
plated by  the  order  of  the  School 
Committee  under  consideration, 
would  be  not  only  a  breach  of  faith 
with  the  women  candidates,  but  also 
a  violation  of  the  agreement  upon 
which  the  entire  rating  plan  was 
based. 

Its  practical  effect  would  serve  to 
emphasize  such  a  conclusion. 
Should  the  lists  now  be  merged,  no 
woman  could  be  appointed,  save  to 
an  all-girls'  school,  until  seventeen 
men  had  been  appointed.  In  all 
likelihood  no  woman  would  be  ap- 
pointed except  to  an  all-girls' 
school  during  the  life  of  the  present 
list's. 

For  these  reasons,  and  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  appoint- 
ments have  already  been  made 
from  the  present  lists  as  separate 
lists,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
inadvisable  and  detrimental  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  service  to 
merge  the  present  lists  of  candi- 
dates for  principalship  of  elementary 
and  intermediate  schools. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents, 
having  considered  both  orders,  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  passage  of 
either  order  would  break  faith  with 
the  service,  would  violate  the  agree- 
ment upon  which  the  entire  rating 
was  based,  and  would  deprive  the 
Superintendent  of  his  customary 
discretion  in  the  matter  of  appoint- 
ments. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  have  purposely 
waited  until  everyone  has  had  his 
say  on  the  subject.  Every  argu- 
ment advanced  directly  concerns  it- 
self with  the  welfare  of  the  serv- 
ice,— mutuality  of  agreement  of 
groups,  breach  of  faith,  etc.,  so  it 
seems  to  me  that  this  Committee  is 
working  on  the  theory  that  this 
proposition  is  to  be  tested  on  the 
merits  of  the  groups.  It  is  appar- 
ently a  group  clash — between  the 
men  and  women  teachers,  and  is  to 
be  settled  according  to  whichever 
group  advances  the  better  thesis.  I 
do  not  agree  with  this.  I  think 
School  Committees  and  Superin- 
tendents sometimes  forget  that  the 
primary  purpose  is  not  the  teamer, 
but  the  child.  I  think  it  a  question 
of  keeping  faith  with  the  children, 
not  primarily  with  the  teachers. 
The  question  as  I  see  it  is,  which 
method  is  the  better  for  the  welfare 
of  the  children.  I  feel  with  Mr. 
O'Hare  that  numerical  priority 
should  be  the  determining  factor.  I 
do  not  think  that  the  proposed  plan 
will  take  away  authority  of  the 
Superintendent  or  limit  his  dis- 
cretion. Insofar  as  the  proposed 
order  may  contravene  the  statutes, 
as  Mr.   O'Hare   has  pointed  out  the 
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School  Committee  is  the  body  which 
i.s  ultimately  responsible,  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  School  Committee 
to  reach  conclusions  which  will  be 
helpful  to  the  administration,  and 
in  this  instance,  helpful  to  the 
children.  It  seems  to  me  that  when 
evidence  of  superiority  is  apparent 
l>y  higher  numerical  rating,  appoint- 
ment should  be  on  the  basis  of 
numerical    priority. 

.Mrs.  Barron:  I  believe  that 
every  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren at  heart.  Personally  I  am  vot- 
ing against  this  order  because  1 
have  the  children  at  heart.  We  need 
men — good  men,  in  the  school,  but 
we  also  need  women,  and  any 
system  by  which  17  men  can  be  ap- 
pointed before  a  single  woman  may 
be  appointed  does  not,  in  my 
opinion,  tend  to  the  welfare  of  the 
children.  If  we  merge  the  lists  at 
this  time  it  will  mean  that  17  men 
will  be  appointed  before  any  woman 
is  appointed,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  this  would  be  fair.  I  believe 
we  should  have  an  equal  division  of 
men  and  women  in  the  service,  and 
for  that  reason  I  will  oppose  the 
order. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  If  the  lists  have 
determined  17  men  better  qualified, 
then  certainly  the  welfare  of  the 
children  calls  for  the  appointment 
of   the    17   men. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Not  if  the  lists  are 
not  comparable;  if  the  lists  were 
established  on  somewhat  different 
bases  for  men  and  women. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Then  the  Normal 
School  man  is  competing  against 
men  and  against  women.  The  sys- 
tem I  propose  is  on  the  basis  of  ab- 
solute merit,  not  relative  merit.  We 
are  now  working  on  the  basis  of 
relative  merit.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  proposed  plan  will  result 
in  better  distribution  of  appoint- 
ments between  men  and  women. 
L'ntil  the  last  ten  years  women  had 
little  opportunity  for  advancement. 
Certainly  I  am  not  trying  to  deprive 
them   of  opportunity  now. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  members  of  the  "Women's 


Committee  on  Rating"  protesting 
against  the  order  introduced  by  Mr. 
O'Hare  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  19, 
11)25,  on  the  ground  that  it  would 
be  a  breach  of  faith  with  the  women 
concerned  in  the  rating,  and  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  reasons  why  the 
procedure  suggested  in  the  order 
should  not  be  allowed. 

A  communication  was  presented 
from  the  Sub-Masters  Association, 
under  date  of  Jan.  27,  1926,  regard- 
ing Mr.  O'Hare's  order,  requesting 
that  the  procedure  suggested  be  es- 
tablished and  setting  forth  in  detail 
the  reasons  for  the  request. 

The  several  statements  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  the  communi- 
cations from  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, the  Women's  Committee 
on  Rating,  and  the  Sub-Masters  As- 
sociation   were   placed   on   file. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  submitted  by  Mr. 
O'Hare  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  19. 
1925. 

The  order  was  lost  by  the  follow- 
ing vote: 

YEAS — Messrs.  O'Hare  and  Sulli- 
van— 2. 

NAYS — Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs.  Bu- 
gan   and   Gray — 3. 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that,  in  his 
judgment,  the  order  which  has 
been  under  discussion,  because  of 
its  wording  might  tend  to  curtail 
the  powers  of  the  Superintendent, 
and  that  at  some  later  date  he  may 
offer  a  somewhat  similar  order  but 
so  worded  as  to  remove  this  objec- 
tion. 


UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting 
of  May  3,  1926,  amending  section 
141,  paragraph  1  of  the  rules  rela- 
tive to  the  date  of  effect  of  In- 
creases in  salaries  of  assistants  in 
the  administrative  offices,  was 
taken    up   and    passed. 

The    Board    adjourned.

ORDERED — That  Chapter  153  of 
the  Acts  of  1926,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
Regulate  Appropriations  for  Certain 
School  Purposes  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton" be  and  the  same  hereby  is  ac- 
cepted.

To   the   School   Committee: — 

On  March  26,  1926,  I  submitted 
to  your  Board  in  compliance  with 
paragraph  2  of  section  100  of  the 
rules,  the  budget  and  annual  ap- 
propriation order,  with  detailed  es- 
timates, to  provide  for  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools; 
for  the  cost  of  administration  ana 
supervision;  and  for  the  cost  oi 
sundry  other  services  and  expenses 
of  the  public  schools,  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1926,  exclusive  of  the  item 
'Alteration  and  repair  of  school 
buildings  and  for  furniture,  fixtures 
and  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
and  for  fire  protection  for  existing 
buildings,  and  for  improving  exist- 
ing school  yards,"  for  which  provi- 
sion will  be  made  in  a  separate  or- 
der. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee held  on  March  26,  1926,  the 
estimates  submitted  by  the  Business 
Manager  were  placed  on  file,  and 
the  appropriation  order  appended 
thereto   passed. 

The  average  valuation  of  the  city 
for  the  three  years  1923,  19'24  and 
1925  with  all  abatements  allowed  up 
to  December  31,  1925,  as  certified  to 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor  by  the  Board 
of  Assessors  is  $1,780,945,466.16. 
This  is  the  sum  upon  which  all  ap- 
propriations by  the  City  Council  and 
the  School  Committee  for  the  finan- 
cial  year   1926  are   based. 

Chapter  153  of  the  Acts  of  1926 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  Regulate  Ap- 
propriations     for      Certain      School 
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Purposes  in  the  City  of  Boston- 
provides  for  increased  appropriating 
power,  which  shall  take  effect  be- 
ginning with  the  financial  year 
1926,  as  follows: 

(a)  Fifty-six  cents  additional,  up- 
on each  one  thousand  dollars  or  said 
average  valuation  for  the  item  "Al- 
teration and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings and  for  furniture,  fixtures  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
for  fire  protection  for  existing 
buildings,  and  for  improving  exist- 
ing school  yards." 

(b)  Three  cents  additional,  upon 
each  one  thousand  dollars  of  said 
average  valuation  for  the  item  "For 
organizing  and  conducting  physical 
training  and  exercises,  athletics, 
sports,  games  and  play,  and  for  pro- 
viding apparatus,  equipment  and 
facilities  for  the  same  in  buildings, 
yards  and  playgrounds  under  tne 
control  of  the  School  Committee,  or 
upon  any  other  land  which  the  sai» 
Committee  may  have  tne  right  to 
use  for  this  purpose  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  295  of  the  Acts 
of  1907  and  any  acts  in  addition 
thereto  and  in  amendment  thereof." 

(c)  One  cent  additional,  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  said  average 
valuation  for  the  item  "For  the  em- 
ployment of  one  supervising  female 
nurse,  and  so  many  district  female 
nurses  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
School  Committee,  are  necessary  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  357  of  the  Acts  of  1907  and 
acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in 
addition  thereto,  and  for  the  employ- 
ment of  such  number  of  school 
physicians  as,  in  the  opinion  of  said 
Committee,  may  be  necessary,  and 
for  the  care  of  teeth  of  school 
children."

REPORT   OF  TRIAL   BOARD. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Trial  Board,  to  whom  was 
referred  at  the  meeting  of  May  3, 
1926,  a  communication  reporting  an 
injury  to  the  boiler  in  the  Oik 
Square  School-house,  reporting  that 
a  hearing  was  held  which  was  at- 
tended by  the  three  members  of 
the  Trial  Board,  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Custodian,  and  by  Edward  Boles, 
the    custodian   concerned. 

The  Trial  Board  is  convinced  that 


the  damage  was  not  due  to  neglect 
on  the  part  of  the  custodian.  The 
accident  occurred  on  Friday,  April 
23.  Early  in  the  week  the  custo- 
dian, carrying  out  instructions  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  had 
thoroughly  cleaned  the  boiler  and 
placed  in  the  fire  box  paper  and 
wood,  to  be  prepared  to  start  fire 
without  delay.  On  Friday  morning 
he  blew  down  the  boiler  and  left 
it  in  what  he  considered  perfect  con- 
dition. He  then  went  upstairs  and 
was  occupied  for  some  time  in 
washing  windows,  cleaning,  etc. 
When  he  returned  to  the  boiler 
room,  he  found  that  fire  had  been 
started  in  the  boiler  and  since  there 
was  no  water  sections  were  cracked. 

Several  men  were  working  in  the 
yard  and  had  access  to  the  boiler 
room.  It  seems  probable  that  a 
match  was  thrown  into  the  fire  box 
and  that  in  this  way  the  fire  was 
started. 

The  Schoolhouse  Custodian  makes 
favorable  report  of  Mr.  Boles's  serv- 
ices and  agrees  with  the  Trial  Board 
that  the  serious  accident  which  oc- 
curred was  not  due  to  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  custodian. 

FINDING! — That  the  accident  wa^ 
not  due  to  carelessness  or  neglect 
on   the   part  of   the   custodian. 

RECOMMENDATION— That  the 
custodian  be  advised  that  he  is  ex- 
onerated in  this  instance  but  that 
he  is  to  take  even  greater  precau- 
tions in  the  future  to  safeguaru 
school  property. 

Placed  on  file  and  the  recommen- 
dation adopted.

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  he  had 
learned  with  regret  of  the  death  oi 
Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny,  a  former 
member  of  the  School  Committee. 
Mr.  Kenny  was  a  member  of  the  ola 
Board  of  twenty-four  during  the 
years  1899,  1900,  1901,  1902,  1903 
and  1904,  and  of  the  new  Board  of 
five,  during  the  years  1906  and 
1907. 

Mr.  Kenny  brought  to  the  service 
of  the  community  high-minded  and 
unselfish  devotion  and  a  high  order 
of  intelligence  and  humanity,  which 
Were  characteristic  of  his*  career, 
both  public  and  private. 

I  believe  it  appropriate  that  this 
Committee  memorialize  Mr.  Kenny's 
service  and  through  the  Chairman, 
I  will  ask  the  Superintendent, 
whose  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Kenny 
was  of  long  standing,  to  make  a 
fitting  statement  which  shall  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  this 
meeting. 

The  Superintendent  made  the  fol- 
lowing  statement: 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny  was  a 
high-minded  gentleman,  eminently 
straightforward  and  sincere.  His 
was  a  career  that  commands  a  per- 
manent memorial. 
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Mr.  Kenny  served  with  distinc- 
tion for  many  years  as  a  member 
of  this  Board. 

Unreservedly  he  gave  his  talents 
and  his  wisdom  for  the  welfare  of 
the  children  of  Boston,  and  the 
prosperity  of  the  city  he  loved. 

He  was  conscientious  and  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  his  manifold 
duties,  personal  and  civic;  an  ideal 
private  citizen;  a  patriotic,  con- 
structive  public   servant. 

His  life  serves  as  a  lesson  to  the 
youth  of  our  city  of  what  may  be 
achieved  through  industry,  integrity 
and   incorruptibility.

Mr.  O'Hare  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
Superintendent's  nomination  and 
emphasized  the  meaning  of  the  ap- 
pointment to  the  women  of  the  serv- 
ice. In  his  judgment  it  is  a  recog- 
nition of  the  equality  of  .the  sexes, 
a  principle  for  which  he  has  always 
stood.  Furthermore,  it  is  wholly. in 
accordance  with  his  previously  ex- 
pressed opinion  that  for  girls' 
schools  a  woman  should  bqr  ap- 
pointed, for  boys'  schools  a  man 
should  be  appointed,  and  in  the 
case  of  mixed  schools  numerical 
priority,  regardless  of  sex,  should 
be  the  determining  factor. 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  he  is  vot- 
ing for  the  Superintendent's  nomina- 
tion because  he  has  been  assured  by 
the  Superintendent  that,  in  his  judg- 
ment, Miss  Dickson  is  the  one  best 
qualified  under  the  present  rating 
system  for  appointment  as  head  of 
this  big  girls'  school.  He  still  be- 
lieves that  numerical  priority  deter- 
mines merit  and  that  educational  op- 
portunity should  not  be  considered! 
in  making  appointments,  since  the 
primary  purpose  is  and  always 
should  be  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren.

AMENDMENT   TO  REGULATIONS 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
under  date  of  June  1,  1926,  report- 
ing that  it  has  carefully  considered 
the  suggestion  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  separate  and  distinct 
rated  lists  be  established  for  the 
benefit  of  candidates  for  re-entrance 
to  the  service  under  the  provision 
for  former  teachers  who  have  passed 
their  fortieth  birthday  but  have  not 
passed  their  fiftieth  birthday;  that 
it  seems  impracticable  to  establish 
distinct  lists  for  these  candidates; 
that  since  the  teachers  of  this  group 
are  required  to  pass  the  regularly 
prescribed  certificate  examinations, 
the  satisfactory  passing  of  such  ex- 
aminations should  be  sufficient 
guarantee  of  the  teachers'  fitness, 
and  recommending  an  amendment  to 
the  existing  regulations  to  omit  the 
requirement  of  appointment  from 
the  eligible  lists.

ORDERED,  That  the  Regulations 
are  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Section  265,  paragraph  2  (a). 
Strike  out  the  paragraph  and  sub- 
stitute in  place  thereof,  the  follow- 
ing: 

2.  Re-entrance  to  service,  other 
than  as  provided  for  in  the  forego- 
ing paragraph,  may  be  allowed  un- 
der   the    following  conditions: 

(a)  Re-entrants  to  Permanent 
Service  after  the  Fortieth  Birthday 
and  up  to  and  including  the  Fiftieth 
Birthday. 

Teachers  who  have  held  perman- 
ent positions  in  the  day  school  serv- 
ice who  have  passed  their  fortieth 
birthday,  but  have  not  reached  their 
fiftieth  birthday,  shall  lie  eligible  for 
re-entrance  to  the  rank  in  which 
they  were  serving  at  the  time  of 
resignation,    or   to   an    equivalent  or 


lower  rank  covered  by  the  certificate 
under  which  service  was  previously 
rendered,  provided  they  shall  pass 
the  regular  prescribed  examinations, 
and  provided  further  that  it  shall  be 
found  that  such  candidates  for  re- 
entrance  are  financially  dependent 
upon  their  own  resources.  The  reg- 
ulations governing  appointments 
from  the  eligible  lists  shall  not  apply 
to   these   re-entrant   teachers. 

Re-entrants  under  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  shall  be  appointed 
upon  the  minimum  salary  of  their 
respective  ranks,  and  be  advanced 
upon  their  anniversaries  until  the 
maximum  of  the  rank  is  reached.

INCREASE  IN  MINIMUM  SALARY 
OF    CUSTODIANS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Business  Manager,  under 
date  of  June  7,  1926,  recommending 
the  passage  of  accompanying  orders 
amending  School  Document  No.  10, 
1918,  A  Schedule  of  "Compensation 
for  Custodian  Service  of  School 
Buildings,  as  amended  Jan.  5,  1920, 
and  June  23,  1924,  which  orders 
provide  for  a  minimum  wage  of 
thirty-two  dollars  ($32)  per  week  for 
custodians  and  regular  substitute 
custodians,  instead  of  twenty-eight 
dollars  ($28)  per  week,  as  now  allow- 
ed, to  take  effect  Sept.  1,  1926;  point- 
ing out  that  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  have  established  a  weekly 
wage  for  laborers  of  thirty  dollars 
($30)  per  week;  that  custodians  are 
skilled  workmen  and  must  pass  a 
competitive  civil  service  examination 
to  determine  their  qualifications  for 
the  position  of  custodian;  and  that 
there  is  sufficient  reserve  in  the  ap- 
propriation item  "Salaries  of  Custo- 
dians (Including  Matrons)"  to  meet 
the  cost  of  this  increase.

prescribed  examinations,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  it  shall  be  found 
that  such  candidates  for  re-entrance 
are  financially  dependent  upon  their 
own  resources.  The  regulations  gov- 
erning appointments  from  the 
eligible  lists  shall  not  apply  to  these 
re-entrant  teachers. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  pass- 
ed under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 


The  sixteen  orders  laid  over  at 
the  meeting  of  June  1,  1926,  making 
changes  in  and  additions  to  the  au- 
thorized list  of  text  and  supple- 
mentary books,  were  taken  up  and 
passed   unanimously.

INSTRUCTION        IN         MILITARY 
DRILL. 
Dr.  Bogan  offered  the  following: 
A  pamphlet  is  now  being  circular- 
ized    throughout     the      public     high 
schools  of  this  city  by  the  so-called 
Massachusetts    Committee    on    Mili- 
tarism   in     Education.       Throughout 
its    pages    there    are    definite    state- 
ments   regarding    military     training 
as     now     conducted     in     our      high 
schools. 

This  Committee  on  Militarism  in 
Education  calls  the  attention  of 
every  citizen  of  the  state  to  facts 
concerning  the  Boston  schools,  with 
a  view  to  the  abolition  of  military 
training  in  the  high  schools  through- 
out this  state. 

I  am  therefore  calling  attention 
to  the  following  facts: 

Military  drill  has  'been  conducted 
in  the  Boston  schools  for  over  sixty- 
three  (63)  years,  on  a  compulsory 
basis,  and  the  head  masters  of  the 
Boston  high  schools  have  gone  on 
record  unanimously  in  favor  of  mil- 
itary drill  as  it  is  now  conducted, 
because  of  the  moral,  intellectual 
and  physical  benefits  derived  there- 
from. 

The  United  States  Senate  Commit- 
tee on  Military  Affairs  recently  can- 
vassed the  opinion  of  ninety-two 
(92)  college  presidents,  and  all  but 
two  considered  the  training  benefi- 
cial to  the  student,  the  college  and 
the  country. 

Military  training  teaches  a  boy 
the  finest  type  of  citizenship,  and 
respect  for  his  country,  its  ideals 
and  practices.  He  is  taught  to  think 
of  others,  and  is  so  trained  that  in 
an  emergency  he  will  react  prompt- 
ly and  correctly,  either  as  a  director 
of  affairs  or  as  a  member  of  a  team, 
as  he  has  been  trained  both  to  give 
and  to  execute  orders. 

From  a  physical  standpoint,  he 
learns  how  to  stand  correctly,  how 
to  carry  himself,  how  to  breathe 
properly. 

Military  drill  broadens  his  shoul- 
ders and  causes  him  to  carry  his 
head  erect,  and  he  forms  good  phys- 
ical hahits  which  remain  with  him 
through  life. 

Military  drill  teaches  courtesy, 
manners,  physical  carriage,  deport- 
ment, ease,  confidence,  management, 
care  of  self  and  others,  responsibil- 
ity, fortitude,  discipline,  obedience, 
subordination  of  self  for  the  good  of 
the  whole,  and  self-reliance  under  all 
conditions. 

I  am  therefore  suggesting  that 
this  Committee  approve  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  spread  it  on  the 
records: 

RESOLVED:  That  military  drill, 
as  now  conducted  in  the  Boston  Pub- 


lic Schools,  has  the  hearty  approval 
of  the  present  School  Committee, 
and  that  the  Committee  sincerej.v 
hopes  that  the  day  may  never  come 
when  any  agitation,  from  any  source 
whatsoever,  may  operate  or  even 
suggest  the  removal  of  military  drill 
from  the  curriculum  of  the  Boston 
Public    Schools. 


Mr.  O'Hare  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  resolution  presented  by  the 
Chairman  will  be  adopted.  We  must 
distinguish  between  militarism  and 
preparedness.  In  his  opinion,  no 
one  who  has  given  any  careful 
thought  to  the  question  can  decry 
preparedness.  Referred  to  state- 
ment by  Hugh  Ogden  in  a  recent 
issue  of  a  newspaper,  that  in  the 
World  War  men  of  Boston  who  had 
/been  given  instruction  in  military 
drill,  did  not  become  warriors.  The 
purpose  of  instruction  in  military 
drill  in  the  schools  is  not  to  instill 
in  the  hoys'  minds  desire  to  become 
conquering  heroes.  Hopes  the  time 
will  never  come  when  instruction  in 
military  training,  as  now  given  in 
the  Boston  schools,  shall  he  discon- 
tinued. 

Mrs.  Barron:  As  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee  cannot  endorse 
the  resolution  as  presented  by  the 
Chairman.  Have  read  with  care  and 
open  mind  the  pamphlet  recently  is- 
sued as  result  of  careful  survey  on 
"Military  Training  in  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  Massachusetts."  At  rhe 
present  time  am  inclined  co  oppose 
compulsory  instruction  in  military 
drill  as  now  in  effect  in  our  schools. 
Have  studied  with  care  our  very 
valuable  course  in  Cozen  ship 
tirrough  Character  Development, 
which  teaches  love  of  country  and 
patriotism  in  its  highest  sense. 
Furthermore,  we  have  a  splendid 
physical  training  department.  In- 
clined at  this  time  to  question 
whether  we  may  not  give  attention 
to  the  report  of  the  Special  Commis- 
sion on  Education  and  Reserve,  "ap- 
pointed by  Gov.  David  I.  Walsh  n 
1915,  composed  of  nine  members,  of 
which  three  were  generals,  to  report 
on  advisability  of  including  courses 
in  military  instruction  in  school 
curriculum.  The  Commission  unani- 
mously opposed  military  di'ill  in  the 
public  schools." 

Mrs.  Barron  then  read  from  the 
list  of  persons  reorted  in  the 
pamphlet  as  opposed  to  com- 
pulsory military  training  and  was 
of  the  opinion  that  if  men  and 
women  of  the  type  and  calibre  of 
these  representatives  are  opposed  to 
compulsory  military  training,  and 
if  the  commission  especially  ap- 
pointed to  study  the  question  has 
reported  against  compulsory  mili- 
tary training  in  the  schools,  this 
conumittee  may  well  consider  the 
matter;  with  an  open  mind.  Instill 
love  of  country, — patriotism  in  its 
highest  form.  Referred  to  provision 
in  the  General  Laws  for  exemption 
from  military  instruction  when  there 
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is  conscientious  objection  thereto. 
Would  raise  question  for  further 
study  as  to  advisability  of  discon- 
tinuing compulsory  military  in- 
struction. 

Mr.  Gray:  Desires  to  go  on  record 
as  heartily  in  favor  of  military  train- 
ing as  now  conducted  in  the  Boston 
schools. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Believes  that  the 
School  Committee  as  representative 
of  the  educational  life  of  the  city, 
should  go  on  record  against  what 
he  has  previously  referred  to  as  the 
"treasonous  triumvirate."  Knows 
of  no  reason  why  there  should  be 
any  assault  upon  military  training 
as  conducted  in  our  schools,  unless 
it  may  be  aimed  at  the  idea  of  na- 
tional sovereignty.  Well-intentioned 
persons  grasp  at  ideas  that  meet 
their  particular  point  of  view,  but 
this  talk  of  jingoistic  ideas,  of 
blood-thirsty  ideas  being  inculcated 
in  the  minds  of  the  boys,  is  beyond 
his  understanding. 

As  to  the  commission  appointed 
by  Gov.  Walsh;  this  was  in  1915. 
We  learned  a  lot  in  1917.  We  were 
taught  lesson  of  preparedness.  As 
Mr.  0*Hare  has  said,  there  is  a  great 
difference  between  "militarism"  and 
"preparedness."  Preparedness  of 
Germany  and  preparedness  of  Amer- 
ica, are  two  entirely  different 
things. 

Question  came  on  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  as  presented  by  Dr. 
Bogan. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS  —  Messrs.  Bogan,  Gray, 
O'Hare  and  Sullivan — 4. 

NAYS — Mrs.  Barron— 1. 


EQUAL  PAY  FOR  EQUAL  SERV- 
ICE. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
does  hereby  place  itself  on  record  as 
being  in  favor  of  establishing  sal- 
aries for  all  positions  in  the  Boston 
public  school  service  on  a  basis  of 
service  rendered  without  regard  to 
sex. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing 
Mr.  O'Hare  stated  that  he  offers  the 
resolution  realizing  that  if  passed 
it  can  not  become  effective  this 
year,  because  according  to  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  sufficient  money  is 
not  available.  There  is  no  intention 
on  his  part  of  decreasing  any  in- 
dividual salary.  Hopes  the  Commit- 
tee can  see  its  way  to  agree  with 
the  fundamental  principle  of  wage 
earning — that  salary  received  is  pay- 
ment for  service  rendered.  In  the 
public  school  system  under  statute 
law  the  teacher  stands  in  loco  pa- 
rentis. It  is  the  only  profession 
paid  wholly  from  the  public  treasu- 


ry; the  only  profession  in  which 
exists  the  ideal  relation  of  man  to 
the  father  of  the  family  and  woman 
to  the  mother.  Inequality  of  pay- 
ment should  not  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue. 

In  certain  ranks  in  the  service 
the  principle  is  already  estab- 
lished. Assistant  Superintendent  is  a 
case  in  point.  Have  one  woman 
Assistant  Superintendent  who  re- 
ceives the  same  salary  as  the  men 
Assistant  Superintendents.  There 
has  recently  been  appointed  a  wom- 
an head  master  of  a  high  school, 
who  likewise  receives  the  same  sal- 
ary as  do  her  men  associates.  In 
principalship  of  elementary  and  in- 
termediate schools,  there  is  again 
kinship  of  payment  without  dispari- 
ty. In  the  great  group  of  teachers 
of  the  rank  of  elementary  assistants, 
in  which  rank  he  began  service,  there 
is  likewise  no  disparity,  and  this  ap- 
plies to  the  same  rank  in  the  inter- 
mediate schools.  In  the  group  of 
attendance  officers  where  we  now 
have  two  women,  there  is  absolute- 
ly no  difference  in  salary.  There 
are  two  or  three  women  custodians 
of  school  buildings,  and  again  equal- 
ity of  payment  prevails.  It  is  high 
time  that  Boston,  as  the  leading 
city  of  New  England,  shall  take  its 
place  in  line  with  other  progressive 
cities  of  the  country  in  declaring 
for  this  principle  of  paying  salaries 
on  the  basis  alone  of  service  ren- 
dered. 

There  is  one  argument  which  may 
be  raised  against  the  principle  which 
may  well  be  discussed.  Some  few 
years  ago  the  high  school  women 
petitioned  the  Legislature  to  have 
the  School  Committee  instructed  to 
establish  salaries  on  the  basis  of 
service  rendered,  rather  than  on  the 
basis  of  sex. 

It  went  to  the  Governor  and  final- 
ly came  to  the  people  for  referen- 
dum. Believes  that  the  action  of  the 
people  was  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  the  people  believed  that  this 
was  a  matter  to  be  determined  by 
the  School  Committee,  and  this  is 
borne  out  by  the  opinion  of  others 
which  have  come  to  him.  The  bill 
in  itself  was  Taulty  in  construction 
and  was,  in  his  opinion,  repudiate-! 
by  the  people  because  in  their  judg- 
ment it  was  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  determine  the  merits  of 
the  case. 

Mr.        Sullivan:  Realizes        Mr. 

O'Hare's  good  faith  in  the  matter, 
but  must  take  issue  with  him  on 
the  question  of  the  referendum.  Is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  referendum 
did  not  fail  to  adequately  express 
the  wishes  of  the  citizens.  Believes 
they  did  understand  the  purposes 
fully,  and  intelligently  expressed 
their  wishes.  Is  the  duty  of  the 
School  Committee  to  abide  by  the 
wishes  of  the  people  as  thus  ex- 
pressed. Was  under  the  impression 
that  the  proponents  of  the  bill  made 
very  clear  at  the  time  the  purpose 
behind    it.      The    answer    was    given 
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by  the  people  of  Boston,  so  would 
say  let  the  matter  rest  until  such 
time  as  the  people  of  Boston  say 
that  in  their  opinion  the  proposition 
now  offered  for  consideration  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  public  schools,  name- 
ly, the  school  children.  Until  such 
time,  shall  not  be  prepared  to  vote 
in  favor  of  equal  pay.  Discussion 
of  the  matter  at  this  time  is  purely 
academic  for  it  cannot  become  ef- 
fective since  there  is  no  money. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Heartily  approves 
of  Mr.  O'Hare's  order.  Does  not 
feel  that  the  referendum  vote  was 
really  the  opinion  of  the  people. 
Certain  public  statements  were  made 
at  that  time  which  were  not  only 
objectionable  but  untrue.  Referred 
to  fliers  which  were  distributed  at 
the  time  the  bill  was  under  discus- 
sion; namely — "The  ultimate  added 
cost  will  be  one  million  and  a  half 
dollars  yearly,"  "Equal  pay  means 
that  your  children  must  attend 
crowded  class  rooms  and  that  your 
boys  must  be  taught  largely  by  wo- 
men teachers,"  "Equal  pay  means 
women  teachers  in  the  all  boys' 
schools,"  "Women  teachers  have  no 
dependents,"  etc., — all  of  which 
statements  were  untrue.  Analysis 
shows  that  70  per  cent,  of  all  wo- 
men teachers  have  one  or  more  de- 
pendents while  many  men  teachers 
are  unmarried  with   no   dependents. 

Head  statement  showing  compari- 
son of  men  and  women  on  eligible 
lists  during  the  last  three  years,  and 
number  of  relative  appointments, 
which  indicate  no  shortage  of  men. 

In  February,  1926,  questionnaire 
was  sent  to  the  -Superintendents  of 
schools  of  68  cities  in  the  United 
States  with  population  of  100,000  or 
more.  Of  the  68,  all  had  equal  pay 
except  12.  Hartford  adopted  the 
equal  pay  proposition  in  the  high 
schools  in  March,  1926.  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  adopted  the  principle  on 
June  3,  1926. 

Have  a  wonderful  school  system 
in  which  one  fundamental  principle 
prevails — no  discrimination  on  ac- 
count of  race,  creed  or  color.  Should 
be  no  discrimination  on  account  of 
sex.  "Women  are  required  to  make 
same  preparation  for  service  in  the 
Boston  schools;  must  pass  the  same 
examinations;  hold  the  same  cer- 
tificates. Why  not  same  salary? 
Are  required  to  meet  the  same  re- 
quirements as  men  for  promotion 
within  the  service;  to  obtain  the 
same  results  in  the  class  room. 
Would  go  a  step  further  than  de- 
claring for  the  principle  of  equal 
pay,  inasmuch  as  we  have  a  small 
reserve.  In  order  to  establish  the 
principle,  would  give  to  the  women 
who  are  now  receiving  unequal 
pay,  one  increment  this  year.  Busi- 
ness Manager  has  estimated  the  cost 
of  one  increment  for  the  last  four 
months  of  the  current  financial  year 
at  approximately  $15,000.  Statement 
which  has  been  made  that  it  would 
cost  a  million  and  a  half  to  put  the 


service  on  equal  pay  basis  has  no 
foundation  in  fact.  Called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  since  the  so-called 
decision  of  the  tax  payers  against 
equal  pay,  other  salaries  in  the  de- 
partment have  been  increased.  Did 
not  go  to  the  tax  payers  for  per- 
mission. The  Committee  is  now  con- 
sidering the  salary  schedule  with- 
out reference  to  the  tax  payers. 
Salaries  should  be  decided  by  the 
School  Committee. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Cannot  see  how  any 
representative  of  thel  people  can 
justify  himself  in  interpreting  the 
action  of  the  tax  payers,  in  deciding 
that  while  they  said  this,  they  meant 
that.  Cannot  go  behind  the  decision 
of  the  community.  An  academic 
question.  Question  as  to  equal  pay 
was  specifically  answered  by  the 
people  about  three  years  ago. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  understand  that  the 
petitioners  in  substance  request  that 
equal:  pay  for  men  and  women  teach- 
ers be  put  into  immediate  operation, 
and  failing  that  they  request  the 
committee  to  go  on  record  as  favor- 
ing equal  pay  without  attempting 
to  establish  it. 

As  to  the  first  request  the  answer, 
in  my  opinion,  must  be  in  the 
negative  for  the  conclusive  reason 
that  we  have  absolutely  no  funds 
this  year  with  Which  to  meet  the 
large  increase  in  salaries  that  the 
establishment  of  equal  pay  would 
entail. 

As  to  the  second  request,  namelly, 
that  the  committee  adopt  the  prin- 
ciple of  equal  pay  without  putting 
it  into  effect,  I  think  it  is  at  least 
doubtful  whether,  as  a  matter  of 
policy,  the  committee  should  at  a 
timei  when  it  has  no  funds  with 
which  to  meet  a  great  many  import- 
ant needs,  vote  in  favor  of  a  single 
project  which  eventually  must  call 
for  an  exceedingly  large  annual  ex- 
penditure. 

As  far  as  I  am  personally  con- 
cerned, however.  I  will  state  quite 
frankly  that  while  I  have  not  had 
time  yet  to  make  as  thorough  a 
study  of  the  matter  as  I  hope  later 
on  to  do,  the  reasons  thus  far  urged 
in  favor  of  equal  pay  have  not  con- 
vinced me  that  we  should  disregard 
thel  verdict  rendered  by  the  voters 
a  few  years  ago  on  this  very  ques- 
tion. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Since  the  Business 
Manager  has  reported  that  neces- 
sary funds  are  not  available,  will 
have  to  vote  against  Mr.  O'Hare's 
order. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  There  is  one  trouble 
as  he  sees  it  in  voting  for  an  incre- 
ment this  year.  Believes  there  is 
no  guarantee  at  the  present  time 
that  there  will  be  funds  to  carry 
through  the  principle  in  another  fis- 
cal year.  Believes  that  the  inter- 
pretation of  a  large  number  of  the 
citizens  was  as  he  has  said  above — 
that  the  Committee  should  deter- 
mine the  merits  of  the  case. 

Would  like  to  have  the  present 
Committee  give  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment, who  are  to  study  salaries, 
something     tangible     to     work     on. 
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They  should  know  the  -will  of  the 
Committee  on  this  matter  in  connec- 
tion with  the  preparation  of  the 
salary  schedule. 

Question  came  on  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  as  presented  by  Mr. 
O'Hare. 

The  resolution  failed  of  adoption 
by  the  following  vote: 

YEAS — Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr. 
O'Hare— 2. 

NAYS — Messrs.  Bogan,  Gray  and 
Sullivan — 3. 

CHANGE     IN     RANKS     OF     CER- 
TAIN TEACHERS. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following 
three  orders: 

ORDERED,  That  the  rank  of 
senior  instructor,  academic  branches, 
Continuation  School  and  Boston 
Trade  School,  be  abolished  as  of 
Aug.  31,  1926,  and  the  rank  of  junior 
master  be  substituted  therefor. 

ORDERED,  That  all  present  sen- 
ior instructors,  academic  branches, 
Continuation      School     and     Boston 


Trade  School,  be  made  junior  mas- 
ters, effective  Sept.  1,  1926. 

ORDERED,  That  all  present  sen- 
ior instructors,  academic  branches, 
Continuation  School  and  Boston 
Trade  School,  who  will  not  be  placed 
on  maximum  salary  on  Sept.  1, 
1926,  be  placed  on  that  step  of  the 
salary  schedule  of  junior  masters 
above  their  present  salary,  but  in 
no  case  shall  it  be  less  than  one  hun- 
dred   twenty    dollars    ($120). 

The  orders  were  laid  over. 


UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ing of  June  7,  1926,  making  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Authorized  List  of  Text 
and  Supplementary  Books  was  taken 
up  and  passed  unanimously.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


June  21,  1926. 

A  regular  meeting-  of  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  was 
held  in  the  Administration  Building, 
15  Beacon  Street,  at  6:45  o'clock 
P.   M.,  the  Chairman  presiding. 

Present:  Mrs.  Barron,  Dr.  Bogan, 
Messrs.  Gray,  O'Hare  and  Sullivan. 


APPROVAL  OF   MINUTES. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  o£ 
the  previous  meeting  was  omitted, 
the  Board  approving  them  as 
printed. 


APPROVAL    OF    APPOINTMENTS 
AND     TRANSFERS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question 
was  on  approving  the  appointments 
and  transfers  of  principals,  and  the 
appointments  of  teachers,  as  report- 
ed hy  the  Superintendent  and  laid 
over  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  appointments  of  four  princi- 
pals were  approved,  Messrs.  O'Hare 
and  Sullivan  voting  in  the  negative 
on  the  appointments  of  the  two 
women    principals. 

The  transfers  of  principals,  and 
the  remaining  appointments  were 
■approved. 

In  connection  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  two  women  principals, 
Mr.  O'Hare  made  the  following 
statement: 

I  must  tonight  state  publicly  once 
more  my  position  as  to  appoint- 
ments to  elementary  and  inter- 
mediate school  principalships  by 
promotion   from   rated   lists. 

My  stand  is  simply  this: — I  believe 
that  the  highest  rated  woman  should 
be  appointed  to  an  all-girls'  school 
when  such  a  vacancy  occurs;  that 
the  highest  rated  man  should  be  ap- 
pointed to  an  all-boys'  school  when 
such  a  vacancy  occurs;  that  the 
highest  rated  individual,  regardless 
of  sex,  be  appointed  when  the 
vacancy   occurs  in  a   mixed   school. 

I  am  fully  aware  that  until  the 
present  lists  were  established  in 
June,  1925,  to  stand  for  three  years, 
that  there  was  no  question  as  to  the 
appointment  of  individuals  to  mixed 
schools  from  the  top  of  either  list. 

During  the  preparation  of  this 
last  list,  however,  the  race  for  high 
rating  was  much  keener  than  ever. 
Degrees  of  A.B.,  A.M.,  and  M.E. 
were  obtained  by  many  of  the  can- 
didates. Some  even  began  study 
for  the  degree  of  Ph.D. 

Ratings  attained  by  the  candidates 
were  naturally  higher  than  ever  be- 
fore. 


Both  men  and  women  were  rated 
on  the  same  basis,  established  by 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  after 
conference  with  both  the  women  and 
the   men. 

So    much    for    the    background    of 
this   situation.      Now   as    to    the   in- 
terpretation of  the  lists  in  appoint- 
ments. 

Thus  far  six  men  have  been  ap- 
pointed with  respective  ratings  of 
994,   992,   991,    989,   987,  and  986. 

Two  women  have  been  appointed 
with  respective  ratings  of  990  and 
953. 

.-  In  these  appointments  the  woman 
with  a  rating  of  990  was  appointed 
to  an  all-girls'  school,  and  the  tan 
with  a  rating  of  991  wis  appointed 
to  an  all-boys'  school.  All  other  ap- 
pointments were  to  mixed  schools. 
In  the  nominations  before  us  to- 
night, both  men  are  nominated  to 
schools  now  attended  exclusively  by 
boys.  Their  respective  ratings  are 
985  and  984. 

The  women  are  nominated  tor  ap- 
pointment to  mixed  six-grade  schools. 
Their  respective  ratings  are  951  and 
949.  With  no  personal  antagonism 
to  the  nominating  authority  or  to 
the  nominees,  therefore,  in  the  nomi- 
nation to  the  mixed  school  principal- 
ship,  I  must  cast  a  negative  vote. 
Twelve  men  stand  on  their  list  rated 
respectively  983,  981,  980,  976,  975, 
974,  973,  969,  963,  962,  961  and  952. 
One  man  has  a  rating  of  951. 

Consequently,  I  cannot  vote  for 
persons  with  lower  ratings  for 
mixed  schools.  I  stand  tonight,  as 
I  have  always  stood,  believing  in. 
equal  opportunity  in  salary,  in  pro- 
motion, and  in  appointment  for  wo- 
men and  men. 

When  I  feel  that  inequality  of 
opportunity  is  offered  I  must  say 
"No." 

Mrs.  Barron:  Does  not  consider 
that  the  ratings  as  stated  by  Mr. 
O'Hare  mean  that  the  ratings  of  tne 
women  are  not  as  high  as  the  rat- 
ings of  the  men.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  in  former  discussions,  and  in 
the  admirable  reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents on  the  subject,  that  the 
ratings  are  not  comparable. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  ratings  of  the 
men  and  women  are  made  on  an 
identical  basis.  Bases  of  rating 
credits  are  fixed.  In  interpretation 
of  appointment  there  can  be  differ- 
ence of  opinion,  and  it  is  right  that 
there  should  be;  but  there  can  be  no 
question  as  to  bases   of  rating. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Believes  that  nu- 
merical priority  should  prevail  in 
this  instance  as  he  has  previously 
stated. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Is  satisfied  that  the 
ratings  of  men  and  women  are  not 
comparable.  Agrees  with  Mrs.  Bar- 
ron that  the  ratings  of  men  and 
women  as  reported  do  not  indicate 
lower  attainment  for  the  women — 
merely  that  the  women  have  not  had 
opportunities  which  have  come  to 
the   men. 
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Superintendent:  This  topic  has 
been  debated  every  time  a  woman 
has  been  nominated  for  appointment 
as  Principal.  As  was  pointed  out 
very  clearly  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents' report,  presented  at  the 
meeting  of  May  10th,  these  two  lists 
are  not  comparable.  There  are  cer- 
tain items  in  the  plan  of  rating  to 
which  the  women  objected,  but  final- 
ly yielded,  because  it  was  definitely 
understood  that  there  would  be  two 
distinct  lists;  otherwise  there  would 
have  been  no  lists.  The  Superin- 
tendent submits  for  appointment  the 
names  of  the  persons  who,  in  his 
judgment,  are  best  fitted  to  fill  the 
particular  positions,  guided  by  the 
fact  that  the  lists  are  not  com- 
parable. If  Mr.  O'Hare's  proposal 
were  to  carry,  there  would  be  no  ap- 
pointment of  a  woman  principal  for 
the  next  two  years. 

Mr.  Gray:  Has  already  gone  on 
record  on  the  question  of  the  two 
lists.  Merely  wishes  at  this  time  to 
reaffirm  what  he  has  previously 
said,  as  reported  in  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  May  10,  1926.  (See 
p.  97). 

Mr.  Sullivan:  No  disagreement 
with  the  nominating  authority.  One 
thing  that  controls  in  his  mind  and 
in  the  minds  of  the  other  members 
and  of  the  nominating  authority — 
the  good  of  the  child.  Reaffirmed 
statement  made  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing, that  in  his  judgment  numerical 
priority  determines1  the  best  candi- 
date, and  that  is  all  that  interests 
him.  Not  particularly  interested  in 
contractual  relations  or  that  sort  of 
thing. 

Superintendent:  Was  a  party  to 
the  preliminary  negotiations  which 
resulted  in  the  present  plan  of  rat- 
ing, and  cannot  disregard  the  ele- 
ments which  entered  into  that  rat- 
ing. 

Mr.  OTIare:  Had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  factors  which  entered  into 
the  making  of  the  lists.  Was  told 
the  men  and  women  were  rated  on 
the  same  basis,  no  differentiation. 
Race  for  principalship  has  grown 
keener  with  the  years.  Cannot 
establish  degree  requirements  and 
then  disregard  the  results  for  those 
who  have  succeeded  in  obtaining 
degrees.  Since  1918,  it  has  been  un- 
derstood that  degrees  were  essential 
for  high  rating.  If  sacrifices  have 
been  made  to  obtain  these  degrees, 
then  reward  should  be  given.  Can- 
not be  accused  of  being  unwilling 
to  give  women  opportunities.  His 
attitude  on  this  question  has  been 
repeatedly  stated  and  is  understood.

5.  ORDERED,  That  for  the  year 
Ending  August  31,  1927,  any  teach- 
er or  member  of  the  supervising 
staff  who  may  be  designated  by  tne 
Superintendent  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death,  disability  or

In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
Mr.  Gray  made  the  follovv.ng  state- 
ment: 

In  considering  the  various  items 
of  the  proposed  salary  schedule  and 
the  petitions  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  bearing  upon 
them,  I  am  convinced  of  the  merit 
of  several  of  the  petitions  and  if 
funds  were  available  I  should  make 
a  plea  for  recognition  in  such  cases. 
I  am  also  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  there  may  be  other  adjust- 
ments which  should   be  made. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  in 
the  absence  of  available  funds,  I 
feel  that  the  School  Committee, 
through  its  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment or  other  agency,  should  make 
at  an  early  date,  a  careful  study  of 
school  salary  relations  in  this  and 
other  large  cities,  and  be  prepared 
to  consider  well  in  alvanee  of  the 
establishment     of    the     next    salary 


schedule,  all  suggested  adjustments. 

When  this  study  has  been  com- 
pleted, if  the  School  Committee  be- 
lieves .  that  certain  aajustments 
should  be  made,  and  there  are  not 
at  that  time  adequate  funds  with 
which  to  make  them,  stepo  should 
be  taken  to  secure  an  enabling  ap- 
propriation. 

I  am,  therefore,  voting  in  favor 
of  the  salary  schedule  as  presented 
except  in  so  far  as  this  vote  may 
be  taken  as  approving  the  creation 
of  the  position  of  sanitary  inspector 
in'  the  Department  of  School  Hy- 
giene, on  which  item  I  desire  to  be 
recorded  as  not  voting. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Asked  if  Mr.  Gray's 
objection  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  to  the  creation  of  the  position, 
or  to  the  filling  of  the  position,  or 
both. 

Mr.  Gray:  To  the  creation  of  the 
position. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  There  are  several 
items  in  the  salary  schedule  to 
which  he  does  not  agree,  but  ac- 
cepts the  schedule  as  a  whole.  Will 
not  at  this  time  discuss  the  indi- 
vidual items.  Intended  to  ask  that, 
the  schedule  be  discussed,  item  by 
item,  but  will  not  now  ask  for  this. 
Will  vote  in  favor  of  the  salary 
schedule  with  mental  reservations. 
Hopes  that  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment will  make  careful  study  of  the 
salary   schedule  at  an  early  date. 

As  to  inclusion  of  the  rank  of 
Sanitary  Inspector,  suggested  by  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene,  has 
nothing  to  say.  Believes  that  the  Di- 
rector knows  the  needs  of  his  de- 
partment. When  a  department  ex- 
ists and  money  is  available  for  ex- 
tension or  improvement,  and  the  Di- 
rector makes  a  recommendation,  will 
sustain  the  Director. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Wished  to  go  on 
record  as  publicly  commending  Dr. 
Ceconi  for  his  very  able  administra- 
tion of  his  important  office,  which 
office  he  has  filled  for  a  period  of 
about  one  year. 

Mrs.  Barron:  So  far  as  the  salary 
schedule  is  concerned,  is  in  hearty 
agreement  with  what  has  been  said 
as  to  needs  of  adjustment  of  certain 
items  of  the  salary  schedule.  Agrees 
that  a  careful  study  should  be  made- 
by  the  Board  of  Apportionment. 
Were  funds  available  certainly  would 
vote  in  favor  of  increases,  in  many 
instances  where  discrepancies  now 
exist. 

Dr.  Bogan:  No  doubt  each  member 
of  the  Board  feels  the  same  way  as 
to  .need  for  adjustments.  This  year, 
however,  the  available  balance  is  but 
approximately  .$60,000,  and  conse- 
quently Committee  is  unable*  to  raise 
salaries  of  any  group.  Some  adjust- 
ments have  been  made,  but  no  gen- 
eral increases  allowed.  Is  sure  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  will  make 
a  careful  study  of  the  salary  situa- 
tion and  bring  in  constructive  rec- 
ommendations with  reference  to  sal- 
ary adjustments. 
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Mrs.  Barron:  Will  vote  in  favor 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Director,  and  since  the  regu- 
lations make  the  Director  of  School 
Hygiene  responsible  for  sanitary  con- 
ditions in  the  schools.  Certain  con- 
ditions now  exist  which  should  be 
remedied  and  for  which  the  Director 
is  responsible. 

Question  came  on  the  adoption  of 
the  thirteen  orders  establishing  a 
general  salary  schedule  for  the  year 
ending  Aug.  31,  1927.  which  orders 
were  passed  collectively  by  the  fol- 
lowing vote:

INVESTIGATION   AND  STUDY  OF 
PROPOSED  PARENTAL  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
May   I   call  this   Board's  attention 
to   the    fact    that   from   the    City   of 
Boston  there  are  now  at  the  Middle- 
sex     County      Training      School      at 
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North  Chelmsford,  Mass.,  fifty  boys 
who    v  ^nated    as    "habitual 

truants"   in   Boston. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  paying  for 
these  lads  $11.80  a  week,  which 
would  total  over  $30,000  for  a 
calendar   year. 

Boys  who  are  truants  in  our  day 
schools  are  sent  to  our  Disciplinary 
Day  School.  If  they  then  continue 
to  be  truants  and  the  court  ad- 
judges them  "habitual  truants" 
they  are  sent  to  the  Middlesex 
County   Training   School. 

I  am  not  complaining  of  the 
school,  nor  do  I  say  aught  of  the 
operation  of  the  law. 

Yet  I  do  feel  that  Boston  should 
handle  its  own  truancy  problem. 

To  this  end,  I  ask  that  this  state- 
ment be  spread  upon  the  records  and 
that  a  corn-  be  sent  to  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Malcolm  E.  Nichols,  for  such 
investigation  and  recommendation 
as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Mr.  Sullivan  suggested  that  the 
matter  of  Parental  School  provision 
for  Boston  pupils  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  study 
and  report  back  to  this  Committee, 
such  study  to  include  established 
methods  of  procedure  in  other 
similar  schools  as  well  as  the  Mid- 
dlesex County  Training  School;  the 
report  back  to  this  Board  to  include 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  so- 
called  penalty  method  of  caring  for 
truants  as  now  in  effect  in  certain 
schools,  from  an  educational  point 
of  view. 

Mr.  O'Hare's  statement  was  or- 
dered spread  upon  the  records  and 
a  copy  sent  to  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  in  accordance  with  Mr. 
O'Hare's  request,  and  the  whole 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  for  study  and  re- 
port back,  as  suggested  by  Mr. 
Sullivan. 


UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ing of  June  7,  1026,  amending  Sec- 
tion 300,  paragraph  6  of  the  regu- 
lations, relative  to  the  number  of  em- 
ployees in  the  Department  of  Mu- 
sic,  was  taken  up  and   passed. 


The  three  orders  laid  over  at  the 
meeting  of  June  14,  1926,  relative 
to  the  rank  and  salaries  of  certain 
teachers  in  the  Boston  Trade  School 
and  the  Continuation  School,  were 
taken   up. 

Mr.  O'Hare  pointed  out  that 
senior  instructors  in  the  continua- 
tion and  trade  schools  must  meet 
the  same  requirements  as  junior 
masters   in   high   schools. 

The  salary  of  junior  masters  is 
$2016 — $144 — $3600;  that  of  senior 
instructors  is  $2040— $120— $3600. 
The  maximum  of  both  ranks  is  the 


same;  the  minimum  of  senior  in- 
structors is  slightly  more  than  that 
of  junior  masters;  and  in  his  judg- 
ment the  annual  increment  should 
be  the   same — $144. 

(Senior  instructors  in  the  Continu- 
ation School  are  now  given  the 
same  salary  as  high  school  assist- 
ants,   namely,    $1728— $96— $2976. 

Can  see  no  reason  why  the  Board 
should  not  agree  to  his  proposition 
to  change  the  rank  of  the  senior  in- 
structors to  that  of  "junior  mas- 
ters." 


The  Superintendent  read  the  fol- 
lowing   statement: 

Underlying  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Apportionment  with 
reference  to  salary  increases  was 
the  fact  that  there  is  practically  no 
money  available  for  the  purpose. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  we  are  running  very 
close  to  our  appropriations  on  ex- 
isting salary  schedules.  Hence,  in 
the  report  submitted,  there  were  no 
group  recommendations.  Only  a 
few  individual  adjustments  were 
suggested. 

The  case  of  Senior  Instructors  in 
the  Boston  Trade  School  and  the 
Continuation  School,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  did 
not  warrant  any  departure  from  the 
general  principle  of  increasing 
groups,  nor  have  these  groups  been 
overlooked  in  recent  salary  sched- 
ules. In  fact,  they  have  received 
two  substantial  increases  lately. 
Comparing  the  salaries  with  that  of 
Junior  Masters  in  high  and  Latin 
schools,  we  find  only  this  slight 
variation: 

Junior    Masters    ("Latin    and     Day 

High    Schools) 2016     144     3600 

Senior  Instructors  (Trade  and  Con- 
tinuation  Schools),.  2040     120     3600 

To  increase  the  annual  increment 
for  senior  instructors  at  this  time, 
or  what  seems  still  more  serious,  to 
change  their  rank,  would  be  a  step 
in  the  direction  of  putting  the  Bos- 
ton Trade  School  and  the  Continu- 
ation School  on  a  parallel  with  the 
high  schools  of  the  city.  There 
seems  to  be  no  justification  for  es- 
tablishing  such   a   comparability. 

If  the  salary  schedule  for  this 
rank  of  Senior  Instructor  is  chang- 
ed, it  would  seem  as  though  Di- 
vision Heads  in  the  Trade  School 
likewise  should  be  given  a  greater 
increment.  The  salary  for  Division 
Heads,  Boston  Trade  School,  is  as 
follows: 
Division    Heads 2496       96     3552 

Division  Foremen,  Continuation 
School,  likewise  have  a  lesser  in- 
crement than  Senior  Instructors  al- 
though the  minimum  is  higher.  It 
reads  as  follows: 
Division    Foremen. .  .2208       96     3264 

Although  certificate  IV.  is  not  re- 
quired for  this  rank,  nevertheless 
XXXI-B    is    required,    which    is    the 
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certificate  required  for  co-operative 
instructors  who  have  a  salary  sched- 
ule   of: 

Co-operative    Instruc- 
tors      2016     144     3456 

It  should  be  pointed  out  further 
that  First  Assistants  in  The  Teach- 
ers' College  with  a  maximum  of 
$3936  have  an  annual  increment  of 
only  $96,  and  First  Assistants, 
Heads  of  Departments,  in  high 
schools,  with  a  maximum  of  $3648, 
have  an  annual  increment  of  only 
$96. 

In  all  this  discussion,  it  should 
be  kept  in  mind  that  Master's  As- 
sistants    in     elementary    and    inter- 


mediate schools  also  have  a  deserv- 
ing petition  for  readjustment  for 
that    group. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  three  orders  and  the  orders 
failed  of  passage  by  the  following 
vote:

In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
Mr.  Sullivan  offered  the  following 
resolution  and  accompanying  state- 
ment: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  School 
Committee  petition  the  next  Legis- 
lature for  legislation,  the  purpose 
of  which  will  be  the  abolishment  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  and 
the  establishment  of  exclusive  con- 
trol of  expenditures  for  all  school 
purposes  where  such  control  prop- 
erly and  rightfully  belongs,  namely, 
in  the  School  Committee,  and  that 
the  said  legislation  be  prepared  and 
presented  as  expediently  as  possible 
by   this   Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members: 

The  sum  of  twenty-two  millions 
of  dollars  is  the  estimated  cost  for 
all  school  purposes  during  the  cur- 
rent year.  This  is  a  stupendous 
sum  and  represents  an  increase  of 
200  per  cent,  since  1914  in  the  cost 
of  our  public  school  system.  Is  Bos- 
ton receiving  adequate  educational 
return? 

I  will  confine  myself  to  tne  mat- 
ter pertinent  to  my  resolution.  In 
my  opinion  the  city  pays  more  for 
the  repair  and  construction  of  school 
buildings  than  any  other  comparable 
community  in  the  country,  and  the 
child  receives  less.  For  several 
years  this  has  been  and  still  is  the 
fact  because  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission is  independent  of  the  School 
Committee.  The  City  of  Boston  has 
an  independent  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission, appointed  by  the  Mayor,  to 
take  charge  of  repairs  and  replace- 
ments in  old  buildings  and  to  pur- 
chase sites  and  construct  all  new 
buildings. 

Although  the  School  Committee 
makes  appropriation  for  lands, 
plans  and  construction  of  school 
buildings  and  for  repairs  and  altera- 
tions to  school  buildings,  the  expen- 
ditures for  these  items  are  not  con 
trolled    by    the    School    Committee. 

Seven  million,  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  is  the  estimated  cost 
for  lands,  plans  and  construction  of 
school  buildings  and  for  repairs  and 
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alterations  during  the  current  year. 
The  School  Committee  has  no  legal 
control,  no  practical  control,  over 
the  expenditure  of  these  monies 
once  the  appropriations  ai'e  made. 
This  situation  is  decidely  anomalous 
It  is  peculiar  to  Boston  for  in  other 
large  cities  throughout  the  country 
expenditures  tor  construction  and 
repairs  are  controlled  by  the  educa- 
tional  authorities. 

This  experiment  in  erecting  school 
buildings  through  the  agenry  of  the 
independent  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment is  a  failure  and  admittedly  so. 
1  will  recall  at  this  point  for  the 
benefit  of  the  new  members  of  the 
School  Committee  a  statement  i 
made  several  months  ago  at  a  con- 
ference, at  which  were  present  the 
then  Ma\cir.  Honorable  James  M. 
Curley,  the  School  Committee,  the 
Sclioolhou.se  Commission,  the  Fi- 
nance Commission,  and  others,  to 
the  effect  that  if  there  was  one 
thing  that  the  School  Committee 
was  consistent  and  persistent  about 
it  was  the  wholesale  criticism  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  and  its 
work. 

It  has  been  authoritatively  stated 
that  probably  no  other  city  in 
America  faces  so  serious  a  problem 
as  Boston  in  the  matter  of  mod- 
ernizing its  old  school  buildings. 
There  are  many  unnecessary  fire 
and  panic  hazards  in  our  schools, 
and  yet  we,  the  School  Committee, 
charged  as  we  are  with  the  duty  of 
educating  the  children  and  with  the 
responsibility  of  securing  for  them 
their  inalienable  right  to  habitable 
schools,  are  helpless  and  will  con- 
tinue so  unless  and  until  the  Legis- 
lature enables  us  to  take  care  of 
our    own    school    accommodations. 

Permit  me  at  this  point  to  quote 
from  the  study  and  report  of  1917 
by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Commission  on  the  public 
school  system  of  Boston: 

The  Schoolhouse  Commission 
not  a  civic  or  educational  necessity. 

"The  Committee  is  convinced  that 
the  establishment  of  the  School- 
house  Department,  administered  by 
the  independent  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission, has  not  made  for  economy, 
efficiency,  or  for  the  best  interests 
of  public  education.  It  appears  that 
the  establishment  of  the  commission 
was  due  to  the  belief  that  the  in- 
terests of  education  would  be  safe- 
guarded by  taking  away  from  the 
School  Committee  the  duty  and  re- 
sponsibility of  purchasing  sites  and 
erecting  buildings.  It  was  felt  that 
these  matters,  involving  the  expen- 
diture of  great  sums  of  money, 
would  better  be  placed  in  other 
hands,  thus  leaving  the  School  Com- 
mittee free  to  deal  exclusively  with 
purely    educational    problems. 

"This  decision  overlooked  the  fun- 
damental truth  that  the  locating, 
planning  and  constructing  of  school 
buildings  are  educational  problems 
fully  as  truly  as  they  are  financial, 
architectural  and  engineering  prob- 
lems.    Here  as  elsewhere  in  the  ad- 


ministering of  public  education  ex- 
perience has  demonstrated  that 
every  educational  proDlem  is  a  fi- 
nancial one  and  every  financial 
problem  is  an  educational  one.  In 
other  cities  throughout  the  country 
experience  is  amply  demonstrating 
that  the  educational  authorities, 
whose  business  it  is  to  provide  for 
the  training  of  all  the  children,  are 
the  ones  who  learn  to  know  most 
accurately  and  certainly  just  where 
school  buildings  should  be  erected, 
which  locations  are  most  desirable, 
what  types  of  buildings  are  needed, 
and  how  many  and  what  kinds  of 
accommodations  they  should  provide. 

The  duty  of  providing  these  ac- 
commodations must  be  delegated, 
but  the  results  can  never  be  satis- 
factory if  the  department  to  which 
the  delegation  is  made  is  indepen- 
dent of  the  educational  department. 
The  cities  which  are  receiving  the 
best  educational  returns  on  their  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  are 
those  cities  which  have  well-planned 
architectural  divisions  as  regular 
parts  of  their  permanent  organiza- 
tions. A  small  city,  or  one  which 
is  not  increasing  rapidly  in  popula- 
tion, may  find  it  desirable  and  eco- 
nomical to  arrange  for  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  through  securing 
the  services  of  a  private  firm  of 
architects  of  proved  ability  in  school- 
house  construction.  On  the  other 
hand,  experience  demonstrates  that 
in  municipalities  where  many  new 
school  buildings  must  be  erected 
from  year  to  year,  the  best  results 
are  obtained  through  an  arrange- 
ment by  which  the  educational  au- 
thorities directly  control  the  provi- 
sion for  increasing  the  educational 
accommodations." 

I  concur  in  the  findings  of  this 
Committee. 

Boston  has  been  spending  more 
for  second-class  construction  than 
most  cities  spend  for  first-class. 
Our  school  buildings  are  the  most  ex- 
pensive in  the  country.  The  ex- 
penses of  plans,  specifications,  and 
construction  are  far  geater  in  Bos- 
ton than  elsewhere.  Economical  and 
satisfactory  results  can  come  only 
when  the  School  Committee  takes 
over  its  proper  function  of  repair 
and  construction  of  school  buildings. 
Then  and  only  then  will  the  School 
Committee  be  able  to  perform  its 
full  duty  to  the  child,  to  the  sys- 
tem, and  to  the  Community. 

It  may  be  urged  against  my  reso- 
lution that  the  assumption  by  the 
School  Committee  of  this  most  im- 
portant duty  and  Its  proper  func- 
tion, to  wit:  the  repair  and  con- 
struction of  school  buildings,  will 
attract  undesirables  to  aspire  to  the 
School  Committee.  Of  course  this 
is  ridiculous  and  absurd,  and  not 
worthy  of  answer.  The  School 
Committee  enjoys  a  High  reputation 
for  honesty  and  I  have  no  fear  that 
this  traditional  integrity  will  desert 
us  merely  because  we  take  on  a 
function  that  is  rightly  ours  and  a 
responsibility  that  we  can  neither 
evade  nor  escape.  I  have  high  hope 
that    the    inefficiency,    extravagance 
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and  waste,  so  characteristic  of  the 
present  silly  situation,  will  disap- 
pear and  to  this  end  I  offer  this 
resolution. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Has  always  been  op 
posed  to  consolidation  of  the  depart- 
ments or  the  taking-  over  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Department.  The  reso- 
lution presented  by  Mr.  Sullivan 
contains  food  for  thought.  The 
question  involved  is  too  serious  for 
snap  judgment,  consequently  asks 
that  the  matter  be  laid  over  for 
further  consideration.  Would  like 
opportunity  to  make  personal  inves- 
tigation for  he  has  given  no  serious 
thought  to    the   question   since   1922. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Intensely  interested, 
as  is  every  member  of  the  Board,  in 
the  economic  situation.  It  would 
to  be  a  fine  thing  if  some  way  could 
be  found  to  make  the  available  money 
go  farther  in  order  that  more 
schoolhouses  might  'be  built  to  ac- 
commodate the  children  who  are 
now  unsatisfactorily  housed.  Feels 
as  Mr.  O'Hare  does  that  the  propo- 
sition presented  by  Mr.  Sullivan 
warrants  careful  consideration  and 
agrees  with  Mr.  O'Hare's  sugges- 
tion that  the  matter  go  over. 

Mr.  Gray:  Feels  very  much  as 
Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr.  O'Hare  have 
expressed  themselves.  Does  not  be- 
lieve that  the  School  Committee 
should  take  on  all  the  functions  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission;  conse- 
quently, shall  have  to  vote  against 
Mr.  Sullivan's  resolution  if  present- 
ed  now. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  suggestion  to  seek  legislation 
which  would  result  in  the  School 
Committee  taking  over  the  School- 
house  Commission  demands  consid- 
erable study.  It  is  a  gigantic  prop- 
osition and  before  such  an  under- 
taking comes  to  pass  this  Board 
should  sit  down  with  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  make  a  thorough  study 
of  the  whole  matter.  Would  not  fa- 
vor voting  on  the  resolution  at  this 
time. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Agrees  to  deferring 
of  action  on  the  resolution  until  the 
the  first  meeting  in  September;  but 
feels  that  nothing  would  be  gained 
by  a  joint  conference. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Finance  Commission 
undoubtedly  has  data  ™hich  would 
be  of  interest  to  the  Board  and 
worth   looking   over. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Believes  that  the 
people  of  this  city  will  have  op- 
portunity to  express'  their  opinion 
on  the  proposition  since  it  is  a  mat- 
ter that  will  require  legislative  ac- 
tion. Candidates  for  the  Legislature 
may  find  themselves  obliged  to 
take   a  stand   on    the   question. 

By  unanimous  agreement,  action 
on  the  resolution,  as  submitted  by 
Mr.  Sullivan,  was  laid  over  until  the 
first  meeting  in  (September,  Mr. 
Gray  stating  that  he  will  probably 
be  aibsent  on  vacation  at  that  time. 


Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  notifying  the  Board  of 
Assessors  of  the  amount  of  its  ap- 
propriations that  must  be  raised 
by  taxation.

NAMING  OF  NEW  SCHOOLS. 

.Mr.  Sullivan  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  new  eight- 
room  school  in  the  Minot  District, 
ultimately  to  become  a  large  inter- 
mediate school,  is  hereby  named  the 
Thomas  J.  Kenny  School  in  mem- 
ory of  Thomas  J.  Kenny,  a  member 
of  the  School  Committee  of  twenty- 
four  members  during  the  years  1899, 
1900,  1901,  1902,  1903  and  1904,  and 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  five 
during  the  years  1906  and  1907. 

Mr.  Kenny  brought  to  the  service 
of  the  community  high-minded  and 
unselfish  devotion  and  a  high  order 
of  intelligence  and  humanity  which 
were  characteristic  of  his  career 
both  public  and  private.  He  gave 
unreservedly  of  his  talents  and  his 
wisdom  for  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Boston,  and  the  prosperity 
of  the  city  he  loved. 


He  was  kind  and  sympathetic, 
conscientious  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  manifold  duties;  an 
ideal  private  citizen;  a  patriotic,  con- 
structive  public   servant. 

His  life  serves  as  a  lesson  to  the 
youth  of  our  city  of  what  may  be 
achieved  through  industry,  integrity 
and  incorruptibility. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

Mr.   Gray   offered   the   following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  new  four- 
room  school  on  Waverly  street, 
Brighton,  in  the  Thomas  Gardner 
District,  ultimately  to  become  a  six- 
teen-room  elementary  school,  is 
hereby  named  the  James  J.  Stor- 
row  School  in  memory  of  James  J. 
Storrow,  a  member  of  the  old 
School  Committee  of  twenty-four 
members  during  the  years  1902, 
1903,  1904,  and  Chairman  of  the 
new  Committee  of  five  members 
during  the  years  1906,  1907  and 
1908.  As  a  result  of  three  years' 
service  on  the  old  Committee  and 
of  his  study  of  problems  of  school 
administration  here  and  elsewhere, 
Mr.  Storrow  became  convinced  that 
the  public  school  system  of  Boston 
would  be  administered  more  ef- 
fectively by  a  smaller  board,  and 
with  characteristic  energy  and  di 
rection  he  led  the  movement  which 
resulted  in  the  legislation  of  1905 
establishing  the  School  Committee 
of  five  members.  A  man  of  great 
character  and  high  ideals,  posses- 
sing to  an  unusual  degree  a  con- 
sciousness of  civic  duty,  Mr.  Stor- 
row gave  unsparingly  of  his  time, 
his  talents,  and  his  varied  resources 
for  the  welfare  of  the  children  and 
the  youth  of  Boston,  and  through 
his  never  failing  interest  in  the  ex- 
tended use  of  the  public  schools,  to 
the  people  of  the  entire  city.  He 
made  it  possible  for  many  boys  to 
continue  their  studies  in  profession- 
al and  technical  institutions  long 
beyond  the  time  when  they  would 
otherwise  have  been  forced  to  seek 
employment,  and  personally  gave 
impetus  to  many  school  men  to  ad- 
vance themselves  professionally  in 
their  chosen  field,  to  the  great  ad- 
vantage  of   the   school   system.

Mr.    Gray    offered    the    following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  new  eight- 
room  school  on  Vale  Street,  South 
Boston,  in  the  Shurtleff  District,  to 
become  a  sixteen-room  elementary 
school,  is  hereby  named  the  Michael 
J.  Perkins  School,  in  memory  of 
Michael  J.  Perkins,  private,  first 
class,  Company  D,  101st  Infantry, 
awarded,  posthumously,  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  of  Honor  for  con- 
.spk-uuus  gallantry  and  intrepidity 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty 
which  resulted  in  the  supreme  sac- 
rifice, at   Belleau   Bois,  Prance,   Oct. 
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27,  191S.  Official  reports  indicate 
that  his  exploits  were  astounding 
and  that  it  was  given  to  but  few 
individuals  in  the  World  War  to  ac- 
complish as  much,  single-handed.  A 
true  patriot  who  gave  his  life  that 
others  might  live.  The  memory  of 
his  service  and  sacrifice  should  be 
an  inspiration  to  the  youth  of  our 
city.

EVASION       OF       PAYMENT       OF 
TUITION  CHARGES. 

The  following  communication  was 
received: 

The    Finance    Commission    of    the 
City      of      Boston,      11      Beacon 
Street,      Boston,     Mass.

To   the  School  Committee, 
15    Beacon    Street, 
Boston. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Boston  Teachers'  College  is 
supported  by  the  city  of  Boston  for 
the  education  and  training  of  high 
school  graduates  for  positions  as 
teachers  in  the  city  of  Boston.  It 
offers  a  free  course  of  instruction 
to  pupils  who  are  residents  of  Bos- 
ton. A  fee,  however,  is  established 
each  year  by  the  School  Committee, 
chargeable  to  those  students  resid- 
ing  outside   the   city  limits. 

In  October,  1925,  an  investigation 
was  undertaken  by  the  Finance 
Commission  to  determine  the  resi- 
dences of  the  student  body,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  if  any  of 
the  students  were  living  outside  of 
the  city  of  Boston  and  were  evad- 
ing the  payment  of  their  tuition 
fees  by  giving  a  Boston  address. 
In  the  course  of  the  investigation 
it  was  discovered  that,  through  an 
oversight  of  someone  connected 
with  the  School  Department,  no 
bills  for  tuition  had  been  sent  to 
those  non-resident  pupils   who   were 
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taking  the  A.  M.  course.  Bills  were 
therefore  sent  to  the  City  Collector 
on  or  about  December  5,  1925.  and 
these   bills   have   been   paid. 

After  a  personal  interview  with 
Mr.  Alexander  Sullivan.  Business 
Manager  of  the  School  Committee, 
and  Mr.  Kennedy,  Dean  of  the 
Teachers'  College,  each  student  at 
the  Boston  Teachers'  College  was 
instructed  to  fill  out  a  card,  giving 
name,  present  address,  date  of  birth 
and  name  of  parent  or  guardian. 
Upon  receipt  of  these  cards  properly 
filled  out,  SOO  in  number,  the  in- 
formation was  checked  in  the  ofi.ce 
of  the  Commission.  There  were 
about  200  cases  where  it  was  neces- 
sary to  make  further  investigation. 
A  questionnaire,  a  copy  of  which  is 
attached  hereto,  was  prepared  and 
distributed  to  these  200  pupils  and 
upon  return  of  the  answers  these 
lists  were  again  checked,  with  the 
result  that  about  21  cases  appeared 
to  be  non-residents.  These  cases 
were  called  to  the  attention  of  thfe 
Business  Manager  and  bills  were 
immediately  rendered,  and  pupils 
upon  failure  to  pay  were  excluded 
from  the  school.  In  some  cases 
where  the  parents  had  formeily 
lived  in  Boston  but  had  recently 
moved  away,  tuition  charges  were 
suspended  by  the  School  Committee 
upon  the  promise  of  the  parents  to 
return  to  the  city.  In  other  cases, 
where  the  parents  lived  outside 
Boston,  but  the  pupils  were  living 
with  relatives  in  Boston,  a  sworn 
statement  was  accepted  by  tne 
school  authorities  to  the  effect  that 
the  pupil  was  making  her  home  in 
Boston.  The  validity  of  these 
statements  has  always  been  ques- 
tioned by  the  Finance  Commission, 
because  the  facts  clearly  showed 
that  the  pupils  were  here  with  rela- 
tives for  the  purpose  of  getting  a 
free  education.  Why  the  distinc- 
tion was  made  the  Commission 
never  could  understand,  but  it  be- 
lieves it  unfair  to  make  a  young: 
woman  from  Revere  pay,  while  a 
young  woman  from  New  York  was 
allowed  to   file   a  sworn  statement. 

In  some  other  cases  pupils  living" 
outside  Boston  for  many  years, 
who  persisted  in  giving  false  in- 
formation as  to  their  addresses, 
were  penalized  by  the  School  Com 
mittee  by  an  order  directing  the 
Superintendent  to  withhold  their 
diplomas  for  a  period  of  six  months 
after    graduation. 

The  most  outstanding  case  of  de- 
ceit coming  to  the  attention  of  tha 
Finance  Commission  was  that  of  a 
pupil  giving  an  address  from  South 
Boston.  When  asked  to  call  at  the 
"Hire  of  the  Commission  to  check 
up  some  statements  which  appeared 
to  be  at  variance,  her  mother  called 
instead  and  told  a  representative  of 
the  Commission  that  while  hjr 
daughter  stated  upon  the  question- 
naire that   her  father   was   dead,   he 


really  was  not  dead,  but  thn 
daughter  had  been  told  to  say  that 
he  was.  The  mother  continued  he1.' 
story  by  explaining  that  the  father 
was  dead  to  her  and  her  child;  that 
she  was  living  with  a  sister  in 
South  Boston  and  had  been  living 
there  for  many  years  and  that  she 
supported  herself  and  her  daughtfr 
by  dressmaking.  Her  statement- 
being  contrary  to  the  facts  which 
the  Finance  Commission  had  in  it-; 
possession,  she  was  asked  to  appear 
before  the  Commission  to  make  her 
statement  under  oath.  She  appeared, 
but  declined  to  take  an  oath.  Upon 
being  instructed  as  to  the  powers 
of  the>  Finance  Commission,  she 
was  finally  sworn  and  then  told  a 
story  which  was  entirely  at  vari- 
ance with  her  first  statement.  He-' 
husband  was  not  dead,  she  had  not 
been  living  apart  from  him.  but.  they 
were  living  in  a  city  outside  of  Bos 
ton  and  owned  their  home  jointly. 
Her  daughter,  as  well  as  her  other 
children,  were  living  with  the.r 
father  and  mother  and  the  daughter 
was  attending  the  Teachers'  Col- 
lege without  payment  of  tuition.  As 
a  result  of  the  investigation  there 
was  paid  into  the  city  treasury  the 
sum  of  $529.03  for  her  three  years' 
tuition  in  the  Boston  Teachers'  Col- 
lege. Altogether  there  was  paid 
into  the  city  treasury  by  these  non- 
resident pupils  the  sum  of  $4,234.45 
since  last  December.  The  Commis- 
sion believes  from  evidence  obtained 
durino-  the  investigation  that  such 
schools  as  the  Trade  School,  the 
High  School  of  Commerce,  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  High  School,  the 
Clerical  High  School,  and  other 
schools  furnishing  specialized  fea- 
tures, as  well  as  the  Boys'  and  Girls' 
Public  Latin  Schools  and  the  Teach- 
ers' College,  have  many  non-resi- 
dent pupils  attending  without  the 
payment  of  tuition. 

The  Commission  suggests,  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  city,  that 
the  masters  of  these  special'  high 
and  normal  schools  be  instructed  to 
require  the  filling  out  by  the  pu- 
pils of  cards  giving  the  name  of  the 
student,  the  present  address  and 
that  of  April  1;  the  names  of  the 
fathers  and  mothers,  their  present 
addresses  and  their  addresses  of 
April  1;  and  the  school  from  which 
the  pupil  was  graduated  prior  to 
entering  the  high  or  normal  school. 
The  card  should  also  have  printed 
in  clear  type  a  warning  that  anv 
false  statement  made  by  the  pupil 
would  be  considered  sufficient  cause 
for   dismissal    from    the    school. 

The  Commission  also  wishes  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  School 
Committee  to  the  present  system  of 
rendering  bills  for  tuition.  The 
school  authorities  depend  upon  the 
City  Collector  to  furnish  informa- 
tion as  to  the  non-payment  of  these 
bills.  This  produces  a  condition 
whereby  the  school  authorities  are 
often  in  ignorance  as  to  who  has 
paid  and  who  has  not  paid.  The 
Commission   suggests   that  some  ar-

rangement  should  be  made  with  the 
City  Collector  whereby  the  school 
authorities  will  be  notified  monthly 
of  all  unpaid  bills  for  tuition.  If 
this  is  done  the  school  authorities 
will  be  able  to  check  the  payment 
more  accurately  and  exclude  from 
the  schools  those  non-residents  .vho 
have   not    paid   their   bills. 

The  Commission  desiies  to  record 
the  fact  that  the  Dean  of  the  Bos- 
ton Teachers'  College  and  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  as  well  as  Miss  Tay- 
lor, his  assistant,  were  most  co-op- 
erative in  assisting  the  Commission.

Anticipating  your  consideration  of 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion of  the  City  of  Boston  with  ref- 
erence to  non-resddent  pupils  in  the 
Teachers  College  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  certain  recommendations 
made  therein,  I  am  submitting  the 
following  information: 

Your  Committee  is  already  aware 
of  the  facts  relative  to  non-residents 
in  the  Teachers  College  who  con- 
spired with  their  parents  and  others 
to  evade  tuition  charges. 

The  delay  in  sending  the  bills  for 
those  non-resident  pupils  who  were 
taking  the  A.  M.  course  was  due  to 
some  complications  between  two  of- 
fices reporting  to  the  Business  Man- 
ager. The  office  of  the  Business 
Manager  made  several  requests  be- 
fore it  secured  the  information  with 
regard  to  the^e  students.  The 
pledges  to  pay  tuition  were  finally 
received  the  first  part  of  December. 
£  understand  that  there  are  no  such 
students  this  year. 

With  reference  to  the  Commis- 
sion's statements  that  sworn  state- 
ments are  accepted  by  the  school 
authorities  to  the  effect  that  pupils 
are  making  their  homes  in  Boston — 
it  is  true  that  such  sworn  state- 
ments are  accepted  after  they 
are  checked  up  through  the  Attend- 
ance Department.  No  permits  have 
been  granted  to  pupils  where  the 
facts  clearly  show  that  the  pupils 
were  here  with  relatives  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  a  free  education 
m  Boston. 

In  making  this  criticism  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  picks  out  two 
cases — a  young  woman  from  Revere 
and  a  young  woman  from  New  York. 
The  young  woman  from  Revere  was 
compelled  to  pay  tuition  because  she 
was  a  bonafide  non-resident,  while 
the  3Toung  woman  from  New  York 
was  granted  a  permit  to  attend 
school  free  of  tuition  charges  be- 
cause she  is  residing  permanently 
in  Boston  with  her  uncle.     The  pupil 


is  also  of  age  and  has  the  right  to 
live  in  any  city  or  town  where  she 
may  decide   to   reside   permanently. 

On  April  22,  1925,  long  before  the 
Finance  Commission  thought  of 
making  any  investigations  of  non- 
resident pupils,  I  addressed  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  in- 
formed him  fhat  many  cases  of  non- 
resident pupils  would  have  been  dis- 
covered if  pupils  had  been  required 
to  state  the  actual  residence  of  the 
parents  on  one  of  the  record  cards. 
The  suggestion  was  made  that  the 
next  time  this  card  is  being  printed 
that  provision  be  made  for  the  resi- 
dences of  parents  and  guardians  as 
well  as  of  pupils.  Pending  the  re- 
print of  the  card  and  following  the 
suggestion  made  by  me,  the  Superin- 
tendent on  September  16,  1925  sent 
out  a  communication  (Superintend- 
ent's Circular  No.  5)  to  head  mas- 
ters of  high  schools,  requesting 
them  to  use  Card  137  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  residential  identifi- 
cation of  the  parents  and  guardians 
of  pupils.  Whether  or  not  the  in- 
structions in  this  circular  letter  have 
been  followed  by  all  principals  I  am 
not  prepared  to  state,  but  I  do 
know  that  Mr.  Kennedy,  the  Dean 
of  the  Teachers  College  followed 
such  instructions  carefully. 

While  I  believe  that  it  is  extremely 
nard  to  find  cases  of  non-residents 
who  have  conspired  with  others  to 
evade  tuition  charges,  it  is  evident 
that  the  questionnaire  prepared  by 
the  Finance  Commission  has  had 
very  good  results  in  the  Teachers 
College  in  discovering  a  number  of 
non-residents.  In  consequence,  I 
have  sent  out  a  circular  letter  to 
principals  of  Teachers  College,  Latin 
and  High  Schools  and  Boston  Cleri- 
cal School,  requesting  them  to  use 
this  questionnaire,  check  up  all  sus- 
picious cases  and  refer  them  immedi- 
ately to  my  office  for  decision.  A 
copy  of  the  circular  letter  and  the 
questionnaire  referred  to  is  ap- 
pended. 

There  may  be  many  other  cases 
that  have  not  been  discovered  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  where  the 
pupils  are  clever  enough  not  to .  be 
caught  by  any  questionnaire.  The 
only  positive  check  that  can  be  had 
on  non-residents  or  those  who  have 
acquired  a  residence  in  Boston  "for 
the  purpose  of  evading  tuition 
charges  is  an  investigation  of  all  ad- 
dresses of  parents  and  pupils.  This 
is  a  task  of  great  magnitude  calling 
for  the  expenditure  of  a  large  sum 
to  paid  investigators. 

The  Commission  also  suggests  that 
some  arrangement  be  made  with  the 
City  Collector  whereby  this  office 
shall  be  notified  monthly  of  all  un- 
paid bills  for  tuition.  This  office  has 
made  repeated  requests  to  the  City 
Collector's  Office  for  such  monthly 
reports,  but  each  time  the  request 
has  been  refused  on  the  ground  that 
the  pressure  of  business  in  the  Col- 
lector's Office  does  not  admit  of 
monthly  reports  to  departments.   In 
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quence,  and  shortly  after  the 
date  on  which  bills  are  scheduled  for 
payment,  the  City  Collector's  Office 
Is  addressed  and  requested  to  furnish 
Information  on  all  bills  for  tuition 
remaining  unpaid  as  at  the  close  of 
business  on  a  certain  date  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Collector.  On  receipt  of 
this  information,  parents  and  guar- 
dians of  pupils  are  notified  that  un- 
less bills  are  paid  promptly,  pupils 
will  be  excluded  from  further  at- 
tendance at  the  schools.  Such  ex- 
clusion has  been  put  into  effect  on 
many  occasions  and  in  nearly  all  in- 
stances tuition  charges  have  been 
paid.  It  is  the  function  of  the  City 
Collector's  Office  and  the  City  Law 
Department  to  collect  bills  for  un- 
paid tuition  charges  where  pupils 
have   left  school. 

Inasmuch    as   the    information   set 
forth    in    the    preceding    paragraphs 


Is  complete,  I  am  suggesting  that  it 
be  transmitted  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission by  the  Secretary,  together 
with  the  circular  letter  and  ques- 
tionnaire prepared  by  the  Business 
Manager  for  use  in  the  schools  men- 
tioned.

ANNUAL,  REPORT  OF  THE  BUSI- 
NESS  MANAGER. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Business 
Manager  for  the  financial  year,  1925, 
being  School  Document  No.  1,  1926, 
was  presented. 

In  this  connection,  the  Business 
Manager  presented  the  following 
communication : 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston: 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Business  Man- 
ager on  the  cost  of  public  school  edu- 
cation in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
financial  year  1925.  This  report,  in 
addition  to  setting  forth  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  school  system  in 
great  detail,  and  showing  the  bud- 
get and  appropriation  orders  for  the 
current  year  for  all  school  purposes, 
carries  the  following  items  of  inter- 
est. From  the  report  as  a  basis,  the 
cost  of  any  activity  within  a  school 
or  district  may  be  readily  ascer- 
tained. 

a.  Table  showing  the  appropriat- 
ing power  for  maintenance  of  the 
school  system  for  the  fifteen-year 
period  beginning  with  1916  and  end- 
ing with  1930. 

b.  By  City  Charter  amendment 
the  expenditures  for  the  year  for 
which  this  report  is  made,  viz.,  1925, 
cover  an  eleven-month  period  instead 
of  the  usual  twelve-month  period. 

c.  The  cost  of  maintenance  for 
a  period  of  ten  years,  including  alter- 
ations and  repairs  to  school  build- 
ings. 

d.  The  expenditures  over  a  period 
of  ten  years  for  lands,  plans  and 
construction  of  school  buildings. 

e.  The  results  obtained  by  the  em- 
ployment of  an  engineer. 

f.  Report  and  other  information 
on  the  salvaging  of  books. 

g.  The  purchase  of  athletic  ma- 
terials for  high  schools  and  the 
elimination  of  coaches  and  teacher 
managers  as   purchasing  agents. 

Reference  to  this  report  and  to 
the  report  for  the  preceding  year 
shows  the  extraordinary  savings  that 
have  been  effected  by  the  procedure 
adopted  in  the  last  two  years  by  the 
organization  under  control  of  the 
Business  Manager. 


The  procedure  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  that  has  pre- 
vented unnecessary  expenditures, 
which,  in  a  ten-year  period,  begin- 
ning with  the  year  1924,  would 
amount  to  at  least  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  is  briefly  set  forth 
as  follows: 

1.  The  elimination  of  lump-sum 
purchasing,  one  total  for  a  schedule 
of  supplies  or  equipment  without  re- 
gard to  detailed  costs  of  the  various 
items  involved  in  the  schedule,  giv- 
ing dealers  the  opportunity  to  bid 
on  the  items  in  which  they  specialize 
and  on  which  they  offer  quotations. 
liUinp-sum  bidding,  without  giving 
information  to  show  the  costs  of  the 
various  items,  stifles  real  competi- 
tion and  is  economically  indefensible. 

2.  The  adoption  of  modern  pur- 
chase procedure,  carrying  with  it 
the  purchase  of  total  requirements 
whenever  and  wherever  possible. 

3.  Engineering  control  of  the  use 
and  consumption  of  fuel,  light  and 
power  in  all  school  buildings. 

4.  The  rebinding  of  school  books 
that  it  is  advisable  to  continue  in 
use. 

5.  Reduction  in  weights  of  paper, 
taking  into  consideration  the  use  to 
which  the  material  is  to  be  put,  and 
the  elimination  of  a  heavy  weight 
of  a  good  quality  paper  which  even- 
tually finds  its  way  into  waste 
baskets. 

6.  Insistence  that  principals, 
teachers  and  other  employees  inter- 
est themselves  in  the  economical  use 
of  books,  equipment,  supplies  and 
electric  current  throughout  the 
school  system. 

The  elimination  of  unnecessary  ex- 
penditures, through  effective  con- 
trol, and  the  adoption  of  up-to-date 
methods,  which,  as  stated,  would  in 
a  ten-year  period  amount  to  at  least 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  is 
a  defense  to  such  criticism  as  has 
been  or  may  be  made  of  school  ex- 
penditures under  the  control  of  the 
School  Committee.  Moreover,  the 
cooperation  of  all  employees  is  being 
sought  to  the  end  that  waste  of 
school  materials  and  supplies  be  en- 
tirely eliminated. 

The  office  of  the  Business  Manager 
has  the  confidence  of  the  business 
world.  It  has  no  preferred  or 
favored  list  of  bidders  on  supplies 
and  equipment.  Dealers  are  given 
full  information  on  request  as  to 
how  and  why  they  lost  the  business, 
if  their  bids  have  not  been  accepted. 

The  information  submitted  in  this 
communication  is  of  necessity  made 
as  brief  as  possible;  greater  details 
as  to  how  these  extraordinary  sav- 
ings have  been  brought  about,  may 
be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Busi- 
ness  Manager. 

It  is  needless  to  add  that  efforts 
will  be  made  each  year  to  attain 
even  greater  results  than  those  al- 
ready obtained.  Progress  is  im- 
peded only  when  the  executive  or 
head  of  a  department,  or  those  as- 
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sociated  with  him,  believe  that  all 
that  can  be  accomplished  has  been 
accomplished.

tember 30,  1925.  The  Teachers  Col- 
lege of  the  City  of  Boston  shows 
an  increase  of  54  pupils;  .high  and 
Latin,  an  increase  of  18  pupils;  in 
the  ninth  grade  intermediate  schools, 
there  is  an  increase  of  504  pupils, 
in  grades  one  to  eight  there  is  an 
increase  of  478  pupils;  in  the  kin- 
dergartens there  is  an  increase  of 
107  pupils;  and  in  the  special  schools 
an  increase  of  SO  pupils.  Were  the 
figures  for  the  ninth  grade  interme- 
diate schools  included  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  day  high  schools,  the 
high  schools  would  show  an  increase 
of  522  pupils. 

In  the  Continuation  School  the 
membership  on  September  30,  1926, 
was  333  more  than  on  September 
30,  1925.  On  September  30,  1926, 
it  was  3,598  as  against  3,265  on 
September    30,     1925. 

In  the  Training  School  for  Teach- 
ers of  Mechanic  Arts  there  was  a 
membership  of  18  pupils  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  1926,  which  was  the 
same  as  on   September  30,  1925.

APPOINTMENT      OF      SANITARY 
INSPECTOR. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  next 
order  of  business  was  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Finance  Commission 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  under  date 
of  Oct.  15,  1926,  with  reference  to 
the  creation  of  the  position  of 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  appoint- 
ment to  this  position  by  transfer 
from  the  Health  Department  of  John 
M.  Sullivan. 

In  connection  with  the  said  com- 
munication, the  members  of  the 
Committee  made  the  following  state- 
ments: 

Mr.  O'Hare:  May  I  state  my  re- 
actions as  to  the  charges  made 
against  the  School  Committee  con- 
cerning the  selection  of  John  M. 
Sullivan    as    Sanitan'    Inspector. 

1.  The  legality  of  the  appoint- 
ment. I  am  not  a  lawyer  and  there- 
fore in  matters  of  legality  I  must 
proceed  from  a  layman's  viewpoint. 

The  School  Committee,  acting  in 
good  faith  under  its  regulations 
(Chapter  XII.,  Section  241)  and  un- 
der Chapter  71,  Section  54  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
applied  for  the  transfer  of  John  M. 
Sullivan. 

This  transfer  was  assented  to  both 
by  the  Health  Commissioner  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, our  check  on  legality  of 
transfers,  and  a  majority  of  the 
School  Committee. 

Surely  I  went  as  far  as  a  layman 
could  go  to  see  to  it  that  legal  pro 
cedure  was  followed. 

2.  The  necessity  of  the  appoint 
ment.  The  Director  of  Schoo". 
Hygiene  outlined  the  need  of  Sani- 
tary Inspector  in  his  department, 
because  the  public  school  buildings 
were  the  only  buildings  not  subiect 
to  inspection  by  a  duly  qualifier] 
sanitary  inspector. 

If  other  buildings  need  inspection, 
surely  buildings  housing  our  children 
for  five  hours  a  day  must  be  in- 
spected most  carefully  as  to  their 
sanitary   condition. 

The  custodians  of  schools  are 
skilled  in  the  mechanics  of  heafmg 
ventilating,     and     cleaning     of     tne 


schools  from  a  physical  point  of 
view.  They  are  not  qualified  as 
health  inspectors. 

The  school  physicians  are  but 
part-time  employes  and  cannot  give 
their  time  to  properly  investigate 
insaniary  conditions  which  might 
cause   disease. 

Because  of  these  facts — (a)  the 
fact  that  all  buildings,  both  public 
and  private,  were  arid  are  inspected 
with  the  sole  exception  of  public 
school  buildings,  and  (b)  because  of 
the  fact  that  schools  cannot  be 
cared  for  from  a  health  standpoint 
either  by  custodians  or  school 
physicians,  I  felt  the  absolute  need 
of  creating  the  position  of  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Furthermore,  I  believe  that  the 
position  should  be  under  the  control 
of  the  School  Committee  rather  than 
under  the  control  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  because  to  me  it  is 
solely  a  health  question  and  not  a 
mechanical  inspection  question. 

3.  The  nepotic  aspect  of  the 
question.  I  am  indebted  in  no  way 
to  John  M.  Sullivan,  appointed  to 
the  position  of  Sanitary  Inspector 
or  to  his  brother,  Edward  M.  Sum- 
van,  my  School  Committee  col- 
league. 

In  the  matter  of  John  M.  Sulli- 
van's transfer  I  acted  solely  on  the 
basis  of  his  exceptional  ability  as 
outlined  to  me.  I  have  acted  on 
other  transfers  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee with  the  same  good  faith, 
ever  hoping  to  better  our  school 
service. 

Surely  no  one  can  believe  that 
both  the  Health  Commissioner  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Massachusetts 
Civil  Service  Commission,  would  aid 
a  majority  of  the  School  Committee 
in  placing  a  man  in  the  public 
school  system  as  a  Sanitary  In- 
spector solely  because  of  his  rela- 
tionship to  one  member  of  a  Com- 
mittee  of  five  members. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  am  on  record  as  op- 
posed to  the  creation  of  the  position, 
under  the  School  Committee,  of  San- 
itary Inspector,  as  appears  by  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  held  June  21, 
1926.  The  Committee,  however, 
voted  to  create  the  position  and  this 
being  so  it  became  necessary  to  fill 
it. 

The  Director  of  the  Department 
involved  recommended  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  incumbent  and 
in  the  discussion  thereon  I  stated, 
among  other  things,  that  I  would 
have  no  objection  to  Mr  .Sullivan's 
appointment  provided  he  was  at  the 
top  of  the  Civil  Service  list.  I  was 
informed  that  Mr.  Sullivan  had  re- 
ceived the  appointment  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  the  Boston  Health  De- 
partment as  a  result  of  having  led 
a  field  of  90  in  the  Civil  Service  ex- 
amination for  that  position  and  that 
the  increase  in  salary  under  the  new 
position  would  be  negligible.  That 
being-  so  it  appeared  to  me  that  if 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  deemed 
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— as  it  did — that  it  was  proper  to  ap- 
prove the  transfer  without  a  new  ex- 
amination, there  was  no  occasion  for 

further  objection. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  voted  for  the  cre- 
ation of  the  position  of  Sanitary  In- 
spector because  I  'believed  that  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  health  of  the  pu- 
pils  in   our   schools. 

Although  I  had  been  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  short 
period  of  six  months,  after  visiting 
schools,  I  felt  that  deficiencies  exist- 
ing in  our  schools  pertaining  to  sani- 
tation needed  correction  and  that  the 
appointment  of  a  sanitary  expert 
under  our  Director  of  School  Hy- 
giene would  be  a  progressive  step  in 
the  right   direction. 

The  creation  of  the  position  was 
given  the  fullest  consideration.  It 
had  the  recommendation  not  only 
of  the  Director  of  School  Hygiene, 
but  it  had  the  approval  of  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  and  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment, which  is  made  up  of 
the  Superintendent  and  six  Assistant 
Superintendents,  all  of  whom  are 
recognized  as  experts. 

The  creation  of  this  position  also 
has  the  hearty  endorsement  of  the 
Advisory  Council  to  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene,  which  Council  be- 
lieves that  you  cannot  divorce  sani- 
tation from  health. 

When  men  like  Timothy  Deary, 
Medical  Examiner,  Suffolk  County 
and  Professor  of  Pathology,  Tufts 
Medical  School;  John  B.  Hawes,  2nd, 
President,  Boston  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation; Edwin  H.  Place,  Clinical 
Professor  of  Pediatrics,  Harvard 
Medical  School;  John  A.  Foley,  As- 
sistant Professor,  Boston  University 
School  of  Medicine;  Clair  E.  Turner, 
Professor  of  Public  Health,  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology; 
Milton  J.  Rosneau,  Professor  of  Pre- 
ventive Medicine  and  Hygiene,  Har- 
vard University;  James  S.  Stone, 
President,  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society;  Henry  M.  Pollock,  Superin- 
tendent, Massachusetts  Homeo- 
pathic Hospital,  endorse  and  recom- 
mend the  creation  of  such  a  posi- 
tion for  the  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  pupil,  we  certainly  are 
justified  in   our  position. 

If  we  hold  our  Director  of  School 
Hygiene  responsible  for  the  sanita- 
tion of  our  schools  as  we  do,  we 
must  give  that  Director  the  means 
with   which   to   carry   out   his   work. 

In  voting  for  the  creation  of  the 
position,  I  believe  that  the  School 
Committee  acted  legally.  For  legal- 
ity as  to  our  act,  I  refer  to  Section 
241,  paragraph  1  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools: 

"The  director  of  school  hygiene 
shall    have   general   supervision   and 

control  of  all  matters  affecting 

ventilation   and   sanitation " 

Also  to  Chapter  318  of  the  Acts 
of  1906,  as  amended  by  Chapter  140 
of  the  Acts  of  1926: 


"The  committee  may  also  elect 
and  remove  such  other  subordinate 
officers  not  specifically  provided  for 
by  law,  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient" 

And  to  the  General  Laws,  Chapter 
71,  Section  54: 

"Every  school  physician  shall 
make  a  prompt  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to 
him  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
such  further  examination  of  teachers, 
janitors  and  school  buildings  as,  in 
his  opinion,  the  protection  of  the 
health  of  the  pupils  may  require..." 

Of  course,  we  all  bow  to  the  final 
tribunal  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
position — the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts. 

We  need  a  sanitary  expert  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  responsibility. 

I  believe  that  it  is  a  most  unfair 
and  unfounded  accusation  to  say 
that  the  School  Committee  of  Bos- 
ton, the  members  of  which  are  of 
unquestioned  integrity  and  honor, 
have  committed  an  act  of  nepotism. 

Believing  as  I  do  that  the  crea- 
tion of  the  position  was  absolutely 
9  necessary  for  the  preservation  of 
the  health  of  our  pupils,  the  appoint- 
ment was  made  as  all  appointments 
are  made,  through  the  regular  chan- 
nels, through  the  regular  procedure, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Division 
of  Civil  Service,  the  approval  of  the 
Health  Department,  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  and  the  appointment 
went  to  a  man  who  had  been  at  the 
head  of  a  civil  service  list  of  ninety. 
That  man  happened  to  be  John  Sul- 
livan, brother  of  Edward  Sullivan, 
a  member  of  the  School  Committee. 
Are  we  to  penalize  persons  who  hap- 
pen to  be  relatives  of  members  of 
the  School  Committee,  even  if  they 
are  appointed  through  proper  chan- 
nels? Are  we  to  scrap  our  civil 
service  system,  because  the  head  of 
a  civil  service  list  happens  to  be  a 
relative  of  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee? 

I  still  maintain  and  believe  today, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  as  I 
believed  then,  that  the  position  was 
an  absolutely  necessary  one,  that  it 
was  not  an  act  of  nepotism,  and  I 
believe  that,  according  to  the  stat- 
utes and  our  rules  and  regulations, 
we  were  justified  in  making  the 
appointment  and  that  it  was  legal. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  believe  that  the 
School  Committee  acted  legally  in 
appointing  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  In 
a  school  system  the  necessity  for 
such  a  position  is  apparent.  The 
question  with  me  from  the  begin- 
ning was  where  the  sanitary  in- 
spector could  function  to  the  best 
advantage  to  the  schools. 

It  seemed  that  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  was  the  place  so  that 
prompt  attention  could  be  given  in- 
sanitary conditions  in  the  public 
schools  caused  by  worn  out  or  de- 
fective equipment. 

I  believed  at  the  same  time  that 
the    Schoolhouse    Custodian    should 
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handle  insanitary  conditions  caused 
through  neglect  of  individual  cus- 
todians. 

These  remarks  set  forth  my  posi- 
tion in  the  matter  of  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Sanitary  Inspector,  now 
and  when  the  matter  was  first  un- 
der consideration. 

The  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  thought  dif- 
ferently and  believed  that  the  posi- 
tion belonged  under  the  School  Com- 
mittee rather  than  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission. 

On  request  of  Mr.  Sullivan,  the 
Secretary  read  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Finance  Com- 
mission in  response  to  invitation 
from  this  Committee  to  attend  this 
evening's  meeting:

Dear  Sir: — I  am  directed  by  the 
Chairman  to  inform  you  that  there 
will  be  a  special  meeting  of  the 
School  Committee  in  this  building 
on  Monday  afternoon,  October  25,  at 
six  o'clock  P.  M.,  at  which  meeting 
the  Committee  will  discuss  the  re- 
port of  the  Finance  Commission  to 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  under  date  of 
October  15,  with  reference  to  the 
creation  of  the  position  of  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  appointment  by 
transfer  from  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  this  position  of  John  M.  Sul- 
livan. 

"The  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee will  be  pleased  to  have  the 
Finance  Commission  present  at  the 
meeting.  Yours  very  truly,  (signed) 
Ellen   M.   Cronin,    Secretary." 

The  Commission  appreciates  the 
courtesy  of  this  invitation,  but  it 
does  not  see  how  it  can  add  any- 
thing to  what  it  has  already  said  in 
its  report  of  October  15  which  may 
be  helpful  to  the  School  Committee 
in  its  deliberations  with  regard  to 
the  o.'fice  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 

It  begs,  however,  to  call  again  to 
the  attention  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee this  insurmountable  fact  that 
the  office  of  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
illegal,  the  Commission  having  been 
advised  to  this  effect  by  the  City  of 
Boston  Law  Department.

Mr.  Sullivan:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
going     to     first     take     up     an     as- 


pect of  the  situation  presented  in 
your  statement.  You  said  there 
was  some  doubt  in  your  mind 
as  to  the  proper  place  for  this 
official,  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  I 
think,  if  I  am  quoting  you  correctly, 
you  leaned  to  the  opinion  that  he 
might  function  more  efficiently, 
more  effectively,  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission.  I 
want  to  answer  that,  first,  as  it 
appears  to  me.  I  think  one  of  the 
best  arguments  showing  the  reason 
why  the  object  to  be  attained  can 
best  be  served  by  the  creation  and 
filling  of  the  position  under  the 
School  Committee  is  that  the  School 
Committee  is  charged  with  the  con- 
servation of  the  health  of  the  chil- 
dren and  in  carrying  that  duty  out, 
of  course,  a  due  regard  for  the  prob. 
lems  of  sanitation  forms  a  vital 
part.  The  School  Committee  now 
has  in  its  own  employ  a  person 
qualified  in  sanitary  science,  to  dis- 
cover and  report  to  us  things  that 
need  attention,  and  to  recommend  a 
remedy,  thereby  serving  to  strength- 
en and  assist  the  School  Committee 
in  the  consideration  and  determina- 
tion of  problems  affecting  this  im- 
portant phase.  His  presence  in  the 
School  Committee  employ  serves  as 
a  very  necessary  check  on  the  work 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission. 

I  was  not  exactly  prepared  to 
state  at  this  time  or  at  this  meeting 
that,  in  my  opinion,  perhaps  the  in- 
spiration for  all  this  affair,  these 
allegations,  is  the  order  that  I  in- 
troduced, perhaps  not  so  innocently, 
but  it  appears  now  effectively, 
to  abolish  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission. I  understand  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission only  today  called  up,  or  at 
least  was  in  communication  with 
a  member  of  this  committee  and 
told  the  member  that  he  already  has 
in  his  employ  in  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  seven  sanitary  inspec- 
tors. I  know  that  he  has  not,  and 
he  knows  that  he  has  not.  I  have 
here  the  payroll  book  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  there  is  no  men- 
tion anywhere  in  the  personnel  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  of  a 
sanitary  inspector.  He  has  several 
inspectors,  bui.  they  are  merely  in- 
spectors of  repair,  such  as  plumbing, 
and  so  forth.  He  has  no  sanitary  in- 
spector in  his  department,  and  if 
Mr.  Slattery  has  suddenly  discovered 
the  presence  of  one  I  know  that  I, 
for  one,  as  a  member  of  this  com- 
mittee, will  be  very  grateful  to  him 
if  he  will  enlighten  us  at  his  earliest, 
convenience.  There  isn't  any  sani- 
tary inspector  in  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission.  There  wasn't  anybody 
in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
in  the  employ  of  any  of  these  varied 
departments,  who  had  the  right  and 
the  qualifications  to  go  into  our 
school  buildings  and  inspect  them 
from  a  sanitary  viewpoint.  The  law 
specifically  excludes  Boston  from 
the  communities  in  the  Common- 
wealth whose  schools  shall  be  visit- 
ed   and    inspected    by    public    health 
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or  sanitary  inspectors,  and  the  Leg- 
islature did  thai  and  did  it  wisely, 
because  it  knew  its  law.  It  knew 
that  it  had  placed  solely  and  exclu- 
sively in  the  hands  of  the  School 
Committee  the  power,  jurisdiction, 
obligation  and  right  to  inquire  into, 
determine  and  recommend  immedi- 
ate correction  of  all  insanitary  con. 
ditions  existent  in  our  public  schools. 
Therefore,  with  that  in  mind,  with 
that  intent,  the  Legislature  specifi- 
cally excluded  Boston  from  the  man- 
datory section  which  compelled  sani- 
tary examination  of  all  public 
schools  in   the   Commonwealth. 

Permit  me  to  quote  from  the 
communication  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission dated  October  15,  1926  to 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
concerning-  the  appointment  of  a 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  School  Hygiene.  The  first 
paragraph  of  said  communication; 

"On  June  21st,  1926,  the  School 
Committee  created  the  office  of 
Sanitary  Inspector  under  its  Di- 
rector of  School  Hygiene,  and  or 
September  20,  1926,  approved  the  ap- 
pointment by  transfer  from  the 
Health  Department  to  this  position 
of  John  M.  Sullivan,  brother  of  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee." 

The  above  is  the  only  correct 
statement  of  fact  in  the  said  com 
munication.  The  communication 
continues: 

"The  Finance  Commission  finds 
that  this  office  was  illegally  created, 
that  it  was  unnecessary,  and  that 
the  choice  of  the  incumbent  was  an 
act  of  nepotism." 

Let  me  say  concerning  the  alleged 
illegality  that  the  only  tribunal 
which  may  with  finality  adjudicate 
legality  is  the  Court.  This  dictum 
of  the  Finance  Commission  is  mere- 
ly guess,  and  no  more  deserving  of 
credence  and  faith  than  a  mere  s.de 
walk  opinion.  The  office  was 
created  by  the  School  Committee, 
the  appointment  of  John  M.  Sulli- 
van was  effected  legally  by  tne 
School  Committee,  and  his  transfer 
from  the  Public  Health  Department, 
where  he  was  employed  as  a  Sani 
tary  Inspector,  to  the  employ  of  the 
School  Committee,  was  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  Civil  Service  Com 
mission. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  here  to  dis- 
cuss the  legality  because  such  dis- 
cussion, in  my  opinion,  is  irrelevant, 
since  legality  comes  within  the  ex- 
clusive province  of  the  Court  for 
which  I  have  the  highest  regard 
and  in  which  I  have  abiding  faith, 
other  than  to  refer  to  the  public 
statutes,  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  School  Committee,  and  to  the 
rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Service   Commission. 

The  Finance  Commission  alleges 
that  the  office  of  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  unnecessary.  This  allegation  in- 
volves simply  and  solely  a  question 
of  fact.  Is  the  position  necessary 
or  unnecessary? 


Educators  and  public  health  au- 
thorities unanimously  agree  that 
sanitation  is  of  paramount  im- 
portance in  the  conservation  and  de- 
velopment of  the  health  of  the  school 
children.  By  statute  law,  all  public 
and  private  buildings  are  subject  to 
sanitary  inspection  with  the  execu- 
tion of  the  Boston  public  schools,  so 
that  until  September  1,  1926,  when 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  De- 
partment of  School  Hygiene  began 
his  work,  there  was  no  sanitary  in- 
spection  of   our   public    schools. 

Who  may  best  determine  the 
necessity  of  this-  position?  Whom 
may  we  look  to  as  authority  on  this 
public  health  question?  Certamly 
no  one  is  more  entitled  to  a  hearing 
in  this  respect  than  our  leading  pub- 
lic health  and  medical  authority. 

Dr.  John  A.  Ceconi,  Director  of 
School  Hygiene,  whose  excellent 
public  health  work  needs  no  intro- 
duction, in  a  communication  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee  under  date 
of  October  18,  1926,  says  the  follow- 
ing: 

"My  attention  was  directed  this 
morning  to  the  communication  sent" 
to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  by  the 
Finance  Commission  in  reference  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Sanitary  In- 
spector in  the  Department  of  School 
Hygiene  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools. 

"Inasmuch  as  this  statement  in- 
volved directly  the  Department  ot 
which  I  am  the  Director,  I  beg 
leave  to  offer  to  you  a  statement  of 
the  facts  at  issue. 

"I  took  office  as  Director  of  the 
Department  on  May  11,  1925.  Sec- 
tion 241,  Chapter  XII.,  paragraph  1 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Boston  Public  Schools,  provides  that 
"the  Director  of  Medical  Inspection 
(now  School  Hygiene)  shall  have 
general  supervision  and  control  of 
all  matters  affecting  the  physical 
welfare  of  pupils,  teachers,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  supervising  staif;  of  the 
observance  of  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  with  respect  to  room  tempera- 
ture, humidity,  ventilation,  and  SAN- 
ITATION." 

"There  were  then,  in  May,  1925,  on 
file  in  the  office  numerous  com- 
plaints in  writing  from  school  phy- 
sicians and  principals  in  regard  to 
insanity  conditions  many  of  which 
had  existed  for  years  without  cor- 
rection, and  the  number  of  these  re- 
ports so  increased  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding three  school  months,  that 
the  Director  felt  constrained  to  bring 
this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  and  tbe 
School  Committee.  This  was  done 
December   7th.    1925. 

"This  communication  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  contained  some 
recommendations  concerning:  which 
Assistant  Superintendent  William  B. 
Snow  reported  to  the  full  Board  in 
a  letter  which  has  been  only  par"'> 
quoted  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
and  the  remainder  of  which  is  now 
offered. 
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'The  need  of  a  competent  sanitary 
expert  does,  however,  appear  when 
we  try  to  determine  the  best  way  to 
correct  wrong  conditions.  Efficient 
procedure  here  requires  a  person 
who  can  accurately  locate  the  source 
of  the  trouble  and  tell  how  to  cor- 
rect it  in  the  quickest  and  most 
economical  manner.  In  difficult 
cases,  the  layman  in  sanitation, 
whether  teacher  or  school  physician, 
cannot  be  expected  to  possess  the 
necessary   professional    knowledge. 

•More  difficult  in  most  cases  than 
either  the  perception  of  the  trouble 
or  the  prescription  of  the  proper 
remedy,  is  the  power  to  get  thnigs 
done.' 

I  just  want  to  break  in  for  a  mo- 
ment and  talk  to  that,  because  that 
is  apparently  what  was  in  the  Chair- 
man's mind  when  he  read  his  state- 
ment. Not  only  will  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  serve  as  a  check  on  the 
activity  or  inactivity  of  the  School- 
house  Commission,  but  he  will  func- 
tion, in  that  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission will  function  to  meet  his 
recommendations  as  they  have  done 
since  he  has  been  in  office.  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  more  logic  to  the 
theory,  "What  can  a  sanitary  in- 
spector in  the  employ  of  the  School 
Committee  do  to  hasten  or  to  effect 
repairs  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion?" than  there  is  to  the  query, 
"How  can  the  School  Committee  in- 
sist upon  and  effect  the  building  of 
school  buildings  if  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  does  not  care  to  build?" 
If  they  refuse  to  build,  we  cannot  do 
a  thing.  If  they  refuse  to  give  us 
our  school  buildings  on  time,  we  can 
simply  sit  back  and  wait  with  a 
hoping  smile. 

'A  wide-awake  principal  or  school 
custodian  should  be  able  to  get  a 
thermometer  within  a  reasonable 
time  from  the  supply  department. 
"When,  however,  it  comes  to  repair- 
ing heating  and  ventilating  appar- 
atus, putting  in  new  drainage,  cor- 
recting plumbing  defects,  moving, 
remodelling,  or  replacing  objection- 
able machinery,  the  only  help  is  in 
some  power  that  can  move  the 
Schoolhouse  Department  to  prompt 
and  efficient  action.' 

I  would  like  to  know  wherein 
that  power  lies  or  where  it  is,  so 
that  we  gan  get  hold  of  it  or  borrow 
some  of  it. 

'In  theory  we  must  be  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  desire  of  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene  for  an 
expert  in  his  department  who  shall 
be  trained  professionally  to  recognize 
and  remedy  every  kind  of  insani- 
tary condition,  and  we  must  agree 
that  the  removal  of  such  conditions 
is  second  in  importance  to  no 
feature  of  school  administration;  in 
practice,  the  actual  value  of  such 
an  official  will  depend  in  part  on 
his  ability  to  discover  and  define 
measures  of  relief  that  would  elude 
the  teacher  or  the  ordinary  school 
physician,  but  most  of  all  on  the  ex- 
tent to   which   his  recommendations 


would  be  followed  by  the  School- 
house  Department.' 

"The  date  of  this  communication 
was  January  7th,  1926. 

"It  was  believed  to  be  altogether 
desirable  that  there  should  be  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department 
which  functions  solely  for  the  con- 
servation of  the  health  of  the  school 
child,  a  person  of  such  established 
and  recognized  ability  as  would  en- 
able him  not  only  to  determine  the 
presence  of  insanitary  conditions  but 
also  to  indicate  the  best  methods  for 
their  speedy  correction. 

"This  view,  namely,  that  it  was  es- 
sentially a  health  problem  was 
shared  by  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment which  voted  the  acceptance 
of  the  recommendation  and  the  cre- 
ation of  the  position.  Based  on  these 
findings,  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Apportionment  was  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  which  voted  its 
acceptance  in  June,  1926. 

"Mr.  John  M.  Sullivan,  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  the  Boston  Health  De- 
partment, was  an  applicant  for  this 
position.  It  appeared  that  Mr.  Sul- 
livan had  secured  his  position  in  the 
Health  Department  through  a  com- 
petitive Civil  Service  examination  in 
which  he  led  a  list  of  ninety  candi- 
dates. From  this  it  could  readily 
be  inferred  that  his  capability  left 
nothing  to  be  desired.  It  was  un- 
derstood that  this  position  could  be 
filled  by  transfer  or  from  a  Civil 
Service  eligible  list  and  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  request  a  competi- 
tive examination  if  the  applicant 
for  the  position  holding  a  similar 
position  in  another  Department  of 
the  City  and  rated  as  a  Civil 
Srvice  employee,  made  application 
for  the  position  by  transfer.  There 
was  to  be  no  change  in  his  rating, 
duties,   or  salary. 

"These  facts  having  been  estab- 
lished, a  request  was  made  for  the 
transfer  of  the  applicant  from  the 
Health  Department  to  the  School 
Committee,  and  this  was  approved 
by  the  Health  Commissioner  and 
the  Mayor.  The  transfer  was  author- 
ized by  Civil  Service,  effective  Sep- 
tember 1st,  1926. 

"The  foregoing  is  a  statement  of 
the  facts  in  regard  to  this  appoint- 
ment. As  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  School  Hygiene  charged 
with  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  sanitation  of  the  schools  as  .af- 
fecting the  physical  welfare  of 
school  children,  and  with  the  view 
solely  to  their  interest,  it  is  difficult 
to  understand  the  great  concern  now 
manifested  by  those  who  have  shown 
such  indifference  to  insanitary  con- 
ditions, some  of  which  have  been 
existent  for  many  years.  It  wouild 
seem  to  be  utterly  impossible  to  di- 
vorce the  health  of  the  child  from 
his  satisfactory  educational  progress 
and  one  is  disposed  to  marvel  some- 
what at  the  willingness  to  jeopar- 
dize it  in  the  least  by  studiously 
Involved  interdepartmental  red  tape. 

"Perhaps  it  depends  on  the  point 
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of  view  whether  two  uncorrelated 
departments  which  function  solely 
with  the  view  to  school  building-s, 
land,  etc.,  should  take  precedence 
over  those  whose  function  it  is  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  health  of 
school  children  who  must  neces- 
sarily remain  five  hours  each  day 
in  a  school  environment  for  their 
entire   educational   life." 

I  now  present  a  signed  statement 
by  the  distinguished  Advisory  Coun- 
cil to  the  Director  of  School  Hygiene 
in  this  matter: 

"As  the  Advisory  Council  to  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene  of  the 
Boston  Pulblic  Schools,  the  under- 
signed have  had  called  to  their  at- 
tention the  controversy  which  has 
arisen  with  reference  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  sanitary  inspector 
to  the  department.  The  Advisory 
Committee  has  been  formed  from 
men  active  and  interested  in  medi- 
cal education  and  hygiene,  who 
have  gladly  accepted  the  opportu- 
nity to  aid  in  perfecting  the  health 
work  in  the  public  schools. 

"In  the  opinion  of  this  committee, 
school  sanitation  cannot  be  divorced 
from  school  hygiene.  Moreover,  ac- 
cording to  paragraph  1  of  Section 
241,  Chapter  XII  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  specific  responsibility  for 
the  sanitation  of  the  schools  is 
placed  upon  the  Director  of  School 
Hygiene.  We  look  upon  this  respon- 
sibility as  a  very  vital  one.  Chil- 
dren who  spend  five  hours  daily  in 
the  schools  are  influenced  in  form- 
ing health  habits  by  their  environ- 
ment. Although  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
city  to  provide  sanitary  surround- 
ings favorable  to  the  health,  comfort 
and  safety  of  the  children,  actually 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  many 
schools  have  been  deplorable.  The 
remedy  for  these  conditions  nas  been 
lacking  because  of  the  divided  re- 
sponsibility. The  appointment,  as 
an  aide  to  the  Medical  Director,  of 
a  man  competent  to  determine, 
analyse  and  prescribe  for  these  de- 
fects, is  the  rational  procedure  in 
such  a  situation.  The  unusual  ac- 
tivity in  improving  sanitary  condi- 
tions in  the  schools  this  suflnimer,  fol- 
lowing the  action  of  the  Medical 
Director  in  recommending  such  an 
appointment  is  an  indication  of  the 
wisdom  of  this  movement. 

"As  to  the  selection  of  the  ap- 
pointee, we  can  see  no  basis  for 
criticism  in  the  nomination  of  a 
man  who  was  listed  No.  1  in  a  group 
of  ninety  candidates  for  appoint- 
ment as  sanitary  inspector  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  When 
this  is  added  to  an  experience  of 
four  years  of  practical  work  in  san- 
itation in  the  Boston  Health  Depart- 
ment, the  selection  seems  particu- 
larly fitting.  This  appointment  was 
made  in  the  usual  manner,  by  in- 
terdepartmental transfer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,   the  Health 


Commissioner,  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. 

"We  trust  that  this  effort  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  children  in 
the  schools  will  be  carried  through 
to  a  successful  issue,  because  the 
principles  upon  which  it  is  based  are 
vital  to  progress  in  school  sanita- 
tion. 

"We  desire  to  express  our  en- 
thusiastic support  of  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene,  who  has  enlisted  in 
the  progressive  work  of  his  depart- 
ment all  of  the  available  agencies, 
medical  and  sanitary,  of  the  com- 
munity. The  activities  already  car- 
ried out  include  a  cardiac  survey  by 
experts  in  cardiology  of  the  highest 
standing;  application  of  recently  es- 
tablished principles  in  rest  and  nu- 
trition; the  use  of  vacation  camps 
for  undernourished  and  undeveloped 
children;  the  practice  of  more  thor- 
ough physical  examinations,  and  the 
establislhment  of  required  courses  in 
health  education.  In  cooperation 
with  the  State  Department  of 
Health  a  tuberculosis  survey  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  schools; 
practical  courses  in  health  nursing 
have  been  given  in  connection  with 
Simmons  College,  and  cooperation 
with  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary 
in  its  efforts  toward  dental  prophy- 
laxis has  been  secured. 

"Furthermore,  two  health  surveys 
of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  made 
independently  of  the  department,  by 
Professor  C  E.  A.  Winslow,  of  Yale 
University,  and  Professor  Murray 
Horwood  of  Technology,  showed  the 
highest  achievements  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  School   Hygiene. 

"The  character  and  quality  of  the 
work  done  by  the  department  merits 
the  hearty  approbation  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston.

Need  I  say  more!  I  pass  over  the 
awful  situation  that  existed  in  one 
of  our  in-town  elementary  schools 
due  to  insanitary  conditions  where 
more  than  a  score  of  cases  of  social 
disease  due  to  contact  infection  from 
insanitary  toilet  seats  were  discov- 
ered. 

A  year  and  a  half  ago,  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  Washington  Irving  School 
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in  Roslindale,  protested  to  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  the  pres- 
ence of  insanitary  drinking-  facilities. 
A  year  and  a  half  passed  a  ml 
nothing-  was  done.  Not  even  an  in- 
spection. I  have  here  a  sample  of 
the  drinking  water  from  that  school, 
and  mark  you,  it  is  a  new  school  re- 
cently built.  Analysis  shows  tin- 
presence  of  fungi  and  dirt.  Apropos 
of  drinking  facilities  in  our  schools, 
perhaps  40  per  cent,  of  our  schools 
are  equipped  with  insanitary  drink- 
ing facilities  where  there  is  direct 
contact  between  lips  of  the  pupils 
and  the  bubbler,  and  it  is  a  recog- 
nized fact  that  bubbling  fountains 
require  direct  contact  with  the  lips 
and  are  a  prolific  source  in  con- 
tracting infections  and  a  potential 
factor  in  the  transmission  of  disease. 
In  none  but  a  few  of  our  new  schools 
have  we  sanitary  wrashing  facilities. 
How  can  we  expect  our  teachers  to 
impress  upon  pupils  the  necessity 
and  importance  of  health  na'bits 
when  we  deny  them  sanitary  facili- 
ties? How  can  we  expect  the  chil- 
dren to  learn  health  habits  unless 
we  permit  and  enable  them  to  live 
in  healthy  and  sanitary  surround- 
ings. 

I  have  here  a  few  of  the  reports  of 
the  new  Sanitary  Inspector  in  re- 
gard to  sanitary  conditions  in  our 
schools.  Let  me  read  from  one  or 
two.  (Referred  to  several  specific 
reports). 

On  July  the  7th,  1026,  I  presented 
an  order  to  the  School  Committee  to 
abolish  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
and  to  place  their  present  function 
where  it  rightly  belongs,  in  the 
School  Committee,  and  I  said  at  that 
time  that  our  school  children  have 
an  inalienable  right  to  habitable 
schools,  and  so  they  have:  and  the 
appointment  of  a  sanitary  inspec- 
tor is  the  first  constructive  step  in 
that  direction.  Who  was  in  our 
system  prior  to  this  appointment 
qualified  in  the  science  of  sanitation 
to  discover,  analyse  and  prescribe 
the  remedy  for  insanitary  conditions 
in  the  schools?  No  one!  Certainly 
not  the  already  over-worked  and 
under-paid  part-time  school  phy- 
sician. Surely  not  the  nurse;  most 
certainly  not  the  custodian  (custo- 
dians are  not  sanitarians),  nor  the 
teacher,  nor  the  principal.  If  sani- 
tation is  a  health  problem,  and  it  .is 


admittedly  so,  how  can  it  be  di- 
vorced from  the  Department  of 
School   Hygiene? 

The  sole  incentive  for  this  ap- 
pointment was  to  insure  and 
assure  to  the  school  child  as  liveable 
and  habitable  environment  as  pos- 
sible. Public  education  is  manda- 
tory  and  compulsory,  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  School  Committee, 
charged  with  the  education  of  the 
children,  I  would  indeed  be  remiss 
and  dereiict  in  my  duty  were  I  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  progress, 
growth  and  expansion  of  school 
health  activities. 

The  allegation  by  the  Finance 
Commission  that  the  appointment 
was  an  act  of  nepotism  is  merely  a 
resort  to  the  old-fashioned  trick  of 
drawing  a  "red  herring  across  the 
trail."  The  test  of  a  person's  fit- 
ness in  America  is  not  and  has  never 
been  the  blood  test.  That  was  dis- 
carded almost  three,  centuries  ago. 
A  person's  racial,  religious  or  family 
affiliations  have  no  proper  place  in 
the  matter  of  appointment  to  public 
office  in  a  free  country.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  time  will  never  come 
in  our  Boston  school  administration 
when  the  "Who's  Who"  idea  pre- 
vails. 

L-et  me  refer  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion in  respect  to  its  garbled  quota- 
tion from  Assistant  Superintendent 
Snow's  declaration  in  the  matter  of 
this  appointment  to  the  words  of 
Tennyson,  "A  lie  that  is  half  of  the 
truth  is  ever  the  blackest  of  lies." 

I  take  my  stand  with  the  leading 
medical  and  public  health  men  of 
this  part  of  the  country  in  the  mat- 
ter of  this  appointment  without  a 
single  doubt  or  concern  as  to  its 
wisdom. 

The  several  statements  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  were  accepted 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  rec- 
ords, and  the  Secretary  was  instruct- 
ed to  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
this  meeting  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion as  the  Committee's  reply  to  the 
communication  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Oct.    15,   1926. 

The  Board  adjourned.

APPROVAL  BY  THE  MAYOR  OP 
ORDERS  INVOLVING  SALARY 
ADJUSTMENTS  AND  OTHER 
EXPENDITURES  WITHIN 

BUDGETARY    LIMITATIONS. 

The  following  communicati'.'ii 
from  the  Business  Manager  was  re- 
ceived: 

For  many  years  it  has  been  cufc- 
tomary  to  transmit  to  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  for  approval, 
orders  of  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  increasing  tue 
salaries  of  teacners,  member*  of  tiie 
supervising  staff,  clerks,  custodians 
and  other  employees;  orders  involv- 
ing expenditure  of  money;  and  or 
ders  covering  transfers  within  ap- 
propriations for  all  school  purposes 
from  one   item   to   another. 

The  orders  and  transfers  referred 
to  in  the  prec^uing  paragraph  are 
passed  by  the  School  Committee  in 
accordance  with  budgetary  pro- 
visions and  limitations  subsequent 
to  the  appropriations  made  for  the 
financial  year,  said  appropriations 
having  been  sent  to  His  Honor,  Lh^ 
Mayor  of  Boston,  for  approval  as 
provided  for  in  Section  2  of  Chapter 
206  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919. 

Section  2  of  Chapter  206  .oJf  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  reads  as  fol- 
lows 

Section    2.      The     votes    of    the 
school    committee    making    appro- 
priations   as   aforesaid   shall   have 
the   same   force  and   effect   as   or- 
ders   or   votes   of   the   cLy    council 
appropriating    money,     and      shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  provisions 
of  law   in   respect   to   approval  by 
the  mayor,  except  that  a  vote  of 
four  of  the  members  of  the  school 
committee,     taken     by     yeas     and 
nays,    shall   be   necessary   to    pass 
such  appropriations  over  the  veto 
of  the   mayor." 
I   cannot   find   any   statutory   pro- 
vision   obligating    the    School    Com- 
mittee  of   the    City   of   Boston     after 
its  appropriations  are  once  passed  in 
accordance    with    the    provisions    of 
section  2  of  chapter  206  of  the  Spe- 
cial Acts   of  1919,    to   obtain   the   ap- 
proval of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,   on 
salary  adjustments   of  any   kind,   on 
any  special  or  contemplated  expense 
or    on    any    transfers,    if    and    when 
such  adjustments,  expense  or  trans- 
fers   are    covered    by    appropriations 
for   the   financial   year   or   by   fund^ 
within   such  appropriations. 

The  appended  decisions  of  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts show  conclusively  that  school 
committees  have  the  power  to  make 
the  adjustments  or  to  pass  the  or- 
ders of  expense'  mentioned,  pro- 
vided that  such  are  within  budg- 
etary  limitations. 

I  am  therefore  recommending  that 
the  practice  of  sending  to  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston — (a)  orders  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  increasing  the  salaries  of 
teachers,   members   of   the    supervis-

ing  staff,  officers,  custodians  and 
other  employees;  (b)  orders  involving 
the  expenditure  of  money  for  other 
purposes  and  (c)  orders  covering 
transfers  within  appropriations  for 
all  school  purposes  from  one  Item 
to  another,  be  discontinued  on  the 
following   grounds: 

1.  The  orders  referred  to, 
based  on  budgetary  provisions 
and  limitations,  are  purely  and  pe- 
culiarly within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  so  placed  by  statute 
law  and  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial   Court   of   Massachusetts. 

2.  Any  other  action  than  that 
recommended  on  matters  of  or- 
ganization and  control,  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee invites  controversy  and  pos- 
sible interference  in  the  legal 
rights  ami  privileges  of  the  School 
Committee   of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Inasmuch  as  the  information  con- 
tained in  this  report,  and  in  the 
appended  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts,  is 
extremely  important,  I  am  recom- 
mending that  the  matter  herein  set 
forth  be  referred  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel    for    an    opinion. 

This  is  not  an  attempt  to  deprive 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  of  passing 
on  all  original  appropriations  made 
by  the  School  Committee  under  its 
power  to  appropriate.  The  oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  him  when  such 
original  appropriations  are  submit- 
ted to  him  to  veto  any  appropria- 
tion or  any  item  in  an  appropria- 
tion which  in  his  opinion  may  be 
objectionable  or  extraneous.  It  is 
simply  to  relieve  the  School  Com- 
mittee from  sending  to  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  for  his  approval  each 
and  every  order  of  salary  adjust- 
ment, order  of  transfer,  cr  other 
order  that  may  become  necessary 
during  the  financial  year,  said  orders 
at  all  times  being  in  accordance 
with  budgetary  provisions  and  limi- 
tations. 

It  should  also  be  distinctly  under- 
stood that  there  is  no  controversy, 
nor  has  there  been,  with  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor  of  Bost.a,  over  any  salary 
adjustments,  orders  of  expense,  or 
transfers  of  appropriations;  and  *hat 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  proceeding  in  accord- 
ance with  existing  law  and  the  de- 
cisions of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  of  Massachusetts  in  accepting 
this  recommendation  of  the  Business 
.Manager  and  transmitting  copies 
thereof  to  the  officials  mentioned. 

The  orders  and  transfers  to  which 
reference  is  herein  made  should  as 
heretofore,  be  sent  to  the  City 
Auditor  for  auditing  and  record  pur- 
poses   in    his   office    only.

l.KCISIONS  OK  Tilt;  srt'KKMK  .UIUCIAL, 
COURT  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF 
MASSACIirSKTTS. 

Leonard  v.  School  Committee  in 
the  City   of  Springfield. 

Rugg,  C.  J.  This  is  a  suit  in 
equity  by  the  mayor  and  more  than 
ten  other  Taxpayers  of  the  city  of 
Springfield  against  the  school  com- 
mittee, auditor  and  treasurer  of  that 
city.  The  object  of  the  suit  is  to 
restrain  the  school  committee  from 
diverting  money  of  the  city  from 
particular  school  purposes  to  which 
it  was  appropriated  in  the  budget 
of  19121,  as  adopted  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  devoting  it  to  other  school 
purposes  included  within  the  general 
headings   of   the   budget. 

The  relevant  facts  are  that,  in  re- 
sponse to  requests  by  the  mayor 
of  Springfield,  the  school  commit- 
tee seasonably  submitted  estimates 
for  expenses  of  the  public  schools, 
which,  amongst  numerous  other 
mafters,  included  an  increase  in  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  many  teach- 
ers, as  well  as  salaries  of  additional 
teachers.  The  mayor  in  his  budget 
as  transmitted  to  the  city  council 
named  a  sum  smaller  than  that 
asked  by  the  school  committee,  in- 
tending fb  include  salaries  of  ad- 
ditional teachers  at  the  rate  previ- 
ously fixed  by  the  school  committee 
but  intending  not  to  make  provision 
for  increases  in  salaries  beyond 
those  arising  under  general  rules  es- 
tablished by  the  school  committee. 
The  estimafe  transmitted  by  the 
school  committee  to  the  mayor  and 
the  budget  submitted  by  the  mayor 
to  the  city  council  were  arranged 
under  fifteen  main  headings,  so  far 
as  the  present  controversy  is  con- 
cerned. The  city  council  failing  to 
approve  or  disapprove  any  items  in 
the  budget  within  sixty  days,  it  be- 
came operative  as  the  city's  budget 
under  the  law.  Thereafter  the  school 
committee,  in  order  to  provide 
money  for  the  increases  in  salaries 
upon  which  they  had  determined 
and  for  which  they  had  asked,  but 
which  the  mayor  had  refused  to  in- 
clude in  the  budget,  voted  to  elim- 
inate "Summer  Schools,"  which  was 
one  heading  or  item  in  the  budget, 
to  discontinue  eleven  out  of  a  larger 
number  of  kindergarten  schools, 
thereby  diminishing  by  several 
thousand  dollars  the  amount  re- 
quired to  maintain  "Kindergartens," 
another  separate  heading  or  item  in 
the  budget,  and  to  curtail  expenses 
in  other  schools  constituting  distinct 
headings  or  items  in  the  budgef. 
The  result  of  the  several  votes  of 
the  school  committee  was  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  total  appropriation  for 
schools  but  to  change  the  applica- 
tion of  some  of  fhe  items  in  the 
budget. 

The  precise  question  to  be  decided 
is  whether  the  school  committee  has 
power  thus  to  carry  out  its  policy 
as  to  the  management  of  the  school 
system  or  whether  it  is  bound  by  the 
action  of  the  Mayor  and  city  council 
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to  the  items  set  forth  in  the  budget 
without  power  to  modify  or  change 
them  in  any  substantial  particular. 
That  question  concerns  the  relative 
powers  and  duties  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council  on  the  one  side  and  ol 
the  school  committee  on  the  other 
side  under  the  provisions  of  law 
relative  to  the  budget  as  applied 
to  the  administration  of  the  public 
school  system.  The  governing 
statutes  are  G..  L.,  c.  44,  relating  to 
"Municipal  Finance,"  G.  L.,  c.  71, 
relating  to  "Public  Schools,"  and  the 
city  charter  of  Springfield  concern- 
ing the  school  committee.  The 
crucial  provision  of  G.  L.,  c.  44,  is 
section  32,  which,  omitting  its  ex 
ceptions  and  quoting-  only  parts 
pertinent  to  the  form  of  city  govern- 
ment established  by  the  charter  of 
Springfield,  is  in  these  words: 
"Within  sixty  days  after  the  annual 
organization  of  the  city  government 
.  .  .  the  mayor  .  .  .  shall  submit  to 
the  city  council  the  annual  budge: 
of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city 
.  .  .  The  budget  shall  consist  of  an 
itemized  and  detailed  statement  of 
the  money  required,  and  the  city 
council,  by  a  majority  vote,  shall 
make  such  appropriations  in  detail, 
clearly  specifying  the  amount  to  be 
expended  for  each  particular  pur- 
pose; but  the  budget  shall  not  be 
in  such  detail  as  to  fix  specific  sal- 
aries of  employees  under  the  direc- 
tion of  boards  elected  by  the  people, 
other  than  the  city  council.  The 
city  council  may  reduce  or  reject 
any  item,  but  without  the  approva] 
of  the  mayor  .  .  .  shall  not  increase 
any  item  in  or  the  total  of  a 
budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto 
.  .  .  the  city  officials,  when  ^o  re- 
quested by  the  mayor,  shall  submit 
to  him  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  ne 
may  require  estimates  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  of  the  expenditures  of 
their  departments  or  offices  under 
their  charge,  which  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  city  council.  ...  if  the 
council  fails  to  approve  or  disap- 
prove any  item  in  the  budget,  as 
submitted  by  the  mayor,  .  .  . 
within  sixty  days  after  its  receipt 
thereof,  such  item  shall  without  any 
council  action,  become  a  part  of  th* 
budget  for  the  year,  and  the  sum 
named  shall  be  available  ror  the  pur- 
pose   designated.  ..." 

The  charter  of  the  city  of  Spring- 
field provides  that  the  "school  com- 
mittee shall  have  the  care  and  super- 
intendence of  the  public  schools,  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  town  school 
committees."     St.  1852,  c.  94,  §  11. 

The  school  committees  of  cities  and 
towns  as  enacted  by  G.  L.,  c.  71,  §  37, 
"shall  have  the  general  charge  of  all 
the  public  schools",  and,  by  section 
38,  "shall  elect  and  contract  with  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools". 

The  slight  verbal  changes  made  in 
these  sections  of  the  general  laws,  as 
compared  with  corresponding  sec- 
tions of  earlier  statutes,  wrought  no 
alteration    in    meaning   and    did    not 


modify  the  pre-existing  law.  Main  v. 
County  of  Plymouth,  223  Mass.  66. 
69;  Com.  v.  Kozlowsky,  238  Mass. 
379,  3S7. 

It  was  said  in  1845  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Shaw,  in  Cushing  v.  Newbury- 
port,  10  Met.  508,  at  511:  "The  estab- 
lishment of  schools  for  the  education 
to  some  extent  at  least  of  all  the 
children  of  the  whole  people  is  not 
the  result  of  any  recent  enactment: 
it  is  not  the  growth  even  of  our 
present  constitutional  government,  or 
the  provincial  government  which  pre- 
ceded it,  but  extends  back  two  hun- 
dred years  to  the  early  settlement  of 
the  colony.  Indeed  the  establish- 
ment of  popular  schools  is  under- 
stood to  have  been  one  of  the  ob- 
jects for  which-  powers  were  con- 
ferred on  certain  associations  of  per- 
sons living  together  in  townships,  en- 
abling them  to  regulate  and  manage 
certain  prudential  concerns  in  which 
they  had  a  common  interest."  The 
policy  of  the  Commonwealth  from 
early  times  has  been  to  establish  a 
board  elected  directly  by  the  people 
separate  from  other  governing  boards 
of  the  several  municipalities,  and  to 
place  the  control  of  the  public 
schools  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
'that  body  unhampered  as  to  details 
of  administration  and  as  to  acts  per- 
formed in  good  faith  not  subject  to 
review  by  any  other  board  or  tri- 
bunal. 

The  general  statutory  provisions 
as  to  the  powers  of  the  school  com- 
mittee, to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  have  been  in  substance  the 
same  for  many  years.  They  had 
been  interpreted  by  numerous  deci- 
sions and  had  acquired  a  well-settled 
meaning  long  before  the  enactment 
of  the  law  providing  for  a  budget. 
Without  reviewing  these  decisions 
one  by  one,  it  is  enough  to  state 
summarily  their  essential  conclu- 
sions. 

The  school  committee  is  an  inde- 
pendent body,  entrusted  by  law  with 
broad  powers,  important  duties  and 
large  discretion.  The  obligation  to 
select  and  contract  with  teachers 
implies  examination  as  to  their  fit- 
ness and  of  necessity  carries  with  it 
the  authority  to  fix  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid.  It  would  be  vain 
to  impose  upon  the  school  commit- 
tee responsibility  for  excellence  of  the 
instruction  to  be  afforded  to  pupils 
and  to  deprive  them  of  the  power 
to  determine  the  salaries  of  teach- 
ers. There  is  much  of  self-sacrifice 
and  devotion  to  the  common  welfare 
among  teachers  in  the  public 
schools.  But,  nevertheless,  the  char- 
acter of  service  to  be  obtained  de- 
pends to  a  considerable  degree  upon 
the  compensation  offered.  The  full 
and  appropriate  discharge  of  their 
duties  by  school  committees  requires 
ample  power  to  select  competent 
teachers.  The  Legislature,  moved 
by  obvious  and  strong  reasons,  has 
vested  the  school  committee  with 
the  absolute  and  unconditional 
power   to   agree  with  teachers  upon 
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their  salaries  to  the  end  that  high 
standards  may  be  secured  and  main- 
tained in  the  education  of  the  youth 
of  the  Commonwealth.  In  the  exer- 
cise of  their  honest  judgment  on  the 
question  of  salaries  for  teachers,  the 
school  committee  are  not  restricted 
to  the  amounts  appropriated.  For 
the  time  during  which  schools  must 
be  kept  by  law  the  municipalities 
must  pay  such  salaries  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  school  committee.  To 
take  this  power  from  the  school  com- 
mittee would  break  up  the  long- 
established  system  of  our  law  in  re- 
gard to  public  schools.  The  only 
supervision  which  the  city  council  or 
towns  can  exercise  over  the  school 
committee  is  to  vote  to  close  the 
schools  after  they  have  been  kept 
the  lensrth  of  time  specified  by  the 
law.  The  school  committee  may 
make  all  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government,  dis- 
cipline and  management  of  the 
schools  under  their  charge.  This 
includes  a  determination  within  the 
bounds  set  by  the  statutes  of  the 
subjects  to  be  taught  and  the  nature 
of  the  schools  to  be  maintained,  and 
the  exercise  of  discrimination,  in- 
sight and  wisdom  in  the  election  of 
teachers  and  in  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  school  system,  with  all 
the  incidental  powers  essential  to 
the  discharge  of  their  main  func- 
tions. Batchelder  v.  Salem,  4  Cush. 
599;  Spiller  v.  Woburn,  12  Allen,  127; 
Charlestown  v.  Gardner,  98  Mass. 
587;  Kimball  v.  Salem,  111  Mass.  87; 
McKenna  v.  Kimball,  145  Mass.  555; 
Morrison  v.  Lawrence,  181  Mass. 
127;  Moore  v.  Ashley,  193  Mass.  294; 
Hammond  v.  Hyde  Park,  195  Mass. 
29;  Barnard  v.  Shelburne,  216  Mass. 
19;  Whittaker  v.  Salem,  216  Mass. 
483.  See  Day  v.  Greenfield,  234 
Mass.  31. 

The  statutory  provisions  under 
which  these  decisions  were  rendered 
have  been  substantially  the  same  for 
a  long  time.  They  have  been  re- 
enacted  without  change  in  the  suc- 
cessive revisions  of  the  laws.  The 
interpretation  of  their  terms  in  the 
numerous  decisions  which  have  been 
cited  may  be  presumed  to  have  seen 
adopted  bythe  General  Court,  Welch 
v.  Boston,  211  Mass.  178,  185;  King 
v.  Thissell,  222   Mass.  140,   141. 

This  body  of  statutory  and  com- 
mon law  regarding  the  matter  of 
universal  interest  and  profound  im- 
portance to  the  public  weal  was  es- 
tablished and  widely  known  before 
the  budget  law  came  into  existence. 
The  budget  law  must  be  construed 
;ind  applied  in  the  light  of  this  hi. 
tory  and  with  reference  to  this 
background  of  school  law.  The  bud- 
get law,  now  G.  L..,  c.  44,  §  32,  al- 
ready quoted,  was  enacted  first  by 
St.  1913,  c.  719.  It  was  entitled  "An 
Act  relative  to  municipal  indebted- 
ness." It  was  founded  upon  a  re- 
port of  a  joint  special  committee  of 
the  General  Court  on  municipal 
finance.  The  joint  order  of  1912  pro- 
viding  for  that  committee  authorized 


an  investigation  of  municipal  in- 
debtedness and  assessment  and  col- 
lection of  taxes  and  kindred  matters 
The  report  of  that  committee  is  com- 
prehensive concerning  the  subject  of 
municipal  assessment  and  collection 
of  taxes,  and  the  incurring  and  pay- 
ing of  municipal  indebtedness  and  al- 
lied subjects. 

There  is  nothing  in  it  direorv 
touching  the  public  school  system. 

Its  woi'ds  convey  .  no  express  in 
timation  of  a  purpose  to  effect  any 
change  in  the  powers  of  che  school 
committee.  If  there  is  mod.i/.cation, 
it  flows  wholly  from  implication. 

The  municipal  indebtedness  act  of 
1913,  with  its  provision  for  a  budge t, 
was  highly  important  legislation.  It 
was  an  innovation  In  the  fiscal  af- 
fairs of  cities  governed  by  a  mayor 
and  city  council.  It  was  calculated 
to  cultivate  municipal  thrif:  and  to 
discourage  current  expenditures  at 
the  cost  of  future  taxation.  The 
payment  of  present  charges  out  of 
the  present  tax  levy  is  one  oovious 
purpose  of  the  act.  Another  manifest 
design  was  "to  set  rigid  barriers 
against  expenditures  in  excess  of 
appropriations,  to  prevent  the  bor- 
rowing of  money  for  current  ex- 
penses, to  confine  the  making  of 
long-time  loans  strictly  to  the  rais- 
ing of  money  lor  permanent  im- 
provements, and  in-  general  to  put 
cities  upon  a  sound  financial  basis 
so  far  as  these  things  can  be 
achieved  by  legislation."  Flood  v. 
Hodges,  231  Mass.  252,  256;  Shannon 
v.  Cambridge,  231  Mass.  322.  While 
by  the  municipal  indebtedness  act 
with  its  budget  provisions,  general 
and  special  laws  inconsistent  there- 
with are  repealed  with  exceptions 
not  here  material,  yet  it  cannot  be 
construed  as  reaching  outside  its 
proper  territory  over  into  the  well- 
recognized  field  of  public  school  edu- 
cation equally  established  and  re- 
tained as  a  separate  statutory  do- 
main, and  obliterating  the  functions 
of  the  school  committee  in  important 
particulars.  There  are  combined  in 
the  general  laws  the  pre-exist- 
ing provisions  respecting  public 
schools  and  the  budget  system  of 
municipal  finance,  both  substantially 
in  the  phrases  theretofore  employed 
in  the  statutes.  This  demonstrates 
that  there  was  no  thought  in  the 
minds  of  the  framers  of  thai  com- 
pilation of  laws,  or  of  the  legislators 
in  enacting  it,  that  there  was  con- 
flict between  the  two  or  that  they 
could  not  stand  together  as  piactl- 
cally  workable  statutes.  To  support 
the  contention  of  the  petit. oners 
would  put  the  school  committee, 
hitherto  at  least  for  almost  i  cen- 
tury an  independent  body  charged 
with  duties  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
society,  wholly  under  the  domination 
of  the  mayor  and  city  council  in  es- 
sential particulars.  As  a  matter  of 
statutory  construction,  such  a  •."ev- 
olution in  the  management  of  the 
public  school  system  cannot  be  af- 
fected merely  by  doubtful  implica- 
tion  from   a   statute   enacted   to   ac-

complish  a  quite  different  end.  Dug- 
gan  v.  Bay  State  Street  Railway, 
230  Mass.  370,  374. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  no  question 
here  is  raised  as  to  an  attempt  bv  a 
school  committee  to  spend  more 
than  a  total  appropriation  made  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools. 
The  school  committee  only  assert 
a  right  to  fix  the  salaries  of  teach- 
ers in  conformity  to  their  own 
sound  discretion  without  being  re- 
stricted in  this  regard  to  particular 
items  specified  in  the  budget.  That 
contention  is  sound.  The  statutes, 
interpreted  as  an  harmonious  bo:lv 
of  Jaws  in  the  light  of  our  history 
and  traditions  as  to  .  the  public 
school  system,  conferred  upon  the 
school  committee  of  Springfield  pow- 
er to  establish  the  salaries  of  teach- 
ers within  the  total  amounts  appro- 
priated by  the  budget,  according  to 
their  best  judgment  of  public  needs, 
as  set  forth  in  G.  L.,  c.  71,  anl 
other  laws  governing  the  conduct  of 
the  public  schools. 

The  case  at  bar  is  distinguishable 
m  its  controlling  statutory  provi- 
sions from  School  Committee  v. 
Mayor  of  Cambridge,  233  Mass.  6, 
and  Simpson  v.  Marlborough,  236 
Mass.  210. 

The  request  of  the  school  com- 
mittee for  fees  of  its  solicitor  to  be 
taxed  as  costs  against  the  plaint1  ft'-; 
ij  denied.  This  is  not  an  appropri- 
ate case  under  our  practice  for  the 
application  of  that  principle.  Hig-. 
ginson  v.  Fall  River,  226  Mass.  423. 
Ten  taxpayers  frequently  invoke  the 
aid  of  the  court  under  G.  L.,  c.  40, 
§  53,  purely  for  the  public  welfare 
and  not  to  enforce  a  private  interest. 
Even  taxable  costs  often  have  not 
been  charged  against  defeated  plain- 
tiffs under  that  statute.  Fuller  v. 
Mayor  of  Medford,  224  Mass.  1-6; 
Lee  v.  Lynn,  223  Mass  109.  See  in 
this  connection  Burrage  v.  County 
of  Bristol,  210  Mass.  299;  Sears  v. 
Nahant,  215  Mass.  234;  Frost  v.  Bel- 
mont, 6  Allen,  152;  Stiles  v.  Munici- 
pal Council  of  Lowell,  233  Mass.  174. 
Petition  dismissed  without  costs. 

AVBK.ILL    V.     NEiWBiraYPO'RT 

RUGG,  C.J.  The  plaintiff  for  him- 
self and  as  the  assignee  of  eleven 
others,  all  school  teachers  In  the  de- 
fendant city,  seeks  in  this  action  to 
recover  pay  for  days  during  Jan- 
uary, 1919,  when  they  severally 
were  absent  from  school  for  per- 
sonal illness,  except  one  absent  be- 
cause of  illness  in  her  immediate 
family,  to  which  the  plaintiff  claims 
to  be  entitled  under  the  rules  of  the 
school  committee  of  the  defendant 
city. 

1.  The  certificate  of  qualification 
by  the  school  committee  required  by 
R.  L.,  c.  42,  §  29,  was  not  issued  to 
any  of  these  teachers  until  Septem- 
ber 10,  1920,  when  a  duplicate  for 
each  was  deposited  with  the  city 
treasurer    of    the    defendant.      This 


statutory  provision  is  directory  and 
not  mandatory  as  to  the  time  of  ob- 
taining the  certificate.  It  is  manda- 
tory only  in  that  it  must  be  de- 
posited with  the  treasurer  before  a 
right  accrues  to  collect  compensa- 
tion. That  requirement  was  satisfied 
in  the  case  at  bar  because  so  de- 
posited prior  to  the  bringing  of  the 
present  action.  Libby  v.  Douglas, 
175  Mass.  128;  Averill  v.  Newbury- 
port,   236   Mass.   208. 

2.  It  was  provided  by  the  rules  of 
the  school  committee,  adopted  before 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  of 
1918-19,  that  teachers  absent  from 
school  "on  account  of  personal  ill- 
ness or  as  the  result  of  a  death  in 
the  immediate  family,  or  for  any 
other  reason  which  shall  be  consid- 
ered sufficient  by  the  superintendent, 
shall  receive  full  pay  during  such 
absence,  provided  the  same  does  not 
aggregate  more  than  five  days  in 
any  school  year."  This  rule  was 
amended  after  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  but  before  January, 
1919,  by  striking  out  the  time  limita- 
tion and  allowing  full  pay  during 
such  absences  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  school  committee.  The 
amounts  here  in  suit  were  so  ap- 
proved. 

The  power  of  the  school  committee 
to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations concerning  the  government, 
discipline  and  management  of  the 
public  shools  under  their  charge  and 
the  compensation  and  methods  of 
determining  the  amount  and  terms 
of  payment  of  the  teachers,  subject 
to  provisions  established  by  the  Leg- 
islature, is  not  open  to  question.  It 
has  been  settled  in  numerous  ad- 
judications. Barnard  v.  Sherburne, 
216  Mass.  19,  and  cases  there  col- 
lected; R.  L.  42,  §§  27,  28;  G.  L.,  c, 
73,  §§  37,  38,  40-44.  This  general 
grant  of  authority  to  have  charge 
of  the  public  schools  and  to  fix  the 
salaries  of  teachers  includes  the  sub- 
sidiary power  to  decide  within 
reasonable  limits  whether,  in  order 
to  promote  efficiency  and  insure 
constancy  of  excellent  service  on 
the  part  of  teachers,  temporary  ab- 
sences without  loss  of  pay  shall  be 
afforded  them.  The  case  upon  this 
point  is  governed  by  the  principle 
declared  in  Malcolm  v.  Boston,  173 
Mass.  312,  321,  and  Wood  v.  Haver- 
hill, 174  Mass.  578.  The  rational 
judgment  of  the  school  committee 
exercised  in  good  faith  is  not  sub- 
ject to  review  by  the  courts.  Mor- 
rison v.  Lawrence,  181  Mass.  127; 
Carr  v.  Dighton,  229  Mass.  304. 

Eight  of  the  teachers  whose  sal- 
aries here  are  in  question  were 
serving  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
school  committee  and  the  remaining- 
four  for  terms  of  one  year  each. 
Although  the  rule  increasing  the 
possible  length  of  absence  without 
loss   of  pay  was   adopted   after   the 
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salaries  for  the  year  had  been  fixed 
by  vote  of  the  committee,  that  Is 
not  decisive  against  the  plaintiff. 
In  principle  it  stands  on  the  same 
footing  as  an  increase  of  salary 
during  ihe  period  of  a  contract.  It 
was  not  a  mere  gratuit".  It  may 
have  been  re  arded  as  an  additional 
incentive  to  superior  work.  There 
is  nothing  inconsistent  with  this 
conclusion  in  Whittaker  v.  Salem, 
216  Mass.  483.  That  was  an  ex- 
treme case  where  the  leave  of  ab- 
sence covered  the  entire  term  of 
service. 

3.  There  is  nothing  in  the  mu- 
nicipal indebtedness  act  and  budget 
requirements  (St.  1913,  c.  719,  as 
amended,  now  G.  L.,  c.  44,  §§  32,  34), 
which  bars  recovery  by  the  plain- 
tiff. This  point  is  governed  by 
Leonard  v.  School  Committee  of 
Springfield,  ante, — .  It  is  not  con- 
tended that  the  amount  approved 
by  the  school  committee  to  be  ex- 
pended    for     salaries     for     January, 


1919,  was  more  than  was  spent  for 
salaries  during  any  one  month  of 
the   previous   year. 

Judgment  affirmed. 

The  communication  with  accom- 
panying rulings  was  referred  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  an  opinion 
in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dation  of  the  Business   Manager. 


UNFINISHED    BUSINESS 

The  two  orders  laid  over  at  the 
meeting  of  Nov.  1,  1926  making 
changes  in  the  Authorized  List  of 
Text  Books  were  taken  up  and 
passed    unanimously.

REPLY  TO  REPORT  OF  FINANCE 
COMMISSION  RELATING  TO 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  following 
communication  be  sent  to  His  Hon- 
or the  Mayor  in  reply  to  His  Hon- 
or's communication  addressed  to  the 
School  Committee  under  date  of 
Aug.    20,    1926: 

On  Aug.  4,  1926,  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  submitted  to 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  a  report  relat- 
ing to  the  construction  of  school 
buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
author  of  this  report  makes  certain 
definite  criticisms  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, which  may  be  briefly  sum- 
marised as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee has  never  clearly  recognized 
the  establishment  of  the  6-3-3  plan 
of    school    organization. 

2.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  been  dilatory  in  organizing  the 
6-3-3    unit. 

3.  That  the  School  Committee 
failed  to  make  adequate  studies  or 
surveys   of   school   accommodations. 

4.  That"  the  School  Committee  has 
failed  in  foreseeing  the  possibility 
of  converting  traditional  eight-grade 
school  buildings  into  those  of  the 
newer  types. 

5.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  failed  to  recommend  smaller 
furniture    for   school    rooms. 

6.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  failed  to  standardize  school 
buildings   and   equipment. 

7.  That  there  is  insufficient  ar- 
ticulation or  co-operation  between 
the  School  Committee  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission;  and  that 
an  additional  co-ordinating  expert 
should    be   appointed. 

These  criticisms  may  be  summar- 
ized and  discussed  seriatim: 

1.  That  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee has  never  clearly  recognized 
the  establishment  of  the  6-3-3  plan 
of  school   organization. 

(It  should  be  remarked  that  the 
6-3-3  type  of  organization  referred  fo 
in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission means  simply  this:  Elemen- 
tary schools  for  pupils  of  the  first 
six  grades,  I  to  VI  Inclusive;  inter- 
mediate or  junior  high  schools  for 
pupils  of  grades  VII,  VIII,  and   IX; 


and  high  schools  for  pupils  of  the 
last  three  grades,  namely,  X,  XI, 
and   XII.) 

Intermediate  schools,  both  from 
an  educational  and  an  organizational 
point  of  view,  has  been  the  fore- 
most topic  of  discussion  by  the  Bos- 
ton School  Committee  and  its  of- 
ficials during  the  past  ten  years. 
All  the  details  of  reorganization  and 
reconstruction  have  been  repeatedly 
presented  by  its  experts  to  the  com- 
mittee and  thoroughly  digested  by 
that  body.  The  qualification  of 
teachers  for  the  new  work,  the  utili- 
zation of  existing  plants,  the  neces- 
sity of  additional  school  revenues 
and  of  new  buildings — all  have  been 
debated  at  lengfh  by  the  School 
Committee  and  its  officials,  and  def- 
inite conclusions  have  been  reached. 
The  construction  of  high  schools  for 
pupils  of  grades  X  to  XII  inclusive, 
of  intermediate  units  for  grades  VII 
to  IX  inclusive,  and  of  six-grade 
schools  for  elementary  pupils  has 
become  the  consistent  policy  of  the 
School  Committee  and  has  been  in- 
corporated in  all  its  building  pro- 
grams from  1920  to  the  present  time. 
The  author  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  declares: 

"The  school  authorities  have  not 
yet  sufficiently  assimilated  the  re- 
quirements of   the   class   grouping 
of  the  new  system  to  think  clear- 
ly in  terms   of  the   6-3-3   divisions, 
much    less     to    act    according    to 
them.      Terms    describing    the    old 
system   have  persisted  and  appar- 
ently it  has  been  difficult  to  learn 
to  think  in   the  new  terms,  much 
more    to    plan   for   new   divisions." 
In  view  of  the  patient  and  sympa- 
thetic   consideration    of    the    School 
Committee  during   the  period   of  in- 
termediate school  development,  such 
language  as  the  above  is  gratuitous 
and    undignified,     and     unworthy    a 
place  in  serious  deliberations. 

2.  That  the  School  Committee  has 
been  dilatory  in  organizing  the  6-3-3 
unit. 

The  traditional  units  of  school  or- 
ganization in  days  gone  by  included 
eight  years  of  elementary  instruc- 
tion (grades  I  to  VIII  inclusive),  and 
four  years  of  secondary  instruction 
(grades  IX  to  XII  inclusive).  It 
-seemed  to  students  of  education  that 
another  organizational  division  was 
preferable.  Accordingly,  several  cities 
in  the  country,  Boston  among  the 
first,  began  an  agitation  in  favor 
of  a  different  organizational  division 
based  upon  six  years  of  elementary 
instruction  and  six  years  of  sec- 
ondary instruction  ;and  it  seemed 
desirable  to  subdivide  the  upper  six 
years  into  two  units  embracing  a 
three-year  intermediate  school  and  a 
three-year  high  school.  This  became 
known  as  the  6-3-3  plan  of  organiza- 
tion. One  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples underlying  this  scheme  of  or- 
ganization was  that  elementary  edu- 
cation, as  such,  should  cease  at  the 
end  of  the  sixth  grade,  and  that  sec- 
ondary education  should  continue 
for    six    years    more.      This    was    a 
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movement  of  far-reaching  signifi- 
cance, and  each  successive  step 
needed  to  be  worked  out  with  sound 
judgment  and  infinite  care.  And  in 
Boston  we  have  succeeded.  Every 
child  in  the  seventh  grade  in  our 
public  schools  today  in  whatever 
school  located  is  beginning  his  sec- 
ondary school  life  and  is  accumulat- 
ing points  toward  his  high  school 
diploma.  The  School  Committee  re- 
fused to  jeopardize  the  welfare  of 
pupils  by  rushing  recklessly  into 
city-wide  redistribution  of  pupils 
and  reconstruction  of  curricula.  The 
School  Committee  wisely  decided  to 
"hasten  slowly."  Somewhere  in  its 
memoranda  the  Finance  Commission 
accuses  the  school  authorities  of  un- 
familiarity  with  what  is  occurring 
in  other  school  systems.  Perhaps 
there  are  certain  occurrences  in 
other  school  systems  that  may  en- 
lighten the  author  of  the  Finance 
Commission's  report.  For  instance: 
Very  recently  an  association  in  the 
city  of  New  York  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

"This  association  favors  the 
adoption  of  a  uniform  division  of 
grades  in  our  public  school  system 
— an  S-4  division,  or  a  6-3-3  divi- 
sion; and  believes  that  there  are 
no  conditions  which  necessitate  or 
justify  the  existence  of  the  two 
divisions  at  the  same  time  under 
our  school  government  or  sys- 
tem." 

Replying     to    this    criticism,     Dr. 
Gustave    Straubenmuller,     Associate 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  charge 
of  the  junior  high  school  division  of 
the  New  York  City  schools,  says: 
"The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents   and    the    Board     of 
Education    is    to    establish    junior 
high  schools  and  to  do  away  with 
eight-year    schools    as    rapidly    as 
possible       consistent       with       the 
proper      management      of      these 
schools     in    the     interest     of     the 
pupils. 

"No  practical  school  man  who 
knows  anything  about  school 
management  will  organize  a  new 
movement  in  a  wholesale  manner 
before  teachers  and  executives 
are  prepared  for  it. 

"A  junior  high  school  must 
have  a  sufficient  number  of 
classes  to  permit  pupils  to  make 
a  choice  as  to  a  course  and  a 
language.  In  certain  sections  of 
the  city  there  is  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  children  to  warrant 
the  organization  of  a  junior  high 
school.  There  are  other  complex- 
ities that  arise  which  sometimes 
are  trivial  in  nature  but  sufficient 
with  other  causes  mentioned  to 
interfere  with  the  formation  of  a 
junior   high   school." 

(It     should     be      observed      that 

"Junior  High"  and  "Intermediate" 

schools  are  interchangeable  terms.) 

3.      That     the     School     Committee 

failed    to   make   adequate    studies    or 

surveys    of    school    accommodations. 


Several  years  ago,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Superintendent  Thomp- 
son, the  School  Committee  estab- 
lished a  board  known  as  the  Board 
of  Apportionment.  This  board  com- 
prises the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
two  Assistant  Superintendents,  and 
the  Business  Manager.  For  certain 
purposes,  such  as  study  of  'salaries 
and  consideration  of  important  bud* 
getary  items,  this  Board  .licxudes 
the  six  Assistant  Superintendents. 
It  is  the  chief  function  of  this  board 
to  advise  the  School  Committee  con- 
cerning all  budgetary  matters  and 
to  keep  the  Committee  defini.ely  in 
formed  with  reference  to  the  de- 
mands for  additional  school  \s.~,.c\\- 
modations  and  for  substantial  alter 
ations    in   existing    school    buildings. 

In  October  of  each  year  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  addresses  a  circular 
letter  to  principals  of  schools  and 
districts,  requesting  specific  informa- 
tion about  existing  conditions  and 
the  immediate  or  prospective  needs 
for  additional  school  accommoda- 
tions. These  reports  containing  a 
voluminous  amount  of  data  are  scrup- 
ulously prepared  by  the  principals 
and  thoughtfully  organized  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Apportionment. 
Supplementary  to  this  inquiry,  the 
Assistant  Superintendents  in  their 
visits  throughout  the  entire  city,  are 
making  notes  ali  the  time  of  school 
enrollments,  of  changes  in  school 
population,  of  adjustments  of  district 
boundary  lines,  and  of  suitable  sites 
for  new  school  buildings.  Eash  As- 
sistant Superintendent  in  turn  re- 
ports his  observations  to  the  Board 
of  Apportionment.  There  is,  there- 
fore, in  progress  all  the  time  a  con- 
tinuous and  intelligent  survey  of  all 
constructional  needs  throughout  the 
whole  school  system.  These  reports 
and  studies  of  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment, frequently  submitted  to 
the  School  Committee,  have  been  of 
invaluable  service  to  the  latter  Board 
in  formulating  its  various  building 
programs  during  recent  years. 

Since  the  criticism  of  the  Finance 
Commission  seems  to  be  directed 
more  specifically  toward  intermedi- 
ate school  construction,  it  might  be 
well  to  indicate  briefly  what  has  been 
done  in  this  direction  and  what  is 
proposed. 

Beginning  with  Hyde  Park,  it  is 
contemplated  in  the  future  to  erect 
an  intermediate  school  building  some- 
where in  the  Trescott  district  to 
provide  for  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grade  pupils  from  a  portion  of 
Hyde  Park  and  Mattapan. 

It  is  further  proposed  to  erect  an 
intermediate  school  on  Wellington 
Hill  to  provide  for  seventh,  eighth 
and  ninth  grade  pupils  from  the  Ed- 
mund P.  Tileston  District,  from  the 
southerly  edge  of  the  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  District,  and  whenever  it  be- 
comes necessary  from  the  Frank  V. 
Thompson,  which  is  one  of  our  newer 
intermediate  schools. 

Again,   a  lot   has   been  purchased 
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for  an  intermediate  school  on  Persh- 
ing Road  off  Center  Street  in  Jamai- 
ca Plain,  to  provide  accommodations 
for  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grade 
pupils  from  the  Jefferson  School  and 
from  the  Agassiz,  Bowditch  and 
Li. well  Districts. 

Furthermore,  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  is  contemplating  the 
purchase  of  a  site  in  the  Dudley  Dis- 
trict, to  provide  for  seventh,  eighth 
and  '  ninth  grade  pupils  from  the 
Comins  School,  from  the  Dudley  and 
Dillaway  Districts,  and  possibly  from 
i  part  of  the  Sherwin  District. 

Another  project  in  view  is  the 
erection  of  an  intermediate  school 
at  the  corner  of  Camden  Street  and 
Shawmut  Avenue  on  land  recently 
purchased  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Schoolhouse        Commission.  This 

building  will  house  seventh  and 
eighth  '  grade  pupils  from  several 
surrounding  districts,  including  the 
Hyde,  Everett,  Rice  and  Dwight, 
and  will  relieve  the  central  high 
schools  of  certain  pupils  of  the  ninth 

The  Abraham  Lincoln  School  is  at 
present  organized  on  an  inter- 
mediate  basis. 

Thus,  to  one  who  understands 
the  geography  of  Boston,  it  becomes 
apparent  that  the  School  Committee 
in  its  judgment  has  taken  steps  to 
provide  intermediate  schools  rela- 
tively equi-distant  from  one  another 
for  that  lengthy  strip  of  territory 
extending  all  the  way  from  the  city 
limits  in  Hyde  Park  to  the  old  West 
End.  (Reference  is  made  again  to 
the    West  End  in   paragraph    4). 

Also  in  this  connection  it  should 
be  noted  that  there  is  in  the  present 
provisional  four-year  building  bud- 
get an  appropriation  of  §1,230,000  for 
the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erec- 
tion of  an  intermediate  school  in 
the  Warren-Bunker  Hill  District, 
the  center  of  Charlestown.  This 
building  will  take  care  of  all  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  pupils  of 
Charlestown,  making  all  the  other 
schools  of  this  section  six-grade 
schools. 

It  should  be  noted  in  passing 
that  as  the  various  intermediate 
schools  enumerated  in  this  para- 
graph are  constructed,  to  a  corre- 
sponding extent  the  traditional  ele- 
mentary eight-grade  schools  will  be 
converted   into   six-grade   schools. 

4.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  failed  in  foreseeing  the  possibil- 
ity of  converting  traditional  eight- 
grade  school  buildings  into  those  of 
the  newer  types. 

Quite  the  reverse!  The  School 
Committee  from  the  very  outset  has 
made  use  to  the  utmost  of  existing 
building  resources.  The  Robert 
Gould  Shaw  School  in  West  Rox- 
bury;    the    Mary    Hemenway,    Henry 

L  Pierce,  and  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  Schools  in  Dorchester;  the 
John  Winthrop  and  Lewis  in  Rox- 
bury;  and  the  Abraham  Lincoln  in 
the  City  Proper — all  formerly   eight - 


grade  schools — were  converted  into 
intermediate  schools  with  little  or  no 
constructional  expense.  Similarly, 
eight-grade  buildings  in  South  Bos- 
ton have  assumed  intermediate  or- 
ganizations. 

The  present  building  program  of 
the  School  Committee  provides  very 
properly  for  a  new  high  school  in 
Hyde  Park,  the  site  for  which  has 
already  been  purchased.  The  School 
Committee,  when  this  new  building 
is  completed,  contemplates  the  re- 
modeling of  the  present  Hyde  Park 
High  School  and  converting  it  into 
a  central  junior  high  school. 

The  Schoolhouse  Commission  pur- 
chased several  years  ago  a  beautiful 
site  for  a  new  high  school  in  Brigh- 
ton, and  when  this  new  building  is 
completed,  the  School  Committee 
purposes  likewise  to  convert  the  old 
high  school  structure  into  a  central 
intermediate  school.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Bennett — an  old  eight- 
grade  building — is  accommodating 
intermediate  grade  classes.  Some- 
time another  intermediate  school  will 
be  provided  for  tha^  section  of 
Brighton. 

Contemporaneous  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  magnificent  new  high 
school  building  in  Last  Boston,  the 
old  high  school  building  was  recon- 
structed and  is  now  used  most  satis- 
factorily as  an  intermediate  school, 
accommodating  all  intermediate 
grade  pupils  of  that  section  of  East 
Boston;  the  other  section  having  al- 
ready been  provided  with  a  new 
forty-room  intermediate  school,  the 
Donald  McKay.  By  virtue  of  these 
changes  and  transfers,  all  the  tradi- 
tional eight-grade  schools  in  East 
Boston  have  become  six-grade 
•schools  (except  the  Blackinton-John 
Cheverus). 

Frequent  studies  made  by  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  convinced 
the  School  Committee  that  school 
population  in  the  West  End  is  rapid- 
ly diminishing.  A  new  intermediate 
school  in  this  section  of  the  city, 
therefore,  was  found  impracticable. 
In  order  that  intermediate  school 
facilities  might  not  be  denied  the 
pupils  of  the  West  End,  the  School 
Committee  recommended  that  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  exist- 
ing elementary  schools  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Washington,  and  that 
this  school  become  distinctively  in- 
termediate. The  necessary  changes 
were  made  by  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission and  an  intermediate  school 
was  organized,  the  traditional  ele 
mentary  schools  becoming  six-grade 
schools. 

Influenced  by  studies  that  have 
been  made  by  its  officials,  the  School 
Committee  last  year  decided  to 
utilize  the  Michelangelo  School 
(formerly  elementary)  in  the  North 
End  as  an  intermediate  center  for 
the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grade 
pupils  of  the  Hancock  and  Eliot  Dis- 
tricts. This  rearrangement  of 
classes  was  perfected  at  the  end  of 
the  last  school  year,  and  in  Septem- 
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ber  of  this  school  year  the  Michel- 
angelo became  exclusively  interme- 
diate, and  the  Eliot  and  Hancock 
became   six-grade   districts. 

5.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  failed  to  recommend  smaller 
furniture  for  school  rooms. 

The  author  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  speaks  with 
characteristic  assurance  and  finality 
concerning  the  kind  of  furniture 
to  be  used  in  school  rooms.  Never- 
theless, whether  there  should  be 
desks  and  chairs  of  traditional 
standards  attached  to  the  floor, 
whether  furniture  should  be  mov- 
able or  immovable,  or  whether  a 
chair  with  an  arm  rest  would  suf- 
fice, are  debatable  questions.  Visits 
made  recently  to  school  systems  by 
the  Superintendent  and  an  Assistant 
Superintendent  fail  to  reveal  any 
uniform  standards  of  desks  and 
chairs  for  pupils.  To  get  beyond 
the  range  of  an  individual  opinion, 
the  Superintendent  recently  request- 
ed the  presidents  of  our  various 
principals'  associations,  in  co-opera- 
tion with  one  of  the  Assistant  Su- 
perintendents, to  make  a  thorough 
study  of  school  furniture,  including 
pupils'  desks  and  chairs,  and  report 
the  results  of  their  deliberations  at 
an  early  date.  The  School  Commit- 
tee feels  confident  that  the  expert 
opinion  received  from  this  commit- 
tee of  principals  will  go  far  toward 
solving   this   disputed    question. 

6.  That  the  School  Committee 
has  failed  to  standardize  school 
buildings  and  equipment. 

It  is  evident  that  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, school  buildings"  and  school 
equipment  should  be  standardized. 
Frequently  either  the  School  Com- 
mittee or  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment with  that  object  in  view  has 
made  specific  recommendations  re- 
garding standards  such  as  shop 
equipment  for  boys  and  girls,  health 
rooms,  intermediate  science  and 
drawing  rooms,_  kindergartens  and 
standard  classrooms  by  grades.  It 
is  very  likely  that  these  suggestions 
of  the  School  Committee  are  em- 
bodied in  the  report  on  standards 
which  the  Finance.  Commission  de- 
clares is  already  in  its  possession, 
having  been  transmitted  to  that 
body  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion. The  School  Committee,  how 
ever,  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
standards  though  carefully  estab- 
lished should  be  flexible,  subject  to 
change  as  occasions  demand.  To 
illustrate: 

The  Finance  Commission  in  its  re- 
port criticizes  the  construction  of 
the  new  Washington  Irving  School 
in  Roslindale  and  volunteers  the  fol- 
lowing remark: 

"The  failure  to  distinguish  be- 
tween the  different  types  of 
schools  is  most  apparent  in  the 
Washington  Irving  School,  which 
is  referred  to  both  as  a  high 
school  and  an  intermediate  school, 
and  which  apparently  is  a  con- 
glomeration  of  both." 


We  tried  to  make  clear  earlier  in 
this  paper  (vide  par.  2)  that  one  of 
the  fundamental  purposes  of  the  in- 
termediate schools  is  differentiation 
at  the  end  of  Grade  VI.  When  the 
construction  of  the  Washington 
Irving  School  was  originally  con- 
sidered, the  School  Committee  be- 
lieve it  practicable  in  the  Roslin- 
dale section  to  erect  a  school  build- 
ing to  provide  for  all  the  pupils  of 
secondary  grades,  namely,  the 
seventh  to  the  twelfth  inclusive.  It 
took  this  action  advisedly  because 
there  are  many  students  of  educa- 
tion who  believe  that  the  so-called 
6-6  type  of  organization  is  prefer- 
able to  the  6-3-3.  The  Public  Latin 
School  was  founded  on  the  6-6  basis 
and  for  two  hundred  fifty  years  has 
successfully  maintained  a  six-grade 
secondary  course  supplementary  to 
the  six-year  course  in  the  elementary 
grades.  This  original  idea  of  the 
fathers,  therefore,  still  persists  in 
both  the  Public  Latin  School  and 
the  Girls'  Latin  School. 

Cleveland  is  committed  to  the 
so-called  6-3-3  plan  of  organization. 
But  in  a  recent  visit  to  that  city 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of 
Boston  and  one  of  the  Assistant 
Superintendents  found  in  process  of 
construction  a  very  large  central 
secondary  school  of  six  grades, 
namely,  grades  VII  to  XII  inclu- 
sive. Another  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Boston  schools  comes 
back  from  Rochester  with  the  infor- 
mation that  that  city  though  com- 
mitted to  the  6-3-3  idea  is  likewise 
constructing  a  large  six-grade  sec- 
ondary school;  and  it  may  be  re- 
marked that  in  the  opinion  of  many 
school  people  Rochester  has  one  of 
the  best  intermediate  school  organi- 
zations in  the  country. 

Yes,  we  should  have  standards, 
but  we  must  never  make  a  fetish 
of  them! 

7.  Is  an  additional  coodinator 
necessary? 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Finance 
Commission  did  not  inquire  more 
carefully  into  the  machinery  estab- 
lished by  the  School  Committee  for 
cooperation  with  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission.  Such  an  investigation 
would  have  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  Board  of  Apportionment  is  fre- 
quenti-  in  conference  with  ths 
Schoolhouse  Commission  and  its  of- 
ficials for  the  purpose  of  consider 
ing  constructional  needs,  and  sdhool 
accommodation  and  equipment. 
Moreover  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment annually  prepares  lengthy  lists 
of  major  educational  items  which 
are  approved  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  are  given  precedence  by  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  in  its  pro- 
gram of  repairs  and  alterations  •  of 
school  buildings. 

Supplementary  to  the  effective 
ness  of  the  Board  of  Apportionment 
as  a  unifying  agency,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  has  deputed  an 
Assistant  Superintendent  to  act  as 
liaison    officer    between    the    School 
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Committee  and  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission.  This  representative  de 
votes  about  one-third  of  his  time 
exclusively  to  service  in  this  im- 
portant  role;  and  it  is  needless  to  re 
mark  that  he  is  heartily  welcomed 
at  the  offices  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  and  that  his  counsel 
and  judgment  are  respected.  Hap 
pily  this  representative  has  had  nn- 
chanicaJ  training  and  experience. 
But  what  is  of  greater  significance, 
he  is  an  educational  expert;  and  in 
consequence  of  his  familiarity  with 
city-wide  educational  policies  and 
problems,  his  services  are  likely  to 
be  more  substantial  and  fruitful 
than  would  be  those  of  another  co- 
ordinator lacking  these  essential  edu- 
cational contacts,  even  though  the 
latter  -..ere  employed  on  a  full-time 
basis. 

For  an  intelligent  appreciation  of 
the  official  relations  between  the 
School  Committee  and  the  School- 
house  Commission,  one  should  un- 
derstand the  legal  status  of  the  two 
bodies  as  defined  by  Statute  Law 
(Chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1901). 
The  power  to  appropriate  moneys 
and  to  designate  school  districts  in 
which  new  buildings  are  to  be  erect- 
ed is  vested  in  the  School  Commit- 
tee. The  Superintendent  of  Schools 
is  required  to  express  an  opinion 
(only)  concerning  school  sites,  plans 
for  new  or  reconstructed  buildings, 
and  school  furnishings.  But  the 
choice  of  land  for  school  purposes; 
the  selection  of  architects;  the  con- 
struction of  new  buildings;  the  re- 
pair, alteration  or  remodeling  of 
school  buildings;  the  purchase  of 
school  furnishings,  etc. — all  are  un- 
qualifiedly and  unmistakably  within 
the  legal  province  of  the  School- 
house  Commission. 

With  a  sensitiveness  of  the  muni- 
mum  amount  of  authority  given  the 
School  Committee  under  the  Statute 
of  1901  and  the  maximum  of  power 
bestowed  upon  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  the  officials  of  the 
School  Committee  in  their  approach 
to  problems  of  school  construction, 
repairs,  etc.,  have  striven  at  all 
times  to  keep  within  the  limitations 
defined  by  the  Statute,  have  studi- 
ously avoided  seeming  obtrusive, 
and  have  sought  to  secure  and 
maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation 
founded  upon  confidence  and  good- 
will. And  in  our  efforts  to  foster 
this  sort  of  amicable  and  workable 
cooperation,  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
cord that  invariably  we  have  been 
met  'half-way'  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  and  the  memibers  of  its 
official  family. 


CERTIFICATION    OF    AREAS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian, 
under  date  of  Dec.  6,  1926,  submit- 
ting certification  or  re-certification 
of  the  areas  of  the  following-namea 
school-houses,  upon  which  the  com-

USE     OF     SCHOOL     YARDS     FOR 
PLAY  PURPOSES. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  the 
following    communication: 

Under  date  of  October  4,  1926,  the 
following  order  was  passed  by  the 
City   Council  of  the   City   of  Boston: 

"ORDERED:  That  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  be 
requested  to  consider  the  advisabil- 
ity of  keeping  open,  for  play  pur- 
poses, the  yards  of  all  available 
school-houses  in  Boston,  after 
•school. hours  until  sun-down,  and  all 
day    on    Saturday." 

In  reply  thereto,  the  Superintend- 
ent offered  the  following  statement: 

An  experiment  tried  several  years 
ago    when   Mr.    David    A.    Ellis'  was 


Chairman  of  the  School  Board  in- 
dicated that  school  yards  in  gen- 
eral should  not  be  open  without 
proper  supervision.  Last  year  the 
School  Committee  petitioned  the 
Legislature  and  secured  from  that 
body  an  additional  sum  of  $53,400, 
representing  three  cents  on  each 
$1,000  of  valuation  to  carry  on 
larger  play  activities  in  our  school 
playgrounds.  This  additional  rev- 
enue made  it  possible  to  keep  play- 
grounds open  more  generously  than 
ever  before  so  that  from  April  1  to 
November  1  the  playgrounds  offered 
excellent  play  facilities  to  children 
of  school  age.  In  fact  lack  of  at- 
tendance of  pupils  caused  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Department  to  close  a 
few  playgrounds,  which  it  had 
opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son. This  would  indicate  that  it 
would  probably  be  unnecessary  to 
open  all  yards.  At  present  opportu- 
nities could  not  be  extended  with- 
out securing  additional  appropria- 
tion from  the  Legislature,  since  pro- 
vision of  competent  supervision  in- 
volves expenditure  of  quite  a  large 
sum  of  money. 

Some  of  the  playgrounds  most  fre- 
quently used  have  been  kept  open 
this  year  until  the  Saturday  before 
Thanksgiving.  From  then  until  next 
March,  the  time  between  the  close 
of  school  and  sun-down  is  so  short 
that  it  would  not  be  feasible  to  set 
up  apparatus,  and  it  is  probable 
that  most  parents  would  desire  their 
children  to  come  home  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  school  session 
rather  than  to  loiter  and  to  play 
about  the  school  building  as  dark- 
ness sets  in. 

If  funds  allowed,  there  prVoably 
would  be  a  considerable  oppo-  cunity 
to  use  playgrounds  all  day  Saa.rday 
even  in  the  winter,  although  for 
much  of  the  time,  because  of  weath- 
er conditions,  very  little  could  be 
done  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
make  a  satisfactory  arrangement 
with  competent  playground  teachers 
unless  their  employment  was;  to  be 
steady. 

Lack  of  funds  makes  it  impossible 
to  open  playgrounds  during  the 
present  season.  Something  could  be. 
done  another  year  if  the  Legislature 
.should  see  fit  to  grant  a  larger  ap- 
propriation; even  so  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  demand  would  warrant 
opening  a  considerable  number  of 
these  yards.  The  experiment  might 
be  made  of  opening  a  number  of 
yards  selected  in  the  more  congested 
districts  and  extending  it  if  the  suc- 
cess of  the  undertaking  warrants 
its  continuance. 

Enclosed  is  a  list  of  schoolyai-d 
playgrounds,  children's  corners  in 
parks  and  athletic  fields  in  various 
sections  of  the  city.  All  of  them 
have  been  in  use  during  the  summer, 
under  our  supervision.  The  ath- 
letic fields  and  children's  corners,  in 
parks,  are  open,  but  without  super- 
vision, at  all  seasons  and  are  large 
enough  to   permit   coasting,  skating,

skiing,     and     other     winter     sports 
which  children  enjoy.

The  collection  of 
text  books  and  supplies  shall  not  be 
begun  earlier  than  Wednesday  of 
the  final  week  of  the  term. 

Principals,  directors  and  other  ad- 
ministrative heads  shall  be  on  duty 
for  one  week  immediately  preceding 
the  opening  of  schools  in  September 
and  for  one  week  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  close  of  schools  in  June, 
unless  excused  by  the  Superinten- 
dent.

LIMITATION      OF      ADMISSIONS 
TO  THE   TEACHERS   COLLEGE. 

The  Superintendent  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  which  was  ordered 
spread  upon  the  records: 

Under  date  of  Nov-  22,  1926,  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  presented 
to  the  School  Committee  in  Con- 
ference, certain  recommendations 
with  reference  to  the  admission  of 
candidates  to  the  Teachers  College 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Among  the  recommendations  was 
one  to  the  effect  that  hereafter  the 
number    of    candidates    admitted    to 
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the  Teachers  College  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  limited  to  200—150  to  the 
the  three-year  courses  and  50  to 
the  college  courses. 

The  basis  of  this  recommendation 
was  the  fact  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendent, 
there  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Teachers  College  during  recent 
years  a  larger  number  of  students 
than  the  school  system  of  Boston 
can  absorb  as  teachers,  and  that  in 
consequence,  many  of  the  graduates 
may  fail  of  permanent  appoi.  Lment. 
Furthermore,  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents made  a  careful  study  of 
the  number  of  appointments  made 
to  elementary,  intermediate,  and 
high  school  positions  annually  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years,  and  found 
that  the  average  number  of  appoint- 
ments was  approximately  150.  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  that  150  ad- 
missions to  the  Teachers  College 
would  adequately  meet  the  nee  :1s  of 
the  service.  In  view,  however,  of 
possible    retirement    and    elimination 


of  students  during  their  courses,  it 
seemed  advisable  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  that  this  number 
of  candidates  should  be  increased 
from  150  to  200,  and  that  the  limi- 
tations, according  to  courses,  should 
be  150  for  the  three-year  courses 
and  50  for  the  four-year  college 
courses. 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be 
recorded  that  'hereafter  examina- 
tions for  admission  to  the  Teachers 
College  will  be  wholly  competitive, 
and  that  admissions  will  be  deter- 
mined wholly  by  the  numerical 
standing  of  candidates  in  their  re- 
spective  groups.
